The Department has received from the Legation in 
Stockholm a despatch, no. 49/6, dated January 29, 195, 
with which the Legation enclosed a copy of a proposed 
confidential agreement to be entered into between tne 
Government of the United Statee and the Government of 
Sweden for the purpose of covering in a formal manner 
a@ loan of nine aircraft to the Government of Sweden, 
The despatch also contains as enclosures a series of 
correspondence on which the proposed agreement would be 
based and preliminary drafts of the proposed agreement. 
A copy of despatch no. 4976 and ite enclosures is 
tranemitted herewith, 


It appears from the despatch that the aircraft 
under consideration are seven flying fortresses which 
have made forced landings in Sweden and which have been 
loaned to the Swedish Government for conversion into 
civil air carriers, and two additional flying fortresses 
which, after landing in Sweden were so badly damaged tnat 
they could not be repaired for flying purposes, and which 
have been made available to the Swedish Government to 
serve as a source of spare parts for the maintenance of tne 
seven aircraft above-mentioned. The nine aircraft have 
been made available to the Swedish Government under terns 
contained in correspondence covering a period from Decem- 
ber 13, 1943 to May 17, 1944, and the Legation considers 
it desirable that the terms under which the loans are made 
should be embodied in a single instrument of a more formal 
nature.

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The Department understands that General Kessler, 
Military Attache in Sweden, has been authorized to offer 
the Swedish Government twenty interned aircraft. Pre- 
sumably thie offer of twenty aircraft is on a loan 
basis and the Department assumes that the nine aircraft 
mentioned in despatch no, 4976 would be included in tne 
twenty. For tnis reason it appears that it would be 
desirable to redraft the proposed agreement to include 
the loan of the additional aircraft which have been 
offered to the Swedish Government. If tnis plan is to 
be followed it will verhape be desirable to defer the 
conclusion of the present draft agreement until an 
understanding is reached on the disposition of the 
additional eleven aircraft. 


The proposed agreement in its present form has been 
studied in the Department of State ana the following 
suggestions are made for tne consideration of tne War 
Department: 


Since the proposed instrument would take tne form 
of an agreement between the Government of the United 
States and the Government of Sweden, and is not intended 
to be a contract in the tecnnical legal sense of municipal 
law, it is suggested tnat it would be vetter to omit tne 
term "contract" wnere used in tne draft and to substitute 
therefor the word “agreement”. 


At the end of tne first paragraph tne word “repre- 
sentatives” snould be followed oy a conma instead of a 
period. 


It is suggested that in paragraph (1) of tne drart 
agreement the word “intact” be inserted after tne word 
“returned"® in line 3 of the paragraph in order to in- 
dicate that the equipment or improvements made in the 
aircraft by the Swedish Government in the course of 
converting them to civil use will not ve removed in 
case the planes are returned to the Government of the 
United States in accordance witn tne provisions of para- 
grapn (1). It is furtner suggested that a period ve

Lt. Parker also commended the pilot's skilful handling of the 
damaged aircraft and his courage in insuring that all crew members bailed 
out before he himself parachuted. After the rest of the crew bailed and 
the pilot, Lt.Keeney, tried to bail out, the aircraft started to peel 
off and he had to make two trips back to the flight deck to level the 
ship before he parachuted.

Froposed Agreement Between United States and Sweden on Lean of Aircraft 


1. It £s believed that events have overtaken the necessity for consideration 
of the attached proposed agreement, between the United States and Sweden, to fornel- 
ize the loan and provide for the ultimate disposition of nine Flying Fortresses on 
loan to Sweden for airline use. It is noted that the letter from the U.S. Minister 
to Sweden, inclosing the proposed agreement, was dated <9 January 1945, and that 
the comments and suggestions of the bar Department were not requested by the State 
Department until 2] April 1945. 


2. In connection with negotiations for the release of U.S. aircraft interned 
in Sweden, the U.S. Wilitary Attache in that country war authorized to turn over to 
Sweden not to exceed twenty of these aircraft. In CN-IN-10104 (11 apr 45) the 
Acting U.S. Military Attache reported that the Swedish Government had released, 
without condition, all interned U.S. aircraft which force landed in Sweder prior tc 
1 January 1945 with the exception of four Mustangs and the nine Flying fortresses cn 
loan. The four Mustangs are being sold to Sweden, and it is anticipated that the 
nine Fortresses wil] be offered to Sweden as a token of friendship, in consequence 
of Swedish cooperation in the release of our other aircraft. 


3. It is recommended that the State Departrent be advised that: 


a. In view of the events outlined in paragraph Z above, it is believed 
there is no longer a necessity for consideration of the attached proposed agreement; 


b. General Kessler, the 0.5. Military Attache in Sweden, who is now in 
Washington, upon his return to Stockholm within the next few days will further dis- 
cuss with the U.S. Minister to Sweden the disposition of the nine Fortresses now on 
loan.

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MEMORANDUM FOR THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF WAR: 


Subject: U.S. Aircraft Interned in Sweden 


1. With further reference to, and in amplification of, memo- 
randum this Office dated 18 January, subject as above, the following 
additional information is furnished. 


2. Subject memorandum was initiated by the Air Staff with a 
view toward obtaining the release of aircraft presently interned in 
Sweden in order that they might be employed in combat operations. 


3. A related project had been initiated by the former Military 
Attache for Air in Stockholm (Lt. Col. Hardison), wherein the Swedes 
were approached with the following proposal: That we provide seven (7) 
officers and 162 enlisted men, all of whom were qualified maintenance 
persomel, for the purpose of maintaining interned aircraft. In 
return, we proposed that the Swedes would release an equal number of 
interned combat personnel. Apparently the reason for this proposal 
was to increase the maintenance efficiency on interned aircraft which 
were deteriorating due to lack of qualified maintenance and to provide 
for the release of qualified combat personnel for further operational 
duties. 


4. On 21 Jamary the War Department received a message 
(CM-IN 2043), 21 January) from the present Military Air Attache in 
Stockholm (General Kessler) in which he states that the Swedes have 
now approved the earlier proposal initiated by his predecessor to 
assign the seven (7) officers and 162 enlisted men referred to above. 


5. In the meantime, General Spaats has indicated that he cannot 
spare the maintenance personnel and has recomended that we dispose 
of the aircraft to such advantage as may be obtained, In the light of 
the message received from General Kessler, referred to in paragraph h, 
above, this now places our Government in an embarrassing position; 
namely, that we have submitted a proposal (which we indicated was very 
important to us) and after obtaining Swedish approval, we find that at 
this time trained maintenance personnel are in critical demand. 


6. A possible solution to this situation might be obtained in 
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the proposal contained in memorandum of 18 January from this Office, 

referred tc in paragraph 1, above, If the State Department presents 

these proposals to the Swedes we can logically state that events have 
changed the character of our requirements. 


7. In the light of these facts it is requested that the memo- 
randum referred to above be processed as a matter of urgency and that 
State Department action be secured as promptly as possible,

MEMORANDUM FOR GHIERAL KUTERs 


Subject: U.S. Aireraft Intermed in Sweden 


1. As of 1 Jamuary 1945, 131 aireraft of the Army Air Forces were 
interned in Sweden. Of this total there are approximtely 85 serviceable 
aircraft, 9 of which have been loaned to the Swedish Government for air- 
line services betzeen Sweden, the United Kingdom and Finland. Further 
information indicates that more of the 131 aircraft will become service- 
able as o resuit ef work by interned American airmen, (Attached hereto 
as Inelcsvre 1 is e detailed status report of all U.S. aircraft in Sweden.) 





2. An estimate of the heavy bozber requirements by the coxbat 
theaters for 1945 indicates that by June of this year the Army Air Forces 
will be confronted with a shortage. Therefore, heavy bombers available 
from any source would be useful. 


3. Lt Colonel Hardison, recently Air Attache in Sweden, expresses 
the belief that the Swedish Gevernment will cooperate and that the release 
ef these interned aircraft ean be obtained. (Atteched hereto as Inclosure 
2 is « proposed letter to the State Department requesting assistance in 
negotiating the release of these aircraft.) 


4 4 meeting was held on 1 January 1945 at which representatives of 
AC/AS, Plans, AC/AS, M&S, AC/AS, Intelligence, WD G-2 and Army Service Forces 
discussed the overall question of interned U.S. aircraft.

Subject: Brief of Agreement with Sweden to Supply Airplanes 
versus Release of Crews 


1. On 19 October 19h, Gen, James P, Hodges, AC/AS Intelligence, 
forwarded to Logistical Plans through Deputy Chief of the Air Staff and 
OC&R an R&H stating: 


"1. The Chief, Swedish Air Force, has stated that his 
government will shortly release all AAF personnel interned in 
Sweden, and, at the same time, will offer to buy seventy 
(70) Peli7's from the United States, 


2. The Commanding General, Army Air Forces, has considered 
the release of these airmen a matter of urgency and has given 
definite approval to the release of the aircraft to the Swedish 
Air Force, 


3. The Swedes request delivery of twenty-five Pel7's early 
in November, and the remainder as soon as practicable. 


L. The Military Air Attache, Stockholm, has been instructed 
to advise the Swedish Air Yorce to request the aircraft through 
Swedish diplomatic representatives in Washington, He has also 
been informed that the Pel7's will not be available before 
approximately six weeks, 


5. Request that action be taken in m effort to obtain 
approval of the allocation of twenty-five P-l7D aircraft as 
promptly as possible and the remaining forty-five within a 
reasorable time," 


2. Wo comment was made by Deputy Chief of Air Staff Gen, Smith 
or by Gen, Owens, OC&R recommended allocation of above aircraft be met

Discussing among Ge2 (Gereral Bissell), General 
Giles, and this office resulted in a definite AAF proposal to 
sell a maximum of 150 Peli? aircraft to the Swedes, provided 
all interned 0, S, airme were released, No commitment of 
P-51's was made, This AAF proposal was concurred in by OPD 
amd the State Department. 


c. On 19 October this office received a cable report 
from the U, S, Military Air Attache, Stoacholm, that all internees 
in Sweden would be released and that the Swedes were apphying 
for 70 P-l:7's, The Swedes desired that the questions of 
release of internees amd sale of aircraft be kept entirely 
separate, Delivery of 25 of the Pel7's the first part of 
November was recommended by our Military Air Attache, The Swedes 
further requested that 20 of the P-li7's be equipped with cameras 
for reconnai ssance of the Baltic States, 


d, The Military Air Attache was informed by this office 
that delivery of P-7's could not be begun until six weeks 
from that date (19 October) and that P-l7's in operational use 
had not been modified for photographic reconnaissance, 


e. The Swedes later expressed a desire that 20 of the 
70 aircraft be PeSl's in order that they might be used for this 
recon nai ssance,

Dear Tooey: 


As you know, several months ago we made available to the Swedish 
Airline, a limited number of B-17's which they were authorized to con- 
vert into passenger carrying aircraft. Since tha ime in an effort 
to secure tlie release of American airmen interned in that country, we 
have made an additional number aveilable. The Swedes have demonstrated 
their good faith in the matter by releasing avproxinately three h ndred 
and fifty of our internees. They have informally expressed their will- 
ingness to seize upon every opportunity for releasin.. Americans, and 
their anticipation that within the very near future there will be no 
American internees remainins in Sweden. 


I am informed by Mr. Norlin, the President of the Swedish Airline, 
that the company is in dire meed of spare parts for the aircraft they 
have heretofore converted, Rather than take the steps which are re- 
quired to release surplus equipment in this country and to avoid the 
necessity of shipping spare parts from the United States to Sweden, it 
has been sugeested that the Swedes obtain the necessary spare parts 
from your Theater. I have, therefore, requested tliat representatives 
of the Swedish Airline get in touch with your Headquarters for the 
purpose of indicating their needs to you. “I BeTieve it appropriate to~ 
permit them to purchase, oursuant to the provisions of Part VI, Par. 5. 
(c (2) ) of War Department Circular 379, dated 19 September 1944, such 
surplus spare parts as you believe are essential to keep their aircraft 
in operation,

On the release of airmen interned in Sweden, the Foreign Uffice has just 
given us the following communication: 


"Your letter of 28 Septeuber, referring to the great importance attached 
hy your military authorities to the earliest possible release of all 
interned U.S. airmen interned in Sweden. I1t is hardly necessary to say 
that their point of view is fully appreciated. 


"The Swedisa Cabinet, as you probably know, have decided to release "on 

account" 300 Allied airmen. ‘hough this release is intended to be made 

against the release of a corresponding number of Germans, we understand 

tnat further releases of Allied personnel may not be delayed until simi- 
lar numbers of Germans have entered Sweden and been released. We expect 
that additional Allied airmen aay be released as soon as tne initial 

300 have left Swedisn soil and a few more Geraans arrived. 


“We hav e been rather concerned, however, as to tne possible reaction of 
the Soviets to the freeing of Vermans who migit be used agsin on the 
eastern front. It is our opinion that tne Soviet Minister in Stockholm 
should at least be informed in the matter. Tierefore, Mallet has been 
instructed along tne following line: 


(1) While I could not nave agreed to dealing with Sweden for the release 
to U. S. (sic -- “us"?) of allied airmen against the release of German 
soldiers wno have fled from tne Zugsian ‘ront unless the Soviet Government 
was informed, we are now in the position of being informed of a decision 
by “weden to release internees ratner than in a position of being asked 

to agree to an exchange. 


(2) 4evertheleas, it is reasonable tiat the Soviets should receiv 
treatment equal with that given tne “nericans and Sritish, especially 
because tne Yermans who would be released mignt return to fight agninst 
the Sussians on the Bastern Front. If we avpear to be hiding something 
from them, tne Seviets certainly will resent it. 
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(3) Judging by previous experience, the tneory that “ussian internees 

in Sweden might not wish to return to their own country may prove largely, 
if not completely false. Moreover, we could not argue that point with 
the Soviet Government, and it appears no more than reasonable tact the 
ttussian internees should be considered for inclusion in future groups of 
Allied internees which are to be released from Sweden. 
(4) Your Soviet colleague, of course, has the tas to protrecting the 
interests of ner own country. At the same time, you should keep her 
informed of develooments. ‘first, you should inform your U.S. col_eague 
concerning your instructions, in order that he might take sinilar action. 
a the event you deem it necessary you may first take up the matter wit. 
tne Secretary General of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs!"

Following various represent-tions unde by us, Boheman (Swedish 
Foreign Minister), has just informed me that his Government has decided 
to release immediately 300 of our interned airmen without expecting any 
compensating factor and we may choose the men we want released regard- 
less of when they arrive in this country, Boheman pointed out that he 
is taking this action in anticipation of any Germans who may enter Sweden. 
He stated that his Government desirce that these men be relased as aR 
indication of goodwill and friendship for the J. 5. and he does not ask 
that we consider this question on any basis of compensation for Sweden. 
He told me that we should first cet these men out of Sweden and then we 
could look into the question of the men remaining here and in the mean- 
‘time see what transpires. Boheman expressed his regrets that it does 
not seem practicable to release all the American airmen at once and he 
indicated that if all the American camps were emptied at once it would 
be embarrassing for his Government, 


Boheman stated that he plans to take up with us at a2 later date 
the possibility of obtaining two additional planes to be refitted as trans- 
port planes on the same terms as the previous arrangement made with the 
Swedes, but he added that it was not tied up with the release of our men 
and thst this request would be made at a suitable time, Boheman went on 
further to say that his Government hopes that after the war it will be 
possible for the Swedish aircraft industry to purchase license for manu- 
facturing righte of an aircraft engine of 2 type upon which a design has 
not yet been decided, Boheman expressed the hope that this request will 
be given sympathetic consideration when it is made, 


I told Boheman that I was confident that my Government as well 
as our sir authorities would greatly appreciate this Swedish gesture and 
I thanked him for the action taken by his Government,

Our legation, never- 
theless, is of theoopinion that the offer of a substantial numver of 
aireraft sight aid the Swdes in finding @ cuses for releasing isterned 
airmen. ‘The Minister dees not delieve that eaking 25 P-398 available 
for sale would ve sufficient to sccomplisn this. 
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The @edish Air Force considers the P-39 outmoded and useful 
only against second rate enemy aircraft and for strafing. The Military 
Air Attache, however, believes that they are so anxious to get fighter 
aircraft that an agreement to sell them 120 FP-39s, enough for two groune, 
would cause the Air Force to successfully being pressure tv bear upon 
the government. A smaller number of Mustange might be sufficient to 
produce the same result. 


Considering the relative importance to our war effort of the 
release of our interned airmen, and the sale of 120 P-39s8 or a smaller 
number of Mustangs, the Legation submits that there are now 835 
American airmen interned in Sweden. This number is composed of 
1 flight surgeon, 1 APCE man, 1 photographer, 85 radio operators, 

33 gunners, 89 engineers, 6&4 navigators, 83 bombardiers, 84 co-pilots, 
and 76 pilots.

I have the honor to report that the Swedish 
Foreign Office through Mr. Erik Boheman and Mr. 
Sven Grafstria at the beginning of July informally 
@pproached the Legation concerning the desire of 
the Denish civil aviation company, Det Dansk Luft- 
fartsselskab (generally known and referred to 
hereafter as DDL), to acquire two force-landed 
Flying Fortresses on the same conditions which 
govern the loan of five similer planes to the Swedish 
Government for use by the Swedish aviation company, 
AB. Aerotransport, (known and referred to hereafter 
as ABA). As indicated below, the Foreign Office has 
Subsequently renewed its request on the basis that 
the two planes be lent to the Swedish Government for 
use by ABA and without reference to DDL. 


The Foreign Office in recommending that the 
Danish request be favorably considered emphasized 
the following points: 


1. That the Swedish Government would assume all 
responsibility for the duration of the wer of any 
planes which the United States Government might wish 
to make available to the Danes; 


2. that such planes would be entirely under the 
control of the appropriate Swedish air authorities 
and subject to exectly the same conditions as were 


imposed 


+ 
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imposed ‘or the loan of the five Flying Fortresses 
to Sweden; ¥ 


3. that the Danish aviation company, DDL, which 
would eventually gain possession of the planes, is a 
completely reliable, pro-democratic enterprise, which 
the Swedish Government is desirous of helping; and 


4. that, most important of all, the organization 
of the Danish inderground, the Danish Freedom Council, 
represented ir Stockholm by Mr. Erling Foss, is wiole- 
heartedly sponsoring the project, which, if approved, 
would greatly strengthen Danish morale. 


On the basis of these points the Foreign Office 
wes, accordingly, giving the proposal its full approval 


and hoped that it would receive favourable consideration 
from the United States Governoment. 


Before taking further action with reference to the 
Foreign Office's suggestion, the Legation desired to 
disouss directly with representatives of DDL and the 
Danish Freedom Council their plans for the use of the 
planes if the latter should become available. To 
ascertain the names of any possible DDL representa- 
tives in Sweden, a member of the Legation intarviewed 
Mr. Torp-Pederse; , Counselor of the Danish Legation in 
Stockholm. The latter stated, however, that DDL had at 
present no repr@entatives in Sweden. The company's 
board chairman, Mr. Per Kampmann, wealthy Denish 
industrialist, and its managing director, Mr. Knud 
Lybye, had been in Sweden at the beginning of June, 
but had since returned to Denmark. (They came to 
Sweden ostensibly in connection with ABA's twentieth 
aoniversery celebration, but in reality to discuss 
secretly the formation of a joint Scandinavian air 
line to the United States in which the Danes, Norwegians 
and Swedes would participate. A separate despatch is 
currently being prepared on this subject.) 


Mr. Torp-Pedersen further stated that he had no 
information 


x/ The conditions governing the loan of Flying 
Fortresses to the Swedish Government for use by ABA 
are as follows: 1) that the planes be converted to 
civilian carriers «nd used as soon as possible; 2) that 
they be used exclusively between Stockholm and the British 
Isles and when possible, on the Moscow or any other route 
approved by the American authorities; 3) that a proper 
share in the traffic be assigned to the American Legation; 
4) that a minimum United States diplomatic courier service 
for one person and 150 pounds of official mail be provided 
fortnightly in both directions when flight conditions permi* 
and 5) that the cost of the planes be determined after the 
war in Europe and based on their then market value or 
Otherwise be returned. 
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information concerning plans for the operation of any 
Fortresses which might be secured on behalf of DDL, 
but that in any event, he was quite certain that no 
use of the planes was contemplated by the company 80 
long as the Germans remained in Denmark. He explained 
that the company, in which the Danish Government is a 
minority shareholder but over which it maintains cono- 
siderable control, is now practically without planes 
as the result of German requisitioning and a series 

of accidents. Consequently, it is extremely desirous 
of obtaining at least some planes which would be ready 
for immediate use when it recommences its operations 
on a full scale from a liberated Denmark. At present 
the company is operating a short domestic run, an air 
ferry service between MalmS and Copenhagen in con- 
junction with the Swedes, and an irregular service to 
Berlin, which the Germans insist upon the company's 
maintaining. Mr. Torp-Pedersen pointed out, however, 
that the company had deliberately endeavored to give 
the Germans as little service as possible and that 

Mr. Kampmann, the chairman of the board, and Mr. Lybye 
the — director, are supporters of the democratic 
cause. 


Since the company was still in German held territory 
it could not, of course, openly negotiate for or accept 
any planes obtained from an Allied source at this time. 
Mr. Torp-Pedersen was certain, therefore, that the use 
of the Flying Fortresses by the Danes was contemplated 
only after Denmark's liberation. 


When questioned as to who had approached the 
Foreign Office with regard to the Danish request for 
planes, he answered rather vaguely thet it had been a 
matter taken up very informally by interested Danes. 

Nor could he give any information in whose name the 
Planes would be held if obtained. He promised, however, 
to get in touch secretly with Mr. Kampmann in Denmark 

to learn more details. 


In this connection, he stressed the necessity of 
secrecy in the matter in order to protect DDL and its 
officials from reprisals which might result if the 
Germans learned of the company's activities in Sweden. 


Inasmuch as the Foreign Office had stated that the 
Danish Freedom Council, represented in Stockholm by Mr. 
Erling Foss, was whole-heartedly sponsoring the proposal, 
Mr. Foss was also interviewed on the subject. He appeared, 


however, 


ur. Kampmano, however, is chairman of the board 
of Burmeister ani W-in, the great Danish shipbuilding 
company, supposedly~engsged in constructing submarinses 
for the Germans. He is not a colleborationist or pro- 
German and may be seoretly providing the Free Danes 
with funds, but first and foremost, he is a businessman. 
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however, never to have heard of the matter, but 

thought that it was a project worthy of further con- 
sideration. He also stated that DDL hed no re- 
presentatives in Stockholm, although when Mr. 

Kampmann was here in June, he had suggested to him 

thet ea Dane be appointed to represent the company's 
interests in Sweden. He also emphasized the fact 

that DDL would not be ina position to take over any 
Allied planes until after the war. In view, however, 
of the company's great need of planes for immediate 
operation following Denmark's liberation, he thought 
that the conversion of two Fortresses into passenger 
planes for eventual Danish use was an excellent idea. 
In the meantime, he suggested that perhaps a dummy 
company formed by rich Danish refugees could hold 

the planes until such time as they could be delivered 
to DDL. He stated that he was pleased that the Swedish 
Foreign Office was interested in helping but expressed 
surprise that his name should be mentioned in connection 
with a proposal of which he had not been previously in- 
formed. 


Since the Danes in Stockholm apparently were not 
the initiators of the request for planes, the Legation 
approached a Swedish source, Mr. Per Norlin, the 
energetic managin., director of Svensk Interkontinental 
Lufttrafik AB (known as SILA) and a long time associate 
of ABA. Sila is the private holding company which in 
cooperation with ABA is to carry out Sweden's plans 
for intercontinental air traffic. There is certainly 
very little concerning aviation developments in Stock- 
holm about which Mr. Norlin does not have full knowledge. 
It was not surprising, therefore, to learn that Mr. Torp- 
Pedersen had already been in touch with Mr. Norlin, who, 
in keeping with his reputation, was able to give a full 
explanation of the situation. 


Thus he stated that when Mr. Kampmann and Mr. 
Lybye were in Stockholm at the beginning of June, they 
had discussed with ABA the need DDL would have of suitable 
transport planes immediately after the war. At present 
the company hed but two planes in operation, a Condor 
and a Junker's U-52, both of which, of course, are prewar. 
Consequently, ABA had offered to help the Danish company 
secure for eventual use at least one and perhaps two 
converted Flying Fortresses. To this end, ABA proposed 
to obtain two more Fortresses from the United States 
Government on the same terms which determine the loan 
of the five Fortresses it now holds. Mr. Norlin pointed 
out in this connection that of these five, two must be 
used for spare parts leaving only three for actual 
operation. This number, however, would not be sufficient 
if the routes to the United Kingdom and Moscow were reopened 
in the fall as it was hoped might be the case. Furthermore, 
ABA hoped to participate in European relief work. Already 
the company was negotiating with the Dutch authorities in 
Stockholm to act as carrier of medical supplies now being 
collected in Sweden for transmission to the large volony 
of Dutch whom the Germans forced to leave the Netherlands 
and settle in Poland. It was hoped that this project might

be initisted in the near future. In addition, ABA 

would also help to evacuate seriously i111 Duteh from 
Poland as soon as conditions permitted. (An official 

of the Swedish Foreign Office when questioned about 
this project indicated that a large number of problems 
remained to be considered before it could be carried 
out.) Consequently, ABA could easily use during the 
war two additional Fortresses which in peacetime, how- 
ever, it probably would not need in view of SILA's 
contract for the purchase of Douglas DC-4 transport 
planes in the Un’ted States. If, therefore, ABA after 
the war could not use the two Fortresses it would be 
willing to buy them from, rather than return them to, 
the United States Government and then in turn sell them 
to the Danish company, DDL; or it might be arranged for 
DDL to buy them directly from the United States. Mr. 
Norlin thought, however, thet the American authorities 
should be informed in advance that one or two planes 
were to be earmarked for possible Danish use. It was 
ABA which would bear the cost of converting the planes 
and would use them in accordance with the existing 
Swedish-American agreement so long as the war in Europe 
continued. 


Shortly after shies interview with Mr. Norlin, Mr. 
Torp-Pedersen got in touch with the Legation to state 
that he had obtained rurther information on the subject 
of the planes. Wivhout referring to Mr. Norlin as his 
informant, he confirmed the fact that DDL would not use 
the planes now but would merely be given the opportunity 
to purchase one or two after the wer for use on its lines, 
inoluding the proposed joint Scandinavian transatlantic 
line. He pointed out that ABA and DDL had always co- 
operated closely and, consequently, he hoped that con- 
version of the planea for eventual Danish use would be 
made possible. He stated that he had been in touch 
with Mr. Foss of the Danish Freedom Council and that 
he had approved of the plan. 


From the foregoing it would appear that the most 
interested group behind the Foreign Office request on 
behalf of the Danes has been ABA and more specifically 
Mr. Norlin. In view of the latter's own statements, 
it is difficult to see how the conversion of two 
Fortresses for use by ABA and perhaps eventual sele 
to DDL would have a very stimulating effect on the 
morale of the Free Dames, especially when the latter had 
never heard of the project they were supposedly sponsor- 
ing. Hence the Foreign Office seems to have been mis- 
informed on the subject of Danish interest and sponsor- 
ship. 


This fact may have been due to an exaggeration on 
the part of Mr. Norlin of the Danish réle in the matter 
at the time when he enlisted the aid of the Foreign 
Office in having his proposal presented to the Legation. 
Although he is essentially honest, and intelligent 
enough to be thoroughly pro-Allied at this stage of 
the war, Mr. Norlin is an extremely shrewd, not to say 

sharp 
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sharp, Swedish businessman. Realizing that in view of 
Sweden's neutrality his companies, ABA and SILA, ere at 
somewhat of a disadvantage in negotiating with Allied 
countries for favors, he naturally attempts to associate 
Swedish aviation interests as closely as possible with 
Danish or Norwegian interests. An example of this tactic 
is provided in connection with Mr. Norlin's desire to 
obtain two more Fortresses for Swedish use while naming 
DDL and the Free Denes as the chief beneficiaries of the 
proposal. 


That it was ABA which has been primarily interested 
in acquiring the Fortresses was {indicated when Mr. Norlin, 
after having been informed by the Legation that the question 
of Danish acquisition of the planes would involve several 
political considerations, stated that he would ask the 
Foreign Office to renew its request for the two Fortresses 
solely on the grounds of their use by ABA and without 
reference to the Danish question. Carrying out Mr. Norlin's 
suggestion, the Foreign Office has now officially requested 
that two additional Fortresses be made available to the 
Swedish Government for use by ABA on the same basis a8 
that which governs the present loan of five Fortresses 
to the Swedes. 


In principle, there would seem to be no objection 
to granting the owedisbh request. In view of the fact, 
however, that the Swedes are being permitted free use 
of very valuable aircraft, 4t would not seem unreasonable 
for the United States Government to ask a quid pro quo in 
return for any further planes. The release of a certein 
number of interned American airmen for each of the two 
planes now requested, the release of planes for flying 
ball bearings to Russia, or permission for American pilots 
to fly for a few hours each month the remaining American 
military aircraft interned in Sweden are possible con- 
cessions which might be requested as compensation for 
additional planes. The Legation's Attaché for Air, 
Lieutenant Colonel Felix Hardison, has emphasized the 
necessity of flying for short periods each month the 
American planes now in Sweden in order to prevent their 
deterioration. Up to the present, however, permission 
to do so has nob been granted. With nearly one hundred 
Liberators and Fortresses in Sweden, the United States 
Government has a lacge investment at stake. 


With reference to the Foreiga Office's first request 
for planes for eventual sale to the Danish company, DDL, 
it might be stipulated in lending two more Fortresses to 
the Swedish Government that both DDL and DDN, the Norwegian 
aviation company (or its eventual successor), should have 
first option on the actual purchage of the planes after 
the war. It should be mentioned here that it would be 4 
mistake to permit the Danes and not the Norwegians to have 
such an option, should the latter desire one. Thus the 
United States Government should be prepared to matoh every 
concession, in the way of planes, granted the Danes witb a 
similar concession to the Norwegians to uvoid *he accuss- 
tion of favoritism as among the Scandinevia: co. tries. 


The 
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The Norwegians will be particularly sensitive concerning 
any advantages granted either the Swedes or the Lanes 
from Allied sources to which they consider themselves 
even more entitled as nationals of a fighting member of 
the United Nations. 


Lending the two Fortresses to the Swedish Government 
with first option to the Danes and Norwegiana for their 
eventual purchase would have the double advantage of 
strengthening ABA's ability to provide possible facilities 
of value to the Ailies during the war and also of helping 
in the reconstruction of Norway's and Denmark's position 
in postwar aviation. The last factor would thus help to 
equalize to some extent the advantages Swedish aviation 
has obtained from Sweden's neutrality at a time when 
Denmark and Norway ere occupied countries. It would 
also protect the United States from any future criticism 
to the effect that it had helped give Sweden a hegemony 
in Scandinavian aviation when the other two Scandinavian 
nations were engaged in a life and death struggle as 
allies of the United States against the Germans. 


To summarize, it is recommended that the two 
Fortresses be lent to the Swedish Government in return 
for compensating concessions to the United States Govern- 
ment and, if possible, on a basis which would permit the 
Norwegians and the Danes eventually to purchase one plane 
each should they desire to do so after the war.

Statement of the Problem 
To determine the appropriate deployment of U.S. Amy Air 


Force units in the Europeen Theater upon the cessation of hostilities 


with Germany. 


TI, Discussion 
1. a. At Quadrant it was agreed (CCS 319/5) thet there 


should be continvous planning “or the use of OVERLOHD forces for an 
opportunistic crossechannel move into France, 
digest of the plan prepered by COSSAC for an emergency return to the 
continent, was approved in principle by the Combined Chiefs of Staff 
at Quadrant, 

be The presently approved plans, however, need revision 
as they deal only with occupational forces emanating from the U. K. 
(thereby excluding other British and American forces as well as Rus- 
sian) and make no provision for occupation in areas other than north- 
west Europe. Case "C" of RANKIN treats with "Courses of action for a 
return to the continent in the event of German unconditional surrender 
and the cessation of armed resistance in northwest Europe". COSSAC 
has presented a preliminary draft of a brief of a proposed revision of 
the outline plan for Case "C" of RANKIN which, although inclucing

Russia in the occupation forces, otherwise limits occupation forces 
to those emanating from the U. K., and gives no consideration to Italy 


and the Balkens, 
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c. The U, S. Joint Staff Planners Committee have recom- 
mended, therefore, that the Combined Chiefs of Staff request COSSAC 
to submit a pian along the lines of RANKIN to include provision for 
the occupation by United Nations forces of all German-held Europe. 

2. Althourh existing plans for occupation by ground forces 
are incomplete and not in consonance with the present strategic situa- 
tion, a tentative deployment plan might be made based on the proposals 
of COSSAC and the British Fost-Hostilities Plannine Committee. The 
revision of RANKIN on an over-all basis to include consideration of 
Itely and the Balkans will call for a re-examination of any presently 
proposed deployment of U. S. occupation forces, 

3. The disposition of United Nations forces as presently 
suggested by the British is as follows: 

&- United States Zone--to comprise southern Germany, 

France and Austria. 

be British Zone--to comprise northwest Germany, Belgium, 
Luxembourg, Holland and Denmark. 

g- Russian Zone--to comprise eastern Germany. 

d. United Nations Zone--the area around Serlin, to be 
occupied by forces of the United States, Great Britain and Russie . 

e. U.S. Token Forces--to be provided for Belgium, Holland 
and Denmark, to be under British Command, 

f£. Sritish Token Forces--to be provided for France, to be 
under U. S. command, 

g- Russian Token Forces--no provision as yet for Russian 
token forces, or for British and United States token forces to be sta- 
tioned in the Russian Zone. 

h. British and U. S. forces to occupy Norway under British 


command ,

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4. “There is some question as to whether or not the above 
suggested deployment will be satisfactory to the United States upon 
careful examination by our military, economic and political leaders, 
Attention is drawn to the fact that the major industrial areas have 
been allocated to the British, whereas in general the more provincial 
areas have been allocated to the United States, thus possibly denying 
to the United States appropriate representation in those areas where 
the most significant trends and activities will manifest themselves. 

5. Based on allocation of Zones of Occupation as presently 
suggested by the British, it is assumed that the major U. S. occupation 
forces will be deployed in southern Germany and Austria, with a minor 
portion in France. Inasmuch as these forces are forces of occupation 
to be deployed upon the cessation of hostilities, they will be used to 
maintain law and order, enforce the terms of surrender, complete the 
disarmament end support the new governments, There will not be, there- 
fore, any "front line" as such, but units should be dispersed throughout 
the area in strategic localities so as to be mutually self-supporting, 
with a centrally located strategic reserve. The proposed U. 5. air 
units to be assigned to the occupational forces consists of medium or 
light bombers, fighters, liaison and troop carrier types and form a 
tactical force to be used in support of the ground forces. They should 
be deployed, therefore, in close proximity to the ground forces to pro- 
vide mutual support, with a strategic reserve centrally located. 

6, As there is presently no plan available setting forth the 
proposed deployment of the U.S. grouni units within the United States 


Zone and as the deployment of the air units must be based on the 


deployment of the ground units, it is impossible to properly plan the 


specific deployment of the air units at this time. It is possible, 
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however, to anticipete to a certain extent the deployment of the 
ground forces to strategic localities and to formulate a typical air 
unit deployment plan. 
7e Ge United States ground and air units under tentative 
plans will be placed in: 
(1) Southern Germany and Austria 
(2) France 
(3) Berlin Area (A United Nations Zone) 
(4) British Zone (Token Force) 
(5) Russian Zone (Token Force)

>. Based on factors of population, industry, transporta- 
tion, Zone boundaries and the like, it is estimated that the major U. 
S. ground and air units will be based in the following strategic local- 
ities in southern Germany ami Austria: Frankfurt, Nurmberg, Stuttgart, 
Munich, Linz and Vienna; with the headquarters and strategic reserve 
being stationed in Stuttgert. 
ce Due to the anticipated cooperation of the people of 
Franch and the necessity for conservation of forces, it is believed 
desirable to station the U. S. air units allocated to France in one 
central location such as Paris, from which they could be temporarily 
transferred to other localities as required. 
d. The exact location of the token air units assigned to 
the British and Russian Zones and to Norway cannot and need not be 


determined at this time. 


8. The U.S. Amy Air Force units available (in the U. K. 


and in the Mediterranean area) for deployment after cessation of 


hostilities with Germany an‘ efter transfer of certain units to be 
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employed against Japan amount to some ten to seventeen and onewhalf

groups, depending upon the date that hostilities cease (see Tab " 
for details of sir units available). 

9, The proposed devloyment of air units (from the U. K. 
and the Mediterranean area) by groups in accordance with the antici- 
pated deployment of ground units is shown in Tab "C" and on map, Tab 
mp", 

10, It is believed that the most effective use of the air units 
in the absence of active combat operations would be to move them 
around constantly throughout the Zone, basing units temporarily at 
alternate airdromes for the purpose of increasing the show of power, 
It might be desirable, if the attitude of the population permits, to 
station small service detachments at the alternate airdromes to facil- 
4tate these operstions. If this does not prove feasible, then service 
and defense troops could be transported to the alternate airdromes by 
the troop carrier units for temporary duty. 

11. Adequate aerial photographic coverage of the occupied 
Zones should be secured during the period of occupation, 

12, ‘The allocction of U. S. air units to the European Theater 
immediately after the cessation of hostilities is based on a plan of 
moving as large a U. S. strategic force as possible to be employed 
against Japan and envisages using the RiF based principally in the 
U. K, as the major air threat in the European Theater. 

13, The United States has a vital interest in certain areas 
throughout the world as strategic areas within which to base heavy 
bombers and other combat air units as a threat against formulation of 
future wars and for the strategic defense of the United States. The 


United States has another interest in such areas which is security 
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for lines of supply to these and other areas throughout the world. 
As some of these areas lie within the general European Theater, the 
removal of all but a fer U. S. croups from the European Theater (and 
these few to be employed as tactical units in support of ground forces 
in Frence and Germany) leaves our special interests unprotected, It 
is believed that future deployment plans should give careful considera- 
tion to the retention of at least small detachments of combat air units 
in strategic areas until the war in the Pacific permits building these 
stations to appropriate strength, ¥ 
III. Conclusions. 

1. No specific boundaries have been established for the 
Zones to be occupied in Europe by the United States, Great Eritein and 
Russia, but sugzestions have been made that the United States occupy 
southern Germany, Austria and France with token forces in British and 
Russian Zones, the Berlin area and Norway. 


The proposed Zones may not be satisfactory to the United 


The deployment of the U, S, air units within the United 


States Zone must be based on the deployment of the ground units so they 
will provide mutual support. 

4. The U. S. air units available for deployment are shown in 
Tab "B", 

5. The proposed deployment of U. S. air units based on an 
anticipated deployment of U.S. ground units within the United States 
Zone, together with proposed deployment in other Zones as token forces, 
are shorn in Tab "C" and "D",

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7. Advantage should be taken of this opportunity to secure 
adequate aerial photographic coverage of the occupied areas, 

8. Careful study should be civen to the protection of 
United States interests in stretegic areas in the European Theater 
as bases for combat air units and as staging areas on vital military 
supply lines, 

IV. Action Recommended 

It is recommended that: 

1, The JWPC proposal for revision of RANKIN to cover all of 
Europe be pressed, 

2. The proposed deployment of U.S. air units in the United 
States Zone of Occupation as set forth in Tab "C" be tentatively 
accepted for planning purposes, 

3. Due consideration be given in future planning to the pro- 
tection of United States interests in vital strategic areas in the 


European Theater and to military supply routes to these areas,

They may de broucht 
to the attention of Mr, Winant by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, by 
OSSTAF (through appropriate channels), or by anyone who may heve 
suggestions that relate to matters of policy that amst be settled on 
e tri-partite basis. A matter of agreed J, S. policy is -ubdmitted 
by Mr, Wimeant to the Bnropean Advisory Commissi-n and, if the other 
two meabers agree, it then goes back to the respectiv= covernments 
for consideration. Insofar as the J. $. Government is concerned, 
all matters are processed throuzh various seetione of the State 
jepartment and Joint Chiefs of Staff. After this processing, if 
approval is obtained, the Joint Chiefs of Staff iessne an anoropriste 
directive to BPOUSA, These matters of high policy are of concern 
to the USAAF insofar as they establish guidance with respect to 
the demobilization and disarmament of the German Air Force and other 
matters of inter-st to the USAAF in post—hostilities Zurope.

So far ag the Air Forces ore concerned, under the 
SHAGF plan, their responsibility at present is Limited to planning 
incident to such air Lift as is required for the purposes of dige 
tributing iWX/SHAEY personnel and exergency supplies, In the or 
penization of FuX/siialP Units, the Air Forces have only token 
presentation for the purpose of coordinating the air phases of 


NARF planning. In view of the fact that the Germans fave 
segrecuted prisoners of war into camps according to their ranks and 
services, and have established special camps for air prisoners 
(Stalaglufts), it is felt that it may be desirable that allied 
personnel to administer these Stalagluft camps should be corosed 
largely of air force personnel, LiF and USAAF. That is the ouestdon 
which is still to be decided. 


There is the problem also of lying the sir trane~ 
portation, net only for the distribution of Pid /SiHASF personnel, 
but likewise for the distribution of supplenentary emergency food 
supplies. In the itussian zone, in gome parts of the United states 
and fritish zone, the Germans will not ve able to provide the full 
quota of necessary rations for the prisoners of war inp the camps. 
Sixty percent (60%) of the required food, it is estimated, will be 
Supplied by the local authorities but forty percent (405) will have 
to be supplied by U. S. and ‘ritain and delivered by @uersency air 
means. It is estimated thet sone seventeen million rations are to be 
thus distributed, It is also estimated that some 250 U, S. Heavy Bomber 
atreraft (5-17 and 5-24), or some 500 Lancasters, Sterlinge and 
Halifaxes of the RAF will be needed for the air lift. Under SHAS? 
all this mist be done us an integrated USAAF/RAP operntion. ve have 
the Job of planning for the air delivery of tals food, sich 
according to estimates involves beginning with "A" Day, soce 635 tons 
per day to be distributed among 120 prisoner of war camps through- 
out all of Germany, some 65 of which ca=ps sre located in Russian 
zenes, and sowe 55 in the United States and British zones. 


Distribution of food and personnel, therefore, is the 
main USAAP prisoner of war planning problem under the Pw /3HAGP Plan. 
There is, however, another phase that is being planned and is to be 
presented for approval, namely, the accelerated emerrency air evsce 
uation of prisoners of war, particularly from the Russian zone. 

The Mussian zone presents itself as a special prisoner of war sit- 
uation — first, the scarcity of food, as alresdy pointed out; end 
second, the limited ground transportation and rail facilities; third 
the probable truculence and unruliness of the local population and 
the possibility that prisoners of war may be exposed to local vin- 
dictiveness during the revolutionary developments in Cermany after 
ite defest; and fourth, that the U. S. and British personnel in these 
German prisoner of war camps are specialized military personnel and 
needed for redeployment to the Pacific theater. The planning for 
such @uergency accelerated air evaculation is directed primarily 
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toward the Russian cone where tiere is a total of U. J. and british 
air and ground forces personnel of 150,000, and wiere the situation 
is most acute. The U. S. and british prisoners of war located in 
U. 5. and Gritish zones can be considered already repatriated be- 
cause they are already under our military control. 


The auesian zone tes ceen divided to estabiish son- 
trol evacuation airdroses therein to vacate both United States 
and British air prisoners to the United States - Dritisi: zones. The plan 
is to we about ten avaliable or adaptable serviceable uirfields in 
these localities centrully situated to a munber cf prison caups. 
the distance from tie camps to be air evecuated will Se on the 
average of 60 to 70 miles from the airdromes. “e have tiere the pro- 
blem of transporting the prisoners of war from canps to these air 
fields, wiiich is a autter of ground planning. Jsticates for this 
air evacuation are that 4CU heavy bombers (1-17 and <i) will be 
passen<ers and B-24's can carry 40-45 passengers. Sy using the 
available daylight hours to fullest advantage and under proper air 
control .ad ground coordination, the operation of evacusting 150, 
JO United states and British prisoners from the Hussian wone will 
require approximately 12 to 14 operational days. If i\F Lancasters, 
Halifaxes and Jterlings are ewployed, double the number of sircraft 
will be seeded since they can only be adapted to carry a waxinum of 
2U passenyers. 


There is another pre-rejuisite before air evacuation 
can be accomplished satisfactorily for the USasF prisoners of mr, 
It is oped that we will be permitted to establish specific UA: 
reception centers to receive our prisoners of war directly irom the 
Stalaglufts without going through any intermediate staging camps. 

In this way, we may expedite the return of these UsA.? prisoners 
of war to our om contro] for rehabiiitation and prompt repatriation 
or redeployment. 


Of course, all tiiis is predicated upon agreements 
with the USS authorities. jie must have their permisaion to fly 
over thelr zones, to use these central airdromes for the evacuation 
of U. S. and Sritish and other United Nations prisoners of war and 
we ust get their cooperation in obtaining ground transportation of 
the prisoners from the camps to the evacuation airdroses. it is 
probably thet tiese privileges will be granted upon 4 reciprocal 
basis wheredy the evacuation of USSR prisoners of war from, 5. and 
British zones will be correspondingly facilitated. 


It ie urged that these agreesents with Uso be cone 


Gluded as quickly as possible so that all prisoners of mr planning 
may proceed on definite assurances. 
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qd. & - (1) Presentation made by Colonel 
Denald L. Provost. 

I shall bring you up to date on redeployment planning 
and its status just prior to the cownlitee going to HTD to 
coordinate the present schedule with General Maker, Upon return 
of the committee from \ashington, two charts were received in tiis 
Headquarters: 1) Troop schedule liork Sheets and 2) Army Air Forces 
edeployment Schedule, listing the Occupational Air Force and the 
unit schedule by months by type of unit, not unit designation. 
also received iar Departwent policy Gutle wich cutlined the 
rejuirewents for units being redeployed. Units being redeployed to 
Theaters direct, would be the first units that departed the United 
States. The second class are tiiove units wilch wuld be returned 
to the United states for redeployment to another Theater, The 
third class wes next to the oldest group for assignment to the 
Uccupational Air Force. The oldest units would be returned to the 
Strategic deserve, The next problez sas to deterzine ihe age of 
units within the £70 and kTO. « conference was held in which Zigith 
Air Forse, Ninth air Force, SADA and TO were present, to match 
service groups with tactical units. The churt received from Head- 
piarters, Army Air Forces, did not schedule the service groups spec 
to move at the same tine as tactical units nor even to the same theater. 
This is also the problem with the weather sections, in that weather 
sections working with tactical units were not moving with their 
tactical units. ‘The tactical units returning to the United states are 
not expected to have their weather sections returning with thea. 


Another problem is redeployment of wings and air divisions. 
ve feel that they should be redeployed as such. The present schedule as 
worked out, does not persit us to do it that may because of the age of 
each particular group. 


Our next chart to be suialtted to ZTOUSA this week, will 
list all requirements fer the Occupational Air Force, in aidition 
to those already approved by the ‘ar Departwent, as well as listing 
all units for the Air Disarmament Command. General Hill and 
Colonel Jones took the present schedule to General llaker in the 
Mediterranean for coordination. This was necessary in order to permit 
equitable participstion, from both theaters, in the Occupational 
Air Force. The original chart approved only two night fighter 
squadrons and five chaplains froa the Mediterranean Theater to the 
Occupational Alr Force. The present schedule recommends five heavy 
groups and their services in sddition to give in the original schedule. 
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(2) resentation made by Colonel EK. 0. Jones. 


The plan worked out here was taken down to NTO and 
presented to Genoral Laker. Ceneral Saker concurred in wist we did 
here. However, there were seme alnor changee to be made because of 
a cable that had been received in the Mediterranean, from ashington, 
directing them to convert one of the B26 groups (which we had 
intended them to have in the Occupational Air Force) to a 525 group. 
They can do that since they have the B=25 places, The Uccupational 
Air Perce calls only for 3=26's; s change had to be made so that the 
Mediterranean will furnish two of these groups and the remainder will 
come from the Ninth Air Force. ‘The Mediterranean Las put in the OsfF 
an additional fighter group, which will reduce the commitment of 
the Ninth Air Force correspondingly. 


Service Croups are velng matched with tectical unite 
for redeployment. TO is short service personnel, so on the iar 
Department schedule they are not matching a service croup for each 
tactical units TO is redeploying 46 tactical groups and 40 service 
groups special. The other six service groups special are being 
organized in the ETO and will match six of the tactical groups being 
furnished by the Mediterranean. xcept for these alnor changes, 
there were no further special developments. General Saker's liead- 
quarters is in concurrence with the plan ss it has been worked out 
here. 


when the two schedules from ETO and STO fo back to 
the ar Departsent, they will go in seperately, since the war Depart- 
ment has directed that the two Theaters will not be combined. 
However, because of the coordination accomplished, uhen these two 
schedules reach washington, they will be consistent. ‘se have sot 
changed the War Department comaitments to any Theaters. ‘ie have 
simply adjusted the counitments between the Mediterranean and this 
Theater, in order to pemuit equitable distribution of units from 
both theaters to all phases of redeployment. 


gs. Occupational Air Force. /resentation made b» Colonel 
Charles lie Bicking. 


The Occupational Air Force (GAP) background). The iar 
Departaent has approved for the Occupational Air force, 25 groups and 
11 squadrons (shown on functional chart), The o.F las a normal set- 
up of Somber, Fighter and Air Service Comands. ‘lecomended by 
this headquarters are: Five additional heavy bomb groups and an 
Aad Command (Air Defense Command). These five heavy bomb groups, 
in addition to the five already approved, have been requested by 
Gen, Spaats in a cable, dated 26 septeaber, addressed to Cen. Arnold. 
(Chart does not add these additional five groups). /flanning has 
proceeded, assuming we are to have ten heavy bomb groups. 


It is assumed that the AF will range ali over the 
continent of Surupe. If we range all over the Jontinent of Surope, 
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we will need bases in other countries besides ermany, ‘The countries 
in which we desire bases will not favorably receive the idea of having 
a unit of an occupational air force in that country. It is therefore 
recommended that the Occupational Air Force be termed a numbered air 
force and, in fact, it is being recomended that, since the Einth 

alr Force Headquarters will be the oA? leudquarters, the OAF should 
be called the Ninth Air Force. 


The Ninth Air Force (OAF) has been set up to occupy Germany 
insofar as the functional ebart is set up. In addition, there is set 
up in and around Gurope, an additional five bases designeted as bain 
air Gases. They are sited as follows: one in Norway, one in Jenmark, 
two in France and one in Italy, st which will be located the addi- 
tional five groups requested by General Spaatz. In addition, we have 
aited in other Zuropean countries ten bases wiich will have subetan~ 

They have tentatively

y should be staffed by adequate service 
units to provide any heavy bomb squecron unit and fighter escort with 
all facilities, such a9 messing, operational informstion, housing, 
transportation, etc. These secondary Sases ure being listed on a 
letter going to General Amold, showing their need and locstion. i 
know bases in Germany will be available. whether we will be able te 
continue to operate other bases in France, Italy, Senmerx and Norway, 
etc., is something which will have to be decited by higher levels, in 
particular, the method of securing these bases and for how long, will 
have to be determined. In addition to the secondary and sain air 
bases set up, it is also recommended that the right be reserves that 
our tactical units of the finth (Cccupational) Air Porce be able to 
use bases which the Air Transport Command will jointly use throughout 
Surope, as refueling bases, for repairs, to get information, etc. 4 
leading responsibility will be placed on the USAAF in Laplementation 
of the "Global Family of Nations” policy and in the establishment of 
USAAF World Air fleets. 


2. t ¥ e Presentation mde by 
Gelonel J. i . 


For orientation purposes, the Office of the Director of 
-ersonnel, of which I ama mamver, is divided into two basic sub- 
sections; namely, the Military personnel sub-section, and the Train- 
ing and Organization sub-section. In addition, the %ic Staff officer, 
Special services, Provost Yarshal and the Office of the chaplain, are 
also under the Director of /ersonnel. 


the major problem is the quest for personnel necessary to 
carry on our far-flung activities and the quest for grades and ratings 
for these personnel so that they may have a normal place in our 
administration, Although the wer is being prosecuted in a sstisfactory 
manner, we are acutely conssious of the fallacy contained in the theory 
that as the war progresses, our troop requirements will diminish. 
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At no time have we felt critical shortage of necessary organizations 
as much as now. we also face the inadeyuacy of many standard type 
units to perform dual tasks. 


fhe preparation for the occupation of Cermany, the disaraing 
of the Cerman Air Force, and the redeployzent of our forces upon the 
defeat of Germany, are all satters wiich must be accomplished while 
we are exacting the maximum operational effort in the current air 
War’, 


The Fost-Hestilities | innaing Division estimates ss its 
minimum requirezents 73 Officers and 48 Enlisted Men, to study and 
plan the action to be taken to implement the fost-icr alias and 
objectives of the army Alr Forces in Surope, as outlined by General 
arnold to General Spaatz on & Jeptember 1943. ‘This single rej.iresent 
represents 34° of the Ufficer personnel available in ‘leadquartera, 

U. S. Strategic Air Forces. This is a drain from the current sr 
effort beginning at the very top of our command and when it is 
recognized that many other staff sections are devoting substantial 
effort in the post-war activity, 1% becomes a:parent that two full time 
jobs are being undertaken by Headquarters, manned on a ainimm basis 
to do one of then. 


Similarly the Air Disarmament Cosmand must be organized and 
trained to perfor: this particular task lamediately upon the cessation 
of hostilities. If it is to be ready at thet time, it must be made 
ready during hostilities. ‘inlmus estimates of this command total 
11,000 Air Force troops, and they aust be taken either from operating 
Coumands during the prosecution of the war, or enter the post—hostili- 
ties period unprepared for their tasks. 


Redeployment «ill require major reorganization throughout 
the U. 5. Strategic Air forces in Gurope. Units which we have 
requested for use during hostilities, but which have been denied us, 
must ve formed and mde ready for redeployment, after hostilities. 
A substantial amount of tiis organisation, reorganizing, retraining 
and re-equipping, must be done during the period of hostilities, if 
the redeployment of units during the first quarter after V—day aust 
be accomplished on a POM basis. 


One of the questions about which every echelon of the U. 3. 
Strategic Air Forces {n Europe is concerned, is, “that will be done 
about servening and when will we have the decision oo that we may 
get on with the job?" Sereening will exert its effect throughout 
every unit. It will make any plan made without regerd thereto, 
subject to an unknown differential which aight make or break the plan, 
and this le true at every level, 


‘eferring to ay previous remrks, it a pears tit all our 
probleas hinge around the future of post-war planning. This is not 
the cage. ‘%e have present problems, but we have one from an adainis~ 
trative end morale standpoing, and thst is so izportant thet we have 
singled it out to stress beyond all others. This is our bulk allot- 
ment. This tulk allotment represents the sole authorization for 
approximately 120 of our units and includes the au meantations re- 
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Cognized by the ar Department, to increase a nwaber of our standard 
units, to the minimum sicse necessary for this Theater, Though this 
bulk alloteent provides the sole source of grades for many of our 
major Headquarters, such as lieadquarters, UJSTAF, Sastern Comsand, 
ABAF, IX Engineer Command, Ii Air vefense Command, ‘ase Air Jepot 
Area, all sub—Jepots, class I, our Jombat crew ieplacement and Traine 
ing venters end many other similar organizations wiich require 
reasonable grades for performance of duty, regard for duty well done 
and a target towards wiich to strive, — 54% of the crades are for 
Lieutenants. Thies situation has made it impossible to orranize identical 
units. For instence, there can be no uestion that tne Commanding 
Officer of a Sub-Depot or a Meavy Somb Group should ce at least a 
Lieutenant colonel. The Sighth Air Force was faced with ine problem 
of forming 40 of these wiits from a bulk allotment containing for all 
non-standard units, only Jl Lt. colonels. ‘he tase Air Jepot iArea 
containing upwars of 50,000 personnel, as been frozen on office 
promotions for months and will continue to be in this position for 
the duration, unless corrective action is taken. ‘the grades requested 
for our none-standard units were based on the credes of officers sent 
over as casuals and fillers. ‘e@ are constantly fuced with tie neces- 
sity fur filling lieutenant vecancies with captains and majors vecause 
that 1s all we hed received. The tase Air Depot Aree rousonably re- 
quests, give us grades for tie men we have, or give us sen for the 
grades we have. ie have tried both ways te correct tiles deficiency 
and Lave failed in both. 


This Command, Sir, would appreciate your eiforts to obtain 
a reconsideration of tie bulk allotment question with a view either 
to upgrading, or with a view to having deletions made from the 
lower grades whenever a portion of tie bulk allotment is iisted 
for deletions against the reywest for an activation. 


3. Operations. ‘resentation mde by Colonel 4. A, Maxwell. 


@ {eel ready in this Theater for boabing-througii-the 
overcast ejulpaent. Vlonsiderable correspondence Las been sent to 
washington on it, Units in the aighth air Force have over a year's 
experience on Hk, Last winter we were able to maintain pressure 
on the Hun by using STO om area targets. This winter we do not 
belleve 5T0 on area targets will serve the purpose. If we have a 
let of non-operational days, tie Germans will have 4 chance to 
reconstruct, «@ would be very happy if we could have some new equipaent 
te hit vital priority targets. le luve seen allocated four seta, one 
of which is in the Theater. It is understood that there are to be 
200 sets produced by the end of 1944 and we would lize to get a 
greater share of thea. ‘ashington has olfered several explanations, 
the main one: a desire to mit for trained crews, but we feel our 

acilities and trained personnel are such tast we could take an 
improved equipment and put it into operation successfully, 


iy next subject is jet fighters. eruany is operational 
on two types of fet fighters: the HE 163 and the Hs 262, These air- 
planes are appearing in small quantities, but they are increasing 
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@ll the time, Avidence leads us to believe there is a third type 
of jet fighter now appearing in seall Mantities. The picture is 
one of early stages of the introduction of a new type and we may 
expect to meet thew fn group strength soon, shineton does not 
expect our Jet fighters to be ready until June 1945, and from this, 
it does not appear we will ever have any in this Theater. fron 
information received, we understand the -—30 is sarvelous, out from 
the looks of things, we won't ever see then, It is a sust for us 

to have jet fighters, for one thing, for reconnaissance. During 
one period, reconnaissance F-5e from the Nediterra: ean were attacxed 
by German Jet fighters on six separate oveasions, and three out of 
ten planes were lost. his is a ver: steep loss rute. 


The flow of fighter airplanes. ie have beer talxing 
buck and forth to sashington some time on this and ther bheve 
agreed tizt our requirements are just. Por one reason or another 
we do not seem to pet tie quantities we ere told are to be sent to 
4S. l@ ere particularly in need of P=5ls here and | <34s for the 
fifteenth air Force, because, 45 you Know, we ure responsible for 
the Fifteenth also. se are now set up for 30% attrition on firiters 
and we have excvoded that loss of more than one occ sion. #e can 
ug@ 48 many fighters as we sre given. ie appreciate tiat ‘ashington 
is doing everything that can be done, so our conclusion must be 
that these slips come from the production lines, it cust be made 
clear thet all our groups are under=strength, and may never get up 
to strength. I would just like to be sure the people at the Norta 
american factery know this is the @itustion, 


4. Intelligence. rresentation made by orieadier General 
“e@orge ve KGUomald. (bo minutes tanec at the recuest of 
Ceneral MeDonald). 
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As to demobilization the fulfillment of our re- 
sponsibility consists of: 


exercise of control over the serman Air 
Force so that it will continue as a functioning 
organization as lon: eas its service is re- 
quired by the USAAF. 


The disbandment of the UVerman Air Force or- 
ganization and the return of civilian status 
of all its personnel when no longer required, 


The disbandment of all military units con- 
trolled by the German Air Force, such as anti- 
aircraft units, < of the various para-mili- 
tary organizations which are associated with 
the German Air Force, 


"On the basis of the most recent intelligence infor- 
ation the U. S. Zone of Occupation in Germany contains seventy- 
nine (79) airfield instellations, nine (9) major headquarters, German 
Air Force Flak installations usins more than fifty-five hundred 
(5,500) A-A guns and numerous factories producing material for the 
German Air force. I believe, this should sugsest to you the vast- 
ness of the job which has to be done. 


"Our plan is to recuire the German Air Force to dis- 
arm and demobilize itself as directed by orders frou appropriate 
authority. ‘he accomplishment of these plans makes it essential 
that there be a U. S. Air Force organization closely paralleling 
the serman Air Force organization so that there will be the nec- 
essary supervision to assure prompt compliance with orders which 
are given," 


In order to meet this requirement we must find out 
what is in this Cerman area and then establish our own organiza- 
tion. On the tactical side there are a number of organizations, 
Luftflotten, equivalent to an air force. On the administrative 
side there are a number of organizations, Luftgaus, equivalent to 
our service commands, which will be the most practical for us to 
utilize in this area, the Zone of Occupation in Germany, We have 
practically the whole of one of these, and parts of t»o others, in 
the American area in Southwestern cermany. We will probably be 
able to divert the parts of these two in order to administer this 
region, for it will be necessary, from the administrative view- 
point, to super-impose our organization on all of these. 


Secondly. par:llel to this functional set up, we must 


establish an organization in the Air Disarmament Command equal to 
the Luftgau control wing, under which are a number of air regional 


ane" 
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commands (five are now planned, the meximum being probebly six, 
and the minimum being probably four), under which, in turn, are 
operational air field commands, which sare about the lowest levels 
we can utilize. It is our intention to emply the verman system 
of control to carry out the function of disarmament with such 
rsonnel and facilities as remain under German control after the 
vessation of hostilities._ 





On the other side of orgenization, we have deployed 
so as to parellel inst*llations of the German Air *orce not under 
control of the Luftwaffe, but under direct administretive control 
of the Air Ministry in Berlin. These are composed of depots, ex- 
perimental stations, larger installations, etc., which are strictly 
depot-type functions, as compared with airdromes, here is some 
question yet ss to the number anc magnitude of the German installa- 
tions in this area, but from available estimates we have organized 
so as to place American wnits at equivalent levels to accomplish 
the function of digarmament and demobilization. 





We have been able to make rough estimates of troop 
requirements expressed in terms of regular troop unit 7/O's and 
T/E's, which we expect will require some modification, but ex- 
sressed in terms of those regular wnits, there is a requirement for 
11,000 officers and men, exclusive of the steff of interpreters and 
translators. 


There are now two Air Disarmament Command training 
stetions available in England. Headquarters, Air Disarmament Com 
mand, is at Watford, under the Control of General Spaatz. As a 
troop basis, we have obtained approximate ly 3,000 officers and men 
from the VIII Air Force Composite Command. Their status is that of 
a bulk allotment, plus some odd units. It is essential that this 
nucleus be augmented. ‘The ratio of what we have, to what we need, 
is now approximately one to four. We are utilizing the troops we 
now have tc set up headquarters at higher levels, so as to be able 
to fit in later tae units made available in coordination with the 
Redeployment Section for distribution over the Luftwaffe area in 
vermany. 


Progress to date - we have established responsibility 
for primary disarmament, which is with the Ninth Air Force; we have 
gone about preliminary planning with other agencie: interested in 
this part of Germany; we have established coordination with the Oc- 
cupational Air Force Planning Section and have submitted to the Re- 
deployment Planning Section requirements on a troop basis, so that 
units can be deployed for disarmament and demobilization functions. 
We have also initiated necessary intelligence studies. We have 
made preliminary investigations as to the supportin, ground troop 
unite which will be required to provide flak disarmaxent for flac 
now under Lurtwaffe control, which will wemain under Air -orce con- 
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trol for the disarmament, and also the sround troop r<quirements 
necessary to give security to detachments in out-lying airdromes. 
This si being worked out in coordination with the sinth Air Lef- 
ense Commend, in terms of their enti-aircraft artillery units. 
Preliminary studies completed indicate that the requircment for 
the handling of flak disarmament and provisions o7 security for 
these detachments will be the order of 22,000 anti-aircraft off- 
icers and men. These studies are being continued and will be 
worked out in detail. 


With respect to demobilization, it is expected that 
as the disarmament function completes itself the need for the 
serman Luftwaffe personnel who have been detailed to aid in that 
function will eliminate itself. This determination will automatically 
be left to the personnel control system established for the administra- 
tion of G. A. A. personnel, who will establish the demobilization 
rate. 


GENERAL CRAIG: What is the connection between the Air Disarmament 
Command and the Ninth Air Force: 


LT, COL, CONSZLMAN: The Air Disarmament Command is being handled 
outside of the Ninth Air Force, only because there is still a 
major operational function to be performed by that Headquarters. 


GENERAL KISSNER; The Ninth Air Yorce will eemain combat ready and 
have units ready. Since the Ninth Air Force area leads up beyond 
the Central Group of Armies, the Air Disarmament Command must be 
put under the Ninth Air Force so that it can go in and enter cap- 
tured territory. 


GENERAL CRAIG: The Occupational Air Force will have no responsi- 
bility for disarmament? 


GENERAL KISSNER: No, it will not be able to move into bases in 
this area that quickly and will be composed of combat units es- 
sentially, ‘he motive in placing disarmament units under the 
Winth Air Force is that the Headquarters of the Ninth Air Force 
and Ninth Air Serfice Command can give the Air Disarmament Commend 
many orthodox benefits. 


GHNERAL HIML: Headquarters Ninth Air Force eventually becomes 
Headauarters of the Occupation A. F. and at that point, it is vis- 
ualized that Air Disarmament Command will be part of the Occupational 
Air Yorce, 


GENERAL KISSNER: I would like to add that the need for anti-air- 
craft troops is substantial because e don't iknow how much the 
Ground Army will be able to help the Air Forces, since they will be 
busy establishine law and order in the towns and provinces. 


In the Ninth Air Defense Command, we have forty bat- 
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talions of American anti-aircraft troops, who are trained to defend 
airdromes. If we can obtain authority to use some twenty-nine battal- 
ions out of the forty, we will get protection as we «o into deeper 
airdromes and plants. ‘The need for anti-aircraft troops should taper 
off about four to six months after the vrimary disarmament of German 
flak is undertaken. At a later time, G-4, SHAEF, and the War 
Material Disposal people will decide what is to be done with the

2. The Prisoner of war Problem. Presented by Colonel S, 
P, Robineua, 
risoner of war problem depends largely on the 
population and location of serman isoner of war camps distributed 
throughout Germany. 


the problem involves the matter of the car and evacu- 
ation of a total of some 2,305,000 prisoners of war of the United 
Nations in these prisen camps. 


Prisoner of War Planning is limited by certain fixed 
orinciples: 


(1) That prisoners of war of all the United Nations 
shall be considered as being in like plight and must receive like 
treatment: 


(2) That the care and evacuation of these prisoners 
of war is primarily the duty and responsibility of the Ground Forces, 


Immediately on "A" Day the responsibility for the 
U/E prisoners of war in his sphere will necessarily fall on SHAEF 
as a carry-over from hostilities into the period of occusation of 
Germany. It is therefore being planned by G-1, SHAEF, which 
has established a branch called PWX/SHAEF, Their plan, in general, 
is to have a prisoner of war headquarters organization in Berlin, 
sub-headquarters in each of the Wehrkreise which are the Army 
territorial sub-divisions of the German Reich. There will be 
approximately seventten Wehkreise in each one for which there will 
be a PWX heaiquarters to control the prisoner of war camps located 
From each of these Wehrkreise Heaiquarters there will rad- 
camp detachments, that will go to each sizeable Verman prisoner 
> camp in that Wehrkreise to taxe it over, administer it, and 
e the prisoners of war for their evacuation. he Ground Forces 
perform all services incident to their evacuation. That is the

So far as the Air Forces are concerned, under the 

\1EF plan, their responsibility at present is limited to planning 
incident to such air lift as is required for the purposes of dis- 
tributing PiK/SHAEF personnel and emergency supplies. In the or- 
ganization of Pi/SHAEF Units, the Air Forces have only token re- 
presentation for the purpose of coordinating the air phases of PiX/ 
SHAEF planning. In view of the fact that the Germans have 
segregated prisoners of war into camps according to their ranks and 
services, and ve established special camps for air prisoners 
(Stalaglufts), it is felt that it may be desirable that allied 
personnel to administer these Stalagluft camps should be comp 
largely of air force personnel, RAF and USAAF. That is the question 
which is still to be decided. 


There is the problem also of supplying the air trans- 
portation, not only for the distribution of PiX/SHAEF personnel, 
but likewise for the distribution of supplementary emergency food 
supplies. In the Russian zone, in some parts of the United States 
and Pritish zone, the Cermans will not be able to provide the full 
quota of necessary rations for the prisoners of war in the camps. 
Sixty percent (60%) of the required food, it is estimated, will be 
supplied by the local authorities but forty percent (40%) will have 
to be supplied by U. S. and britain and delivered by emergency air 
means. It is estimated that some seventeen million rations are to be 
thus distributed. It is also estimated that some 250 U. S. Heavy Bomber 
aircraft (B-17 and 3-24), or some 500 Lancasters, Sterlings and 
Halifaxes of the RAF will be needed for the air lift. Under SH 
all this mst be done as an integrated USAAF/RAF operation. je have 
the job of planning for the air delivery of this food, which 
according to estimates involves beginning with "A" Day, some 635 tons 
per day to be distributed among 120 prisoner of war camps through- 
out all of Germany, sowe 65 of which camps are located in Russian 
zones, and some 55 in the United States and British zones. 


Distribution of food and personnel, therefore, i 
main USAAF prisoner of war planning problem under the Pw\/SHAEF 
There is, however, another phase that is being planned and is to 
presented for approval, namely, tiie accelerated emergency air evac- 
uation of prisoners of war, particularly from the Russian zone. 

The Russian zone presents itself as a special prisoner of war sit- 
uation = first, the scarcity of food, as already pointed out; and 
second, the limited ground transportation and rail facilities; third 
the probable truculence and unruliness of the local population and 
the possibility that prisoners of war may be exposed to local vin- 
dictiveness during the revolutionary developments in Germany after 
its defeat; and fourth, that the U. S. and British personnel in these 
German prisoner of war camps are specialized military personnel and 
needed for redeployment to the Pacific theater. The planning for 
such ewergency accelerated air evaculation is directed primarily 
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toward the Russian zone where there is a total of U. S. and British 
air and ground forces personnel of 150,000, and wiere the situation 
is most acute. The U. S. and British prisoners of war located in 
U. S. and British zones can be considered already repatriated be- 
cause they are already under our military control. 


The Russian zone has been divided to establish con- 
trol evacuation airdromes therein to vacate both United States 
and British air prisoners to the United States - British zones. The 
is to use about ten available or adaptable serviceable airfields in 
these localities centrally situated to a number of prison camps. 
The distance from the camps to be air evacuated will be on the 
average of 60 to 70 miles from the airdromes. e have there the pro- 
lem of transporting the prisoners of war from ca to these air- 
ields, which is a matter of ground planning Estimates for this 
evacuation are that 400 heavy bombers (B-17 and 524) will be 


sengers and B-24's can carry 40-45 passengers. By using e 
available daylight hours to fullest advantage and under proper air 
control and ground coordination, the operation of evacuating 
000 United States and British prisoners from the kussian Zone 


require approximately 12 to 14 operational days. If ii. Lancasters, 
Halifaxes and Sterlings are employed, double the number of aircraft 
will be needed since they can only be adapted to carry a maximum of 


20 passengers. 


There is another pre-requisite before air evacuation 
can be accomplished satisfactorily for the USAAF prisoners of war. 
It is uoped that we will be permitted to establish specific U 
reception centers to receive our prisoners of war directly from the 

aglufts without going through any intermediate staging camps. 
In this way, we may expedite the return of these USsAF prisoners 
of war to our own control for rehabilitation and prompt repatriation 
or redeployment. 


Of course, all this is predicated upon agreements 
with the USSR authorities. ie must have their permission to fly 
over their zones, to use these central airdromes for the evacuation 
of U. S. and British and other United Nations prisoners of war and 
we must get their cooperation in obtaining ground transportation of 
the prisoners from the camps to the evacuation airdromes. it is 
probably that these privileges will be granted upon a reciprocal 
basis whereby the evacuation of USS prisoners of war from U. S. and 
British zones will be correspondingly facilitated. 

It is urged that these agreements with USSX be con- 
cluded as quickly as possible so that all prisoners of war planning 
may proceed on definite assurances.

Donald L. Provost. 


I shall bring you up to date on redeployment planning 
and its status just prior to the committee going to MTC to 
coordinate the present schedule with G Eaker. Upon return 
of the committee from ‘iashington, two charts were received in tiis 
Headquarters: 1) Troop Schedule Work Sheet; and 2) Army Air Forces 
Redeployment Schedule, listing the Occupational Air Force and the 
unit schedule by months by type of unit, not it designation. We 
also received War Department policy cable wiich outlined the 
requirements for units being redeployed. Units being redeployed to 
Theaters direct, would be the first units that departed the United 
States. The second class are those units which would be returned 
to the United States for redeployment to another Theater. 
third class was next to the oldest group for assignment to 
Occupational Air Force. The oldest units would be returned 
Strategic Neserve. The next problem was to determi 
units within the ETC and kTO. A conference was 
Air Force, Ninth Air Force, BaDA and LTO were present, to match 
service groups with tactical units.

General Hill and 
Solonel Jones took the present schedule to General Haxer in the 
Jediterranean for coordination. This wes necessary in order to permit 
equitable participation, from both theaters, in the Occupational 
Air Force. ‘The original chart approved only two night fighter 
squadrons and five chaplains from the lediterranean Theater to the 

ational Air Force. The present schedule recommends five heavy 
groups and their services in addition to give in the original schedule.

The plan worked out here was taken down to TO and 
presented to General Laker. General Eaker concurred in what we did 
here. However, there were some minor changes t to be made because of 
a cable that had been received in the Mediterranean, from \ashington, 
directing them to convert one of the B-26 groups (which we had 
intended them to have in the Occupational Air Force) to a 5 group. 
They can do that since they have the 3-25 pianes. The Gecupational 
Air Force calls only for 3-26's; a change had to be made so that the 
Mediterranean will furnish two of these groups 2 the remainder 
come from the Ninth Air Force. ‘The Mediterranean has put in the 

an additional fighter group, ch will reduce the commitment of 

the Ninth Air Force correspondingly. 


Service Groups are bdeing matched with tactical units 
for redeployment. LTO is short service personnel, so on the ser 
Department schedule they are not matching a nga group for each 
tactical unit; LTO is redeploying 46 tactical groups and 40 service 
groups special. The other six service groups special are being 
organized in the uO and will match six of the tactical groups being 
furnished by the Mediterranean. xcept for these minor changes, 
there were no further special developments. General aker's head- 
quarters is in concurrence with the plan as it has been 
here. 


When the two schedules from WTO an Z k to 
the lar Department, they will go in se; parately, since the liar Depart- 
ment as directed that the two Theaters will not be combined. 
However, because of the coordination accomp lished, when these two 
schedules reach Washington, they will be consistent. se have not 
changed the \iar Department commitments to any Theaters. ‘se have 
simply adjusted the commitments between the Mediterranean and this 
Theater, in order to permit equitable distribution of units from 
both theaters to all phases of redeployment. 


e. Occupational Air Force. Presentation made b colonel 
Charles . Bicking. 


The Occupational Air Force (CAF) background) 
Department has ap proved for the Occupational Air Force, 23 groups and 
1 squadrons (shown on functional chart). The OAF has a normal set- 
up of Bomber, Fighter and Air Service Commands. Recomended by 
this headquarters are: Five additional heavy bomb groups and an 
AAA Command (Air Defense Command). These five heavy bomb groups, 
in addition to the five already approved, have been re juested by 
Gen. Spaatz in a cable, dated 26 September, a addressed to Gen. Arnold. 
(Chart does not add these additional five groups). Planning has 
proceeded, assuming we are to have ten heavy bomb groups. 


It is assumed that the UAF will range all over the 
Jontinent of Zurope. If we range all over the Continent of durope,

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we will need bases in other countries besides Germany. The countries 
in which we desire bases will not favorably receive the idea of having 
a unit of an occupational air force in that country. It is therefore 
recommended that the Occupational Air Force be termed a numbered ai 
force and, in fact, it is being recommended that, ince the Ninth 

Air Force Headquarters will be the OF Headquarters, the CAF should 

be called the Ninth Air Force. 


The Ninth Air Force (OAF) has been set up to occupy Germany 
insofar as the functional chart is set up. In addition, there is set 
up in and around Europe, an additional five bases designated as hain 
Air Bases. They are sited as follows: one in Norway, o: in Denmark, 
two in France and one in Italy, at which will be located the addi- 
tional five groups requested by General Spaatz. In addition, we have 
sited in other Suropean countries ten bases which will have substan- 
tially the same purpose as the Main Bases. ‘They have tentatively 
been termed Secondary Air Bases and are to be located in Yugoslavia, 
fumania, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Finland, Holland, Greece, Algiers, 
Hungary and Belgium. They should be staffed by adequate servic 
units to provide any heavy bomb squadron unit and fighter escort with 
all facilities, suci as messing, operational information, housing, 
transportation, etc. These Secondary Bases are being listed on 4 
letter going to General Arnold, showing their need and location. 
know bases in Germany will be available. ‘thether we will be 
continue to operate other bases in France, Italy, Den: 
etc., is something which will have to be decided by hig ae 
particular, the method of securing these bases and for how long, will 
have to be determined. In addition to the secondary and main air 
bases set up, it is also recommended that the right be reserved that 
our tactical units of the Ninth (Cccupational) Air Force be able to 
use bases which the Air Transport Command will jointly use tirou; hout 
Europe, as refueling bases, for repairs, to get information, etc. A 
leading responsibility will be placed on the US. in implementation 
of the "Global Family of Nations" policy and in the establishment of 
USAAF World Air Fleets.

STRATEGIC TARGET PROGRAK FOR 
1 FEBRUARY - 1 MAY 19L 


1, This memorandum outlines a strategic target program for the 
period 1 February - 1 May 194k. As directed this program is desiged 
to bring about the greatest possible reduction in output of GaF 
fighter planes. Direct attacks on aircraft producing plants are 


supplemented by attacks on anti-friction bearing factories. 


2. If carried out with a moderate degree of success, this procram 
will reduce production of GAF single-engine fighters to a level of 
about 400 per month (present production reduced by USAAF attacks te 
600 per month from planned output of over 1,000 per month). It will 
also reduce production of the best German twin-engine fighter, the 
Me 110/410, to less than 100 per month (present production of these 
types about 200 per month of total twin-engine fighter production of 
280 per month.) Bearing production will be cut to about fifty per 
cent of normal output, which would cause important shortages of vital 
military items, chiefly AFVs and M/Ts. 


3. The proposed target program is outlined in Tab "A" attached

(1) More permanent effects will be realized because 
components plents, in contrast to those engeged in final 
assembly, reouire many tools such as dies and jigs diffi- 
cult to replace because of their specislized charecter 
and slow manufecture. Final assembly operetions ere 
comparetively simple and unless the enemy is deprived of 
some essentisl components, plenes cen be assembled in 
readily repaired or replaced facilities with small loss of 
production. 


(2) The production of Germen sircraft is characteristicelly 
based on the menufacture of components in setelite plants 
feeding into central assembly plants -- typically each 
assembly plant is the center of « system or complex pro- 
ducing one plene type, e.g. Fii 190, Me 410, etc. Mixed 
attecks, on components facilities in one production complex 
end essembly facilities in another complex producing the 
seme plene type, permit the components previously going to 
e demeged finel assembly plent to be sent to the undamaged 
assembly plant whose component menufecturing facilities 
were demeged, As a result, the effectiveness of the attacks 
is almost helved, 


(3) If attecke were concentreted upon finel assembly plents 
the manufacture ofcomponents could be continued and they 
could be stored pending the recovery or replacement of 
assembly facilities. This would make possible the subsequent 
speeding up of the aseembly operation which would offset to 
a considerable degree the loss of production, 


(4) To be sure, the time lag from plent to front line is 
somewhet greater in the case ofcomponent manufacture then 
in final assembly. The difference in tire involved — only 
about two weeks —— is more than offset by the considerations 
discussed sbove,. 


b. Reasons for 'xcluding Engine Flants - The progrem does not 
contemplate atteck on sero-engine plants for the following reasons:

c. ixclusion of Other Known Aircraft Targets — The program 
outlined herein is designed to produce, within the limited period of 
time for its completion, the maximum damege to GAF fighter production 
from the stendpoint of reducing Serman fighter opposition to invasion.

The full might of our air strength is now beginning to be vieited upon the 
German wer machine, In the days just past. a significant increase has been record— 
ed in the size of the American air forces onerating out of Britain and in the 
scope, rapidity and boldness of the joint British and American air operations 
against Germany, 


In these operations, the existing fleet of Gernan fighter planes can get 
rest neither by day nor night, They are exposed to attack not only from the north 
but from Italy on the south, 


The air invaders, British and American, are accomplishing the dorble purpose 
of striking the existing fighter formations of the enemy and striking at the 
industrial sources of his future fighter production, The Germans cennot leave 
their airplane factories and fields undefended, ‘When they send up their planes 
in the effort to protect their factories and fields,they cooperate in the Allied 
objective of driving the Luftwaffe to battle and smashing it, day by day. 


The latest phase in Allied air operations over western Durope was undertaken 
in the Royal Air Force attack Saturday night on Leinzig, a center of eneny aircraft 
plants, The R, A, F, dropped the huge total of 2,300 tons of bombs, The British 
loss of 79 planes wes heavy, but it did not deter the Royal Air Force from attack- 
ing the next night at Stuttgart, another center of aircraft production, an attack 
carried out with much lighter loss, 


Meanwhile, during the daylight hours of Sundey, the American air force, in 
the greatest numbers yet assembled, struck at Leipzig anc other German plane- 
production centers, Two thousand heavy bombers and escorting fighters made the 
attack, They destroyed 126 Mazi planes, The fires which the R, A, F, left burning 
at Leipzig were a beacon to guide our craft for precision bombing at three assembly 


plants, The British attack also softened the German fighter fornations, which were 
rendered less able to challenge our daytine visit, Similarly, our attacks during 
the day made less costly the R, A, F, assault on Stuttgart the following night. 


On Monday, the American air force continued the attack at the same accelerated 
pace, Again with 2,000 planes we invaded Germany to strike at Nazi aircraft fac- 
tories at Brunewick and Eanower and airplene fields with their repair shops in 
northern Germany, 


On Tuesday, the tactics of a pincers movement were carried out by Lieutenan 
General Spaatz, Commanding General of our Strategic Air Forces. Aner! can planes 
struck from England and Italy at the same tinc with a common objective--the Germaz 
fighter airplene factories, Heavy bombers from Dngland, with escorting fighters, 
slashed at Bernburg, Aschersleben and Helberstadt, Our bombere from Italy attacked 
the airplane industry et Regensburg, Our planes from Dngland ran into the bitter 
fighting expected in an attack directed at the center of Germany. Targets were 
well hit, 


Yesterday (Wednesday) American bombers from Italy continued the attack with 
blows on two Luftwaffe plents at Steyr, in Austria. 


In the three days in which our planes fron Britain participated, 310 German 
fighters were destroyed and many others wrecked or @amaged, Thirty-three Nazi 
planes are initially reported to have been destroyed in the attack on Steyr. Our 
losses have not been light, but in relation to result<« they were not serious, These 
engagements, which are worth noting, were dn renlity a single air battle, The 
ability of the Eighth air Force to maintain such an operation proves thet it has 
reached maturity, For three days it never slackened the pace, Its strength in 
first-line units and reserves now has reached the poirt where it can sustain such 
an offensive against a system of selected targets until it has achieved success,

a. In Europe we will employ the maximum effort and resources 
against western Germany. Limited U.S. forces might be employed 
to strengthen the French forces operating from the south of 
France, 
b. In Italy we will commit no additional major ground forces 
beyond those now deployed in Italy and North Africa. The supply 
and support of patriot forces in the Balkans will be accomplished 
from Italy in so far as practicable. 
s- In Africa we will consolidate and reduce our service and 
supply installations to the minimum required for maintaining our 
forces in Italy and southern France, supplying and equipping French 
forces, maintaining airbases which are to be included in the chain of 
U.S. global airbases and initiating relief and rehabilitation. 
a. In the Middle East we will reduce and consolidate our 
installations to the minimum required for facilitating the provision 
of supplies to our Allies and supporting patriot forces in the Balkans 
which cannot be supplied from Italy. 
16. Under this plan the exploitation of OVERLORD should in general 
follow the plan proposed in PART I, that is, the initial effort should be 
devoted to securing the necessary port capacity, and airfields for immediate 
fighter protection, this should be followed by the seisure of the Lille-Reins 
area to provide the required airfields required to support our advance and 
cover bombers engaged in Point Blak, and effecting a junction with the ANVIL 
forces. Finally there should be an advance toward the Vosges Mountains. 
Under the conditions envisaged in the assumptions our objective would most 
likely necessarily be that of containing the maximum German forces in the 


West Wall and in northern France and southern Belgium. 
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Decisive results could in all probability be obtained only if we turned 
the flank of the Germany position by amphibious operations in the Flushing, 
West Frisian or Denmark area. 

The intensificetion of air bombardment of Germany from all available 
bases would be an essential requirement. Continuous naval operations would 
have to be conducted so ss to destroy the German sea power and to prevent 
the transfer of supplies to and from Germany. Careful timing with Russian 
operations would be essential to deriving the maximum benefit from the 
employment of her vast military power. 

17. Under the condtions assumed in this part of the study we must envisage 
the need for the employment of large forces. The overrunning of well pre= 
pared defenses will require the extensive use of armored elements. The 
seizure of key points in the line of advance and the attack of defensive 
positions from all directions, particularly from the rear, will call for 
large-scale employment of airborne and air transported troops. The need for 
advancing through mountains and other adverse terrain will require the use 
of light divisions. Contact ia certain to be gained on 4 long front and 
constant pressure must be exerted agains. the enemy, therefore a large number 
of infantry divisions will be needed. The maxiaus estimate of 100 U. S. 
divisions of U. S. troops (par. &, page 7) is, therefore, not unreasonable. 
However, a lesser number may be accepted for initial planning and modified 
as required. The number should be not less than 70 divisiénsof types as 


shown below: 
40 Infantry Divisions. 


3 Light and Cavalry Divisions. 
19 Armored Divisions. 


& Airborne Divisions. 
Total 70 Divisions plus the necessary supporting and service 


forces. It is considered that with the exception of additional troop carrier 
groups to augment lift for airborne forces, the 1,9 groups of air forces which 
will be deployed against Germany by 1 October 1944 (par. 9, Page 8) will be 
adequate to bring about her defeat under the stated conditions since they 

can be maintained at constant strength and their effectiveness will increase 


as we advance closer to the vital areas of Germany. 
APPENDIX "A" 
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Requirements of navel forces for the defeat of Cermany will 
be drawn from the British fleet insofar es possible. Additional 
requirements ere drawn from the U.°, Atlantic Fleet es circumstances 
require, 

1g From the above it is cleer thet the provision of forces is 
critical in the case of ground end air forces, The latest deployments 
indicate thet only 90 U.S. divisions ere to be formed by the end of 
1944. If @ total of 23 divisions are deployed in the Pecific by 
Jenuery 1945 as now planned there will be a shortage of three divi- 
sions. This shortege can be made up by stopping movements to the 
Pacific efter 30 June 1944 or by organizing three new divisions. 
No matter which plan is followed the training end equipment of 
severe] divisions will need to be modified from thet now contemplated. 
The provision of additions troop carrier groups would be necessary to 
expand and intensify eirborne operations, and probably would involve 
revisions in the existing troop basis and aircraft production programs. 

The requirements of relief and rehabilitetion personnel would 
be large but represent only « small part of the total forces required, 

In order thet the war ageinst Jepan my not be delayed so 
long as to make it unreasonably difficult, it is of paramount im 
portance thet the campaign against Germany be completed as quickly 
as possible, Hence, it will be necessary to deploy the forces re- 
quired for the defeat of Germany as quickly as our shipping cepecity 
will permit.

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11. It is probable that the enemy can replace, for a short while, 
initial heivy icccse by speeding up the movement of new production 
from factories. It is estimated that fighter production at this time 
will be reduced to around 800 aircraft per month, so that any sustained 
operations would cause a drain on existing strength. 

12. The ability of the enemy, moreover, to afford the resistance 
indicated above, depends in part upon the ability of its Luftgau 
organization to cope with the servicing of & greater number of units 
in s single area. It is believed that the servicing organization can 
handle a larger number of aircraft than are presently disposed on the 
Western front, but their ability will be reduced by any successful 
series of attacks on depots and bases in the immediate area. 

13. While the scale of effort appears impressive, it must be 
recognized that the German Air Force lacks depth. The front line 
fighter strength represents substantially all of the enemy fighter 
strength and there are no reserves upon which he can call. The enemy 
must react in force to our operation. The mobility which the Luftwaffe 
has developed as a substitute for depth permite a rapid reinforcement. 


Once, however, the enemy's initial air effort is broken, his capacity 


for subsequent resistance will decline enteftaily.

PROBLEM 

1. To deteruine probable German fighter strength at the time of 
the target date for OVERLOKD, 1 May 1944, C.C.s. 304, a note by the 
British Chiefe of Staff, points out that one of the conditions which 
must be created if OVERLOKD ia to have a reasonable prospect of success, 
is an “overall reduction in the strength of the German fighter forces 
between now and the time of the assault." 

ASSUMPTION 

2. That kussia and Germany are still at wer and fighting on the 
Eastern Front. 

3. That Houmania, Hungary and Bulgaria are still satellite partners 
of Gerwany. 

4. That no Axis withdrawal from Scandinavia and/or the Balkans hae 
occurred.

9. Germany has always been iwpressed with its experience in the 
battle of Britain where a small fighter force, backed by an effective warn- 
ing system, was able to repel a materially larger attacking force and thus 


prevent e German cross-channel invasion. 
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10. It is Germany's intention to create as rapidly as possible 
an effective fighter force in the hope of making an Allied victory long 
and costly and cross-channel operations impossible. To this end and for 
this purpose, it seeks to create a fighter force of 4200 aircraft equip- 
ped with new and superior weapons. To achieve this strength, the enemy 
is: (a) increasing production of fighter aircraft as rapidly as possible, 
and (b) conserving fighter strength by avoiding combat with consequent 
losses except when absolutely necessary to protect @ vital Cerman target. 

ll. In reflection of tne above, German fighter strength has in- 
creased from approximately 1500 to 2490 aircraft since the first of July. 
New units have been created and the policy of conservation in operations 
has been perticularly evident in recent Mediterranean operations and in 
the lack of reaction to Starkey. 

12. Germany's production of fighter aircraft increased from 600 
planes per month in January 1943 to 1020 in July 1943. Germany's pro- 
duction, if left unhindered, is capable of considerable further expansion 
and could possibly reach 1860 aircraft per month in the latter part of 
1944. Germany today is giving first priority to the production of fighter 
aircreft which hse not been the case before. The raw material and other 
requirements to produce 2000 fighter aircraft per month are small in rela- 
tion to Germany's total economy. 

13. As e result of USAAF heavy bomber attacks on fighter assembly 
plants from the 25th of July through the 18th of August (which represented 
the first sustained American attacks on such facilities), the upward trend 
of production was checked. Every effort is being made by the enemy to 
restore production in damaged plants and expand production elsewhere. Con-

It is believed that over the 
forthcoming eight months a larger number of aircraft will be equipped with 
such, thereby improving the quality and effectiveness of the fighter force. 
16. The_grantest provlem confronting the enemy, however, is the 
availability and quality of fighter pilots. There sre many evidences of 
shortages of experienced pilot personnel and the best pilots, who have been 
stationed on the Western front, particularly in Northwest Germany, have 
been under a heavy strain. Experience with enemy fighter pilots indicates thet 
morale mounts rapidly with success but likewise deteriorates very quickly 
when the battle is going against them.

Preliminary computations indicate thet ermuny today 
has @ potential production of fighter aircraft of around 1850 per month. 
Beyond that, internal factors, such ag productivity of labor, etc. would 
cause a leveling off in the latter part of neat year. 

19. Line "B" is a projection of estimated actual production giving 
effect to « series of attacks on fighter assembly plante comparable in 
success with those of the July-August missions. The drop in production 
for August reflects the best current estimates. It is assumed that such 
attacks, which involve a period of almost a month, will be repeated at 
least three times before Overlord. Mediterranean Dased operations will pa 
take up the slack eccusioned by the reduction in Eighth Air Force winter 
operations due to weather. 

20. As @ result of expansion in other plants outside our effective 
range, euch ss those in fast Prussia, production is not markedly reduced. 
The effect of their attacks is to check an expansion and thereby cause a de- 
finite loss to the enemy of planes that would otherwise have been produced. 
Increasing the frequency of our missions beyond that which now seems 
lixely could cause some additional decline. The opportunity for recovery 
permitted the enewy by the absence of any important Allied heavy bomber 
attack on such targets between mid-@ugust and early October cannot be 
overlooked. 

Zl. Line "C" is an estimate and monthly projection of enemy opera- 
tional fighter aircraft losses from all causes. Operational non-combat losses 
hav been estimated at 130 fighter aircraft a month. These estimates are 


based on probable scale of Allied effort, the importance of the targets

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to be attacked, and the intention of the enemy to avoid combat except 
where absolutely vital. This ise reflected in the failure of enemy com- 


bat losses to increase materisily. Currently the scale of enemy int r- 


ception in Northwest Germany, for example, is lowsr than that of last 


spring, despite the availability of a larger number of righter unite. 

This is one of the reasons why the reduction in the German fighter stren_th 
set forth in the Eaker pian «6 one of the consequences of Pointulunk hes 
not been realised, as his computations aseumed an enemy reaction based on 
early experience, greater than can now be induced, except in certain 
instances. The use of longer rance armament on fighters and consequent 
changes of enemy tactics may also reduce his losses. 

22. Line "D®-is the German operational first line combat fighter 
strength derived from the other cata. It indicates a strength of 2986 
fighter aircraft ee of 1 Mey. This is an increase of approximately 530 
aircraft over current levels or a gain of about 75 sircreft per month 
over the period. This is below the rate of increase of the first nine 
months of this year when, moreover,German fighter oroduction was only 
beginning to expand. It is suggested by the figures that this might 
constitute the peak of fighter strength and that continuation of Pointblank 
would cause thereafter a reduction in total strength. 

23. It is believed tnat this force will be constituted with the 
eame aircraft types as sre now in operation, principally Me-lu9 G, FW 190, 
Me-110 and Me-210, as the need for production will not permit introduction 
of any radical new models. Innovations will largely center around new 
and wore effective armament for these planes. 

24. Annex "B® sets forth an estimate of the disposition of this 
fighter strength on Germany's various fronts. The largest force (1620) 
remains based on the western front both because of our large effort 


from U.K., end the enemy recognition of the possibility of an invasion. 
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Thies strength is épproximately the sume as that currently disposed in 
the "ost. The estimated gain in fighter strength between now and 1 May 
1944 is largely allocated to the Mediterranean srea, including soi thern 
Germany, to oppose Fifteenth Air Force Operations. Expansion of their 
activities will force the Germans to commit a substantial fighter force 
for the deiense of vital south and southeast German tar,ets, including 
the Regensburg und ‘iener Neustadt fighter production combines. Fighter units 
on the Russian front are not increased. 

25. The effect of an increased enemy fighter force ie to improve 
his capability of defense of German targets from attacks from the south, 
thus hampering the effectiveness of Allied bombing. He will be unable 
to increase the size of his defense in the west over that which now exists. 
The introduction of new weapons may improve the effectiveness of his inter- 
ception, but this will be in part offset by the lack of skilled experienced 
pilots to man the larger force. This latter condition should be more 


marked én the Mediterranean area than on the western front. 


CONCLUSIONS 


26. It is estimated that on 1 May 1944, prior to any Overlord opera- 


tions, the German fighter force will have an indicated operational first 
line combat strength of 2960 aircraft. These will be substantially the 
same types as are now encountered, but certain will be equivped with 
improved weapons. 

27. Approximately 1625 fighter aircraft will be based on the western 
front, substantially the same number as are currently so disposed. 

28 The quality of pilot personnel, while best on the western front, 


will be below that of early 1943. 
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MEMORANDUM FOR ASSISTANT CHIEF OF AIR STAFY, PLANS; 


Subject: Transmission of Sugcested Bombardment 
Progrem in Preparation for OVERLORD, 


1. As directed by you, there is attached a memorandum out- 
lining a sugzested bombardment program in preparation for OV=RLORD, 
This memorandum is based upon the reporte of the Committee of Opera 
tions Analysts, supplemented by the most recent information available 
here. 


2. The program outlined is designed to achieve a maximum 
short-term effect within the time limit available. In view of the 
poor weather conditions prevailing during the winter months, the 
number of targets has been reduced to the minimun. 


3. There are substantial differences between the attached 
memorandum and a paper submitted by the undersigned on 11 October 
1943, entitled "Combined Bomber Offensive: Coordination of Attacks 
from United Kingdom and Italy." This earlier paper was « statement 
of the status of POINTBLANK as modified by developments subsequent 
to May 1943 and it assumed that, as to the future, PUINTBLANK would 
remain the controlling plan. The Present memorandum is designed 
to assist theresponsible afthorities in the preparation of a new 
plan to supersede POLNTBLANK, 


4. In the memorandum of 11 October above referred to, 
petro.eum was treated as a priority target, since it wae so rated 
in PODNTSLANK and there had been no superseding factor to demote 
it. Petroleum is not rated as a priority target in the present 
paper. The long-term effects of attack on synthetic production 
remain as attractive as ever, but petroleum must yield as a target 
where the objective is a time effect prior to the date of OV=RLORD. 
The structurel resistance of the targets and the consequent large 
force that would be required to neutralize then would absord nearly 
the total effort within the time prescribed. If the priority tar- 
gets specified in the present memorandum should be destroyed with 
éreater case than now appears probable, attacks upon Ploesti and 
the Bergius hydrogenation plants would be in order,

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SUGGESTED BOMBARDMENT PPOGRAM IN PREPARATION FOR OVERLORD 


25 October 1943 


I. PURPOSE OF THIS MEMORANDUM 

The purpose of this memorandum is to apply the principles anc basic data 
contained in the Reports of the Committee of Operations Analysts, as supplemented 
by current intelligence, to the formulation of e bomberdment program designed 
to accomplish, from bases in the United Kingdom end Itely, the greatest possible 


reduction of enemy strength within the time limits required for OVERLORD. 


II. OBJECTIVES OF SUGGESTED PROGRAM 
The objectives of any bomberdment program designed to pave the way for 
OVERLORD must, at this stage, be twos 
a) The destruction of the German Air Force as a defensive weapon; 
b) The destruction of those susteining sources of the enemy's 
military strength whose loss will have an important effect 
upon his combet activity prior to the date fixed for 
OVERLORD. 
III. SUMMARY OF CONCLUSIONS 
A. U. S. Army Air Forces based in the United Kingdom and Italy should 
restrict their program of strategic bomberdment in preparation for OVERLORD 
to attacks upon 
1) final assembly, major component manufacture and engine 
assembly plents for those types of German aircraft 
currently utilised for defense agsinst bomber missions; 
2) ball besring plants; 
3) precision grinding wheel plants. 
It is recognised thet, for purposes of deception, training and 
maintenance of morale, attacks on other targete will be necessary; 
these, however, should be kppt to a minimum and should not be con- 
sidered as # partial accomplishment of the objectives of the 
suggested progran. 
A list of targets by priority with location map is attached (Tab A). 


B. The active end continuous cooperation of the Royal Air Force should 
be secured, This might teke the form of (a) area bombardment of cities

It is believed that the destructio 
of them would have most serious disruptive effects throughout enemy war 
incustry within a period of weeks,

1. Plans and A-2 concur that the present target priorities under which 
USSTAF operates are not compatible with a target date of 1 January 1945 for 
winning the Buropean War. 


2. Examination of the present target priorities (included as Tabs A, B, 
and C) reveals that, with the exception of 011 (see Tab D) and possibly marshelle 
ing yards (which are in addition considered as potential supply dumps (see 
Tab D), the other targets and target systems represent long term investments 
and further operations against them could be stopped on the assumption that 
the target date is to be met. 


3. Specific answers to the questions listed in paragraph 2, Comment 
Mo. 1, are as follows: 


a. Aircraft factories and associated facilities. No. Sufficient 
aircraft reserves are believed to exist to sustain the German Air Force for 
three months. 


>. Submarine pens, docks, wharves, and ship-building facilities. Mo. 


c. (1) Marshalling yards. Yes. High priority because they represent 
in effect supply dumps. Wot because they enter into the communications picture. 


(2) Railroads and railroad bridges. Should be considered as 
targets for tactical air forces and then only in areas in front of our main 
effort. The railroad net is far too good for us to hope to disrupt over a 
large area. 


ad. Enemy sirdromes. Mo - except as secondary targets. 


e. Arterial highways (autobahns). Have not assumed greater importance.

MEMORANDUM FOR GENERAL LOUTZENHEISER: 


Subject: Priority of Targets, Europe. 


1. SE carry on with the preparation of subsequent action 
on the assumption that the Combined Chiefs of Staff will issue a 
jirective to the Commanders concerned in substantial accord with 


the draft attached. 


2. Among the action that should be prepared is surely a 
necessary personal letter to Spaatz from Arnold informing Spaatz 
that we are well aware of the fact that this directive does, in 
fact, terminate the air offensive and make our heavy bombers errand 
boys to permit the Ground troops to go in and win the war in a 
hurry. We should naturally include the belief that his relations 
with General Eisenhower are sufficiently sound that we may be con- 
fident that continuing attacks on oil refineries, marshalling yards 
and other profitable and appropriate strategic objectives will con- 


tinue, 


3. Another required action is an outline plen for the air 
supply break-through envisaged in Tab "E". This plan should be 
drawn up in such form that it might be carried to and presented to 
General Eisenhower and General Spaatz. 

4. To keep the records straight, please inform Colonel Fred 
Dean of General Arnold's directive written on Comment #1 on the 
attached R&R. You will naturally coordinate Air Staff action on

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POSSIBLE PLAN FOR AN ALL-OUT COMBINED OPESATION TO DEFEAT 


GERMANY BY 1 JANUARY 1945 


1. It is believed that the only way in which the cessation 
of organized resistance in Germany can be accomplished by 1 January 
1945 is by en all-out combined air-ground Operetion with the mission 
of capturing Berlin and taking over the German Government and 
Military Headquarters. 


2. Such an effort might well be in the form of a thrust by a 
maximum number of stripped down armored divisions bursting across 
the Rhine and dashing for Berlin. In conjunction with this armored 
thrust, an attack by tactical air and ground forces to be launched 
ell along the line with the objective of pinning down the enemy forces 
thus preventing the movement of enemy troops back and forth along 
the line. 


3. The tactical air forces would have the function of isolating 
the battlefield by disrupting enemy communications and preventing to 
the greatest poseible extent the movement of enemy troops. 


4. Supply of the armored columns is to be by means ofairheads 
established elong the route followed. Tue supplies will be flown in 
after the armored columns have secured the airfields previously 
designated as airheads. It has been determined that more than enough 
transports and heavy bombers are on hand to carry the daily tonnages 
required by all the Allied armored divisions now in the Buropean 
theater.

1. The purpose of this paper is to examine the part played to date 


by the US Strategic Air Forces in Europe and also to examine the probable 


contributions it can mseke this winter to bring the war to the earliest 


possible conclusion. 


DISCUSSION

2. To date the Strategic Bombers have been the only force with the 
apability of penetrating deep into Germany and striking in numbers at 
installations vital to the enemy's war effort. Had they not successfully 
carried out the mission assigned them at "QUADRANT" the invasion of the 
Continent would have been impossible. 
3 Nor should we forget the lone range fighters which made the 
deep penetrations possible. Prior to their advent the rate of attrition 
against our bombers threatened to reach proportions which could very easily 
have rendered prohibitive attacks far in the enemy's rear. Not only did 
they perform their function of protecting the bombers admirably but by 
shooting large numbers of German fighters from the skies they were instru- 
mental in securing for us the air superiority which we so badly needed if 
we were to defeat Germany. 
Future 
With winter in the offing and bad weather already prevalent over 
the Continent it behooves us now to consider the method by which our 
Strategic Air Forces can continue to function in such a manner as to hurt 


the enemy the most.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE CHIEF OF AIR STAFF: 
Subject: Additional Offensive Fighters for ETO 


1. On 27 November, General Arnold directed that the feasibility 
of providing 500 additional fighter aircraft to our ETO Air Forces 
for offensive operations (as suggested by Mr. Lovett) be investigated. 


2, We are faced with a critical shortage of fighters in meeting 
present commitments, The shortage of first-line fighter types aggregates 
some 2000 aircraft throughout our training establishment, obsolescent 
types being in current use as a stop-gap measure. It would be impracti- 
cable to provide 500 additional fighters to the ETO forces this winter 
without making corresponding cuts in fighter commitments elsewhere. 
Depriving our Air Forces deployed against the Japanese of these fighters 
could only be accomplished with an extremely adverse effect upon the 
small fighter forces engaged in the Pacific war. Taking these fighters 
from the ZI would compound our difficulties, since an increase of 500 
fighters in Europe would require an increased flow of fighter replace- 
nent pilots to that area, result in a loss of 500 training fighters in 
the U. S., and further reduce our capability of meeting the increase in 
fighter pilot training requirements. The personnel required to man 500 
fighters in sustained operations would aggregate that required for five 
fighter groups with supporting services, unless the additional fighters 
were spread throughout units presently deployed in ETO, We do not possess 
the necessary personnel within the ZI, and, in any case, could not produce 
the trained units this winter. From a personnel and training point of 
view, the only feasible solution would be to place approximately 16 extra 
fighters in each fighter group of the Eighth and Ninth Air Forces. How- 
ever, these fighters would then have to be used in conjunction with the 
normal operations of the Eighth and Ninth Air Forces and our primary 
purpose would be defeated at its outset. Further, General Spaatz has 
already given first priority to basing Eighth Air Force fighter units 
on the continent, but the airfield, communication and logistic situation 
makes this project one of great difficulty, Even if we could make fighter 
aircraft and people available from the ZI, the units could not be based 
on the continent this winter ani thus could not be effectively utilized. 
We are faced here with a very real problem of making bricks without straw. 


3. It is apparent that bringing 500 additional fighters to bear 
against the Germans this winter without prejudice to other urgent 
commitments is not feasible. One commitment, however, might lose its 
urgency provided decision were made to utilize on a large scale stripped 
B=29's, rather than standard B-29's, against the Japanese. Decision 
to strip all of the B-29's for which the lst Fighter Wing is now 


al 
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designated as escort would present us with the use of a complete fighter 
wing consisting of 5 VLR fighter groups. These groups, considering their 
range, might be used effectively next spring in offensive operations from 
bases in the U.K. No other real possibility exists within the AAF for 
providing an additional 500 fighter airplanes to the European Theater within 
the foreseeable future, 


he It is, however, considered doubtful that any additional fighters 
are required for offensive fighter operations against the Germans in view 
of the on-hand potential of 6864 AAF fighter pilots and 5152 AAF fighter 
aircraft in the four ETO-UTO air forces. What appears to be required is 
an increased emphasis on such use of fighters, In this commection it is 
noted: 

a. That the sortie rate of Eighth Air Force fighters compares 
favorably with the world average sortie rate and that Eighth Air Force 
fighters have actually been used in the last six months on many low level 
attack missions. 

b, That the Jeb Stuart type operation, which essentially consists 
of attack on communications to "isolate the battlefield," has been used 

as in the Normandy invasion and as is now ~~ ajected 
ms (with all available AAF and RAF aircraft) for 
the first good stretch of weather. The concept of slashing at commmications 
in rear of the battlefield definitely exists with our European commanders, 
although not entirely to the extent which might be considered desirable. 
It is a notable fact that the most striking applications of this concept 
have frequently occurred as the result of "needling" by this Headquarters. 

c, That such use of Eighth Air Force fighters by General Spaatz 
has only been undertaken when the escort cost to the heavy bomber offensive 
can be minimized in terms of three and four-day weather forecasts. General 
Spaats' principal mission, of which he has never been relieved, is to 
conduct the heavy bomber offensive against Germany. 

ad. That Minth Air Force fighters are divided into the Tactical 
Air Commands which support our field armies and, although no real bar 
exists to massing these forces for deep penetrations of Germany, there 
exists in SHAEF a natural inclination to give each Army commander the 
benefit of the doubt when he demands fighter action on his immediate 
front, This tends to destroy the inherent flexibility of air power, 


5. Quesada's suggestion that we base all fighters in France and 
attack Germany with fighters in pairs is impractical at this time. 
Even without regard to the cost to other operations, both air and ground, 
facilities do not exist to base all fighters on the continent. Further, 
using fighters in pairs within Germany until such time as German fighter 
strength has been dissipated might well result in whittling us down 
to German fighter size. 


6, The maximm use of offensive fighters within Germany in squadron 
formation would, nevertheless, be most desirable this winter, providing 
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the effort is not too costly to other commitments. Our air effort in 
Europe is being employed to the fullest extent possible in terms of 
weather, base facilities, the overall directives under which commanders 
are operating, and the concepts for the use of air which there exist. 
We have presently no radical ideas to offer General Eisenhower or General 
Speats. If we are to give further emphasis to offensive fighter use, 
we can do this only by changing commanders in Europe, changing the 
directives under which they operate, or changing their concepts to 
lessen enphasis on present directives. There is attached for your 
approval a letter to General Spaats which is considered to de the only 
action now feasible or desirable,

MEMORANDUM FOR GENERAL ARNOLD: 


Subject: GAF Capability on the Western Front. 


1. Attached is comment from General Hodges on General 
Spaatz' letter of 5 November, in which I concur. 


2. It is certainly possible for the GAF to concentrate 
for a period of two or three days an effective fighter opposition 
against a portion of our available bomber force on deep penetration. 
There are factors, however, which would tend to prevent such a con- 
centration from resulting in catastrophic losses to us. First of 
these is the very effective "Y" system, which gives us advance warn- 
ing of unduly large concentrations of enemy fighters along the 
penetration route, thus permitting fighter reinforcement of our 
cover in the vicinity of the anticipated point of heaviest enemy 
reaction. A second factor is that e relatively small number of 
fighters can so break up concerted attacks on bomber formations by 
superior enemy fighter forces as to preclude a repetition of such 
losses as were incurred at Schweinfurt where attacking enemy fighters 
were opposed by the defensive armament of the bombers only. 


3. General Spaatz has the tools to reduce to a relatively 
ineffective force the enemy fighter strength when he deemed such an 
effort to be worth sacrificing the heavy bomber effort for a one or 
two day period. By feinting with his heavies and engaging with a 
powerful force of his fightersmemy fighter concentrations which 
become airborne, at the same time attacking on the deck with the 
remainder of his fighters those airdromes which his exceptionally 
accurate intelligence informs him are occupied, he can destroy 4 
sizeable portion of the GAF fighter strength which is operational. 

4%, In conclusion it is anticipated that the GAP has the 
eapability of inflicting sharply increased losses in our bomber 
forces in deep penetration over a short period but that these losses 
would not be unsupportable. Such an effort on the part of the enemy 
would inevitably result in the serious and perhaps final decimation 
of his effective fighter force.

For some months we have been carefully weighing the build-up of the 
German fighter force. We presented our views on this matter in some detail to 
Craig during his recent visit. It has been increasingly evident that the GAF 
was being processed to become a major threat to our deep penetrations, in day- 
light, into Germany. The operations last Thursday, at which time the GAF hit 
our penetration with a well laid plan, and in strength, resulted in an outstand- 
ing aerial victory for our forces. However, this victory was attained because 
of almost perfect fighter cover and because of a fortunate chain of circumstances 
which contributed to the decisive outcome. 


However, I still feel that the build-up of the GAF defensive strength 
is a growing threat. Presently the GAF is using every possible means to attain 
a strength extremely dangerous to our Strategic Forces. The main recent develop- 
ments are: < a 


a. Translation of his long-range bomber forces to fighter forces. 


b. An all-out expansion of his fighter forces. 


c. The development and production of jet type airplanes on the 
very highest priority. 


Perhaps a more important development is the continued conservation 
policy of the GAF. An obvious, critical shortage of oil is met by not operating 
during the increasing periods of poor weather and against our shallow or well 
defended penetrations. Thus it is possible that during our deep penetrations 
we can be hit in force now, and this possibility is constantly increasing with 
the resurgence of the GAF during the winter. This is a point of serious concern 
and may have a major effect on the war should it last throughout the spring. 


In considering our own side of the picture, it must be realized 
that our bomber forces were considerably increased without a corresponding in- 
crease of escort fighters available for strategic use. The ratio between escort 
fighters available and bombers has steadily decreased to the point where it is 
now one to two. While the GAF was preoccupied with the retreat of German forces 
through France, our operations were not too heavily contested. With the present 
resurgence of the GAF and a concentration of fighter strength caused by a steady 
retraction of forces into the German homeland, the present ratio of fighter 
density is entirely inadequate.

We are attempting to meet this problem without changing or inter- 
fering with the present target priorities. Currently, we are moving our 
Micro-Wave Early Warning devices to the Continent in order to effect improved 
fighter control. When the tactical situation permits, the fighters of the 
Ninth Air Force will assist during deep penetrations. Continued classifica- 
tion of oil objectives as number one priority will force the GAF to continue 
his present policy of conservation. Efforts to police the enemy fighter 
strength without jeopardizing target priorities by using our fighters on deep 
penetration sweeps when weather prevents operations of the Strategic Forces 
may also have limited effectiveness. Despite these factors, it is entirely 
possible and may be even probable that the GAF will be able to seriously effect 
our operations on occasions favorable to his operation in strength. 


It is possible to furnish fighter cover of sufficient density in 
operations by both the Eighth and Fifteenth Air Forces on deep penetrations 
by utilizing a smaller bombing force, adequately covered, for the deep penetra- 
tions and using the remainder of the force without fighter cover on perimeter 
targets. However, with the present dearth of good weather, it is most necessary 
that high priority targets deep in Germany be hit with maximum force when 
weather conditions are favorable. Enemy methods of passive resistance, using 
effective smoke screens and heavy concentrations of flak, also indicate that 
priority targets should be hit with maximum concentration of bomber forces. 
The reduction in size of striking forces is a most undesirable solution and our 
inability to furnish fighter escort of the proper density thus seriously inter- 
feres with our ability to accomplish our designated mission. 


Plans are under way for increasing density of fighter cover through 
the establishment of bases near the front line for refueling and rearming 
Eighth Air Force fighters on their return from covering deep penetrations. This 
is a stop-gap solution since the time and effort lost executing this operation, 
coupled with reduced hours of daylight and uncertain weather, result in consid- 
erable inefficiency. 


A permanent movement of the Eighth Air Force fighters from the U.K. 
to the Belgium--Holland area is the only real answer to increasing our escort 
fighter density. At the present time, the difficulties of this move are; 


a. The need for a sufficient number of prepared airdromes suitable 
for the operation of long-range escort fighters. 


b. The extensive communications requirement necessary for opers- 
tional control when adequate facilities sre not available for the activities 
already on the Continent. 


c. The extensive supply problem when communications and supply 
facilities are already overloaded.

When the present front line has moved forward so that the aircromes 
occupied by the Second Tactical Air Force can be vacated, when communications 
have been improved, and when the port of Antwerp is opened, it is expected that 
this move can be executed.

Subject: GAF Capability on the Western Front. 


1. Referring to General Spaatz' letter, 5 November 1944:--The grow- 
ing threat of the GAF is recognized not only defensively as he points out, 
but offensively against our airdromes and communications on the continent. 


2. SE fighters are now at an all time high with 2470,--1920 against 
us, 550 against the Russians. Should an all-out effort be made, possibly 
as many as 1100 could be dispatched acainst a deen penetration by the 8th 
AF. On subsequent days, serviceability would drop sharply, to say 700, 
500, etc. 


3. Offensively the GAF, using fighters and bombers of all types, is 
cepable of blitzing our continental airdromes with as many as 500 SF, 
400 TF and 100 bombers. Since General Speatz' letter was written, a move 
of 5-700 SE to strengthen the ground situation in the west has increased 
the probability of such a blitz. However, this move has decreased the 
threat to 8th AF Pomber missions to around 7-800 SF urless close support 
fighters aré given a dual role. 


4. Numerically the GAF grows stronger. Serviceability for the present 
is high because of inactivity. Fuel accumulated during this inactivity is 
probably sufficient to sustain maximum operations for a few days. The pilot 
situation is healthy from a numerical standpoint, but combat efficiency is 
poor through lack of combat experience of a substential number of new pilots, 
hecause of shortage of capable group and squadron commanders and because of 
the general let-down without recent fighting experience. This should be 
very noticeable to the 8th AF should masses be sent against them; and lack 
of coordination, units getting in each other's way, failure to close, poor 
tactics and poor shooting should result in a field day for our forces.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE CHIEF OF AIR STAFF 


Subject: Readjustment of the Army Air Forces for the 
Post-German Period 


1, The Air Staff action outlined in the "J" Plan (Apendix A) 
for the period following the defeat of Germany will be put into effect 
immediately. The calculation of requirement and procurement schedules 
will be given highest priority. JCS 521/ will be used as a basis, 


2. For purposes of resupply, the ETO and MTO will be con- 
sidered inactive theaters, 


3. Tentative adjustments will immediately be made to pro- 
curement and training programs during the time required for complete 
recomputation of schedules following the "J" Plan procedure, Such ad- 
justments will be based on quick judgment applied to the existing pro- 
curement schedules now available for post—German period in each Staff 
agency. Special effort will be directed to effect the termination of 
production of materiel and equinment not needed in the Pacific theaters, 


4, Facilities required for redeployment of combat groups 
will be recalled from standby and/or transferred between commands as 
required, 


5. Training will continue all students in present phase of 
training until accurate recomputation of requirements can be made. 
Only such personnel as are required to meet requisitions for the Pacific 
theaters will be graduated, 


6. Office of Technical Information will be kept advised of 
the extent of adjustments so that appropriate public announcements will 
be prepared for release,

Subject: Attack on Cernan Civilian “orale. 


This report is briefed from a memorandum which was received 
as an enclosure with e letter from General Anrerson to General Kuter 
concerning verious plane which heve beer envissred with an eye to 
pushing Germany over the brink ty the deliverance of a eatastrophic 
blow aimed at the Cerman civilian morale at the proper psychological 
tine. 


1. At their 222nd (C) “eeting, held on July 5th, the British Chiefs 
of Staff spreed "that the time wight wel] come ir the not too distant fu- 
ture when an sll-out attack by every means st our aisposal or. Cerman civil- 
{an neorele wipht be decisive" anc recommended to the Prime winister "that 
the met od by which such an attack would be carried out should be examined 
and all] possible preparstions mace". 


2, In consultation with the Foreign ‘ffice, “E.R. and an unofficial 
representative of the USSTAF in Europe, the Air Staff hes reached the fol- 
lowing conclusions with regard to the deliverance of such a blow by sir. 


a. Once it is clear to the eneny that his army is facing defeat 
or that political dieunity is ‘eveloping cPitically, our primary object must 
te to influence the minds of the German authorities in such a say that they 
prefer orranised surrender to continued resistance. 


b. Until this final defeat is certain and imminent, it is essential 
that we should devote our maximus effort to attecks on the German war economy 
and or the German Army and its ersential supplies. 


c. Pven in the final crisis, the sost effective method of influenc- 
ing the Cerman High Command may etilli be to direct all our efforts to complete 
the destruction of the Germany Arzy in the field and to exclude every rossibili- 
ty of a final stanc. 


a. There asy however, be 2 moment st which the belance can be tip- 
ped by ar atteck 44rected the morale of the Hirh Compan, the army and the 
civilian poplation ratver then against objectives immediately related to the 
bettie.

It is believed that approximately 42,000 tons of concentrate are obtained. 
The concentrate is shipped to Germany for smelting and refining, 
approximately 11,500 tons of chrome metal. The proposal is to destroy the 
concentrating plants by bombing. 


3. Military Significance of Chores Chrome is principally used for its 
effect upon e stre and ductility and for its oxidation resistance. 


It is a most important element in the production of high quality armament steels. 
Hickel can be substituted in many instances for chrome in a ratio of three parts 
of nickel to one part of chrome. However, GermanyIs nickel supplies ge restrict- 
ed. In certain special instance, tungsten, vanadium and molybdenum may also be 
substituted for chrome. Germany's supplies of these metals, however, are also 
severely restricted. 


4. Requirements, supply and stocks. Enemy requirements are substantially 
in excess of the Balkan output. Allatini mines, plus other 
Balkan production, is the only source of new at its disposal 
since the termination of Turkish shipments. Some 
chrome will be obtained from scrap recovery 
process in the normal industrial pipbiine. Pipeline supplies would « 
adequate for a minigum of three to four months. 


° Ore concentrate is produced at Radusa by crushing, 

The manchinery involved, consisting of jigs and 
comparatively simple. It is believed that only direct 
machinery out of commission. The nature 
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of the recently constructed plant at Skoplje is not known; it may be the 
same as at Radusa. 


6. Reguperability. If the Radusa machinery were destroyed, substitution 
and improvisation would be relatively easy. 


7. Timing of effect on war effort. If the supply of chrome ore were cut 
off, the effect would be felt in steel products at the earliest in four months. 
This is the approximate period which elapses between the concentrating process 
and the appearance of chrome metal in alloy steel. It is clear, however, that t 
the chrome concentrates would not be cut off by, bombing the facilities in 
Yugoslavia. The enemy could transport the crude ore to Germany, transportation 
permitting, where concentrding facilities are available, Thus, the net effect 
would be to impose an additional burden of about 50 tons per day on the rail 
transport from Yugoslavia to Germany. 


8. Goncglusion. The bombing of these plants would have no effect upon the 
Axis production of chrome or chrome steel. The maximum effect would consist of 
placing an additional burden of 50 tons a day on Yugoslavia-Germany rail transpor 
during the period between the destruction and reconstruction of the target plants, 
It seems clear that this effect does not justify any considerable expenditure 
of force, However, if these plants could be eliminated by small force with 
negligible probability of loss, this would constitute an excellent misance 
raid. 


9. Coordination, A-2, FEA, OSS and the U. S. Geological Survey have 
been coneulted for basic data. Facts and conclusions have been discussed with 
Colonel Weckerling of G-2.

MEMORANDUM FOR GENERAL KUTER: 


Subject: Suggested Bombing of Chrome Concentrating 
Plants in Yugoslavia 


1. G2 has suggested bombing chrone concentrating plants at 
Radusa and Skoplje, Yugoslavia, about 300 miles from Foggia, Italy. 


2. FEA estimates that Germany now has on hand approximately 
30,000 tons of chrome concentrate, and that her monthly requirements 
are 18,000 tons. Since Turkey has shut off chrome supplies to Germany, 
4t is estimated that 14,000 tons monthly from the Blakans represents 
Germany's sole source of chrome concentrate, With this supply, unhind- 
ered by bombing, and grating that it could be transported es required, 
Germany will have enough concentrate on hend to meet her present require- 
ments for the Wlance of 1944, and thereafter about 25% less than her 
requirements. 


3, G-2 states that, so far as is known, virtually all the Balkan 
chrome ore is concentrated in the plants at Radusa and Skoplje, At 
present, they have no factusl information on other concentrsting plants 
which Germany might use if these were destroyed, nor ar they prepared, 
at this moment, to estimate the eapability of Axis trenspozt to move 
the raw ore to any other aviilable plants. It is believed that 
unconeentrated ore probably would require roughly four times as mich 
transport as the concentrate. Study of these aspects id continuing, 
and further information should be available within a few daySe 


4. If destruction of the plants at Radusa and Skoplje would have 
the effect of denying Germany the bulk of her chrome supply, they 
should be assigned a target priority somewht above that for the rest 
of her metals industry, because of the greet effect to be achieved by 
destroying these few plants producing the concentrate. If, however, 
thie is not the case, present target priorities should not be disturbed. 
Further consideration should also be given to the time interval follow- 
ing which destruction of these plants would be felt in military opere- 
tions.

1. G2 has suggested bombing chrome concentrating plants at 
adusa and Skoplje, Yugoslavia, about 300 miles fron Fogria, Italy. 


2. FUA estimates that Germany now hae on hand approximately 
30,000 tons of chrome concentrate, and that her monthly recuirenents 
arc 1,000 tons. Since Turkey has shut off chrome supplies to Germany, 
it is estimated that 14,000 tons monthly from the Balkans represents 
Germeny's sole source of chrome concentrate. ith this supply, unhind- 
ered by bombing, and granting Bhat it could be transported as required, 
Sermany will have enough concentrate on hand to meet he present require= 
ments for the balance of 1944, and thereafter about 25% less than her 
requirements. 


3. G2 states that, so far as is known, virtually all the Salkan 
chrowe ore is concentrated in the plants at Radusa an Skoplje. At 
present, they have no factual information on other concentrating plents 
which Germany might uce if theee were destroyed, nor are they prepared, 
at this moment, to estimate the capability of Axis transport to move 
the raw ore to any other available plants. It is believed that 
unconcentrated ore probably would require roughly four times as such 
transport as the concentrate. ‘tudy of these aspects is continuing, 
and further information shoul’ be available within a few days. 


4. If destruction of the plants at Radusa and Skoplje would have 
the effect of denying Germany the bulk of her chrone supply, they 
should be assigned a target priority somewhat above that for the rest 
of her wetals industry, because of the great effect to be achieved by 
destroying these few plants producing the concentrate. If, however, 
this is not the case, present target priorities should not be disturbed. 
Further consideration should also be given to the time interval followe 
ing which destruction of these plants would be felt in military opera- 
tions. 
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5. Pending further study end presentation of more conclusive 
evidence by G-2, it is recommended that action in this matter be 
temporsrily deferred.

BOMBING OF SCHWARZ#ALL 


The Black Forest Region is of relatively minor industrial importance in 
comparison with other parts of Germany, The cities and towns located within 
or adjacent to the Forest contain a number of small industries normally pro- 
du®@ing such items as clocks and instruments and now engaged in the manufact~ 
ure of precision instruments, machine parts and other war materials, but 
none of these plants are of large size nor part of a high priority target 
system, Among the more important of the plants in the Region are the Junghans 
precision instruments works at Schramberg, the Mauser armament works at Obern- 
dorf, the Himmel engineering works at Tubingen and several precision inétru- 
ment factories at Pforzheim, Within the Forest iteelf it is reported that 
ammunition factories, storage depots and other military instellations have 
been constructed at various places, but verified and detailed information 
on such installations is lacking. 


Incendiary bombing of the Black Forest would result in a destructive 
forest conflagration only under unusual conditions of low humidity and high 
winds, Fires under these rare conditions would destroy the timberlands and 
undoubtedly would destroy industrial and military installations in the For- 
est, unless these were located underground, However, it is doubtful if 
forest fires would result in significant destruction of the important in- 
dustries in the Region since these are located in the towns where well or- 
ganized fire protection may be expected. Destruction of the important 
factories would require effective attacke directed against the cities and 
towns. 


Destruction of the Black Foreet by fire would have little effect on 
Germany's war effort in view of the location and limited importance of 
industries in the Region. The loss of forest raw materials would seriovely 
affect the local economy but effects would be long term and felt chiefly 
in the period after the war,

MEMORANDUM FOR U. S. PLANNERS 


Subject: Firing the Schwarzwald 


1. Some years ago, before America entered the War, it was 
suggésted to the British that they set fire to the famous German 
Black Forest. The Germans are proud of this, per se, and they 
also are reported using it for factories, ammunition dumps, hangars, 
and other war purposes. Normally, it contains numberless small 
manufacturing plants capable of war conversion, and no doubt so 
converted, 


2. Whether or not due to the suggestion, the British in fact 
did make said attempt, using it is believed incendiary "leaves", 
Some time afterward the writer contacted an observer who said that 
the attempt was not very successful, 


3. Since that time incendiaries have been improved, and the 
Black Forest is still important to the Nazis in a prestige sense, 
as well as militarily no doubt, As a former conservationist, and 
one who knows the Black Forest from having worked and studied in 
it, the writer wonders whether the time is not ripe to try again. 
The Schwarzwald covers an immense area (1,800 sq. mi,), andis a 
national source of much forest wealth, in addition to camouflage, 
shelter, etc. Not only in the summer are the forests dry, % at 
certain times in Spring and Fall, Therefore, the writer submits the 
suggestion that, when a few planes can be spared from other missions, 
another attempt on the Black Forest be made, with the most suitable 
and effective incendiaries developed since the first raids. The 
time now, before Spring rains start, would seem to be indicated. The 
nature of the extensive forest growth (fir, from the lower mountainy 
spurs up to about 4,000 feet alt.), lends itself to firing, from its 
coniferous and resinous character. 


4. Careful study of reported installations, weather, degree of 
dryness, etc,, would of course have to be made, in order that the raid 
might do a& much "good" as possible in as many ways as possible, both 
to Nazi personnel and hidden installations. Partial destruction of 
this great German forest, in addition, would be an excellent by-pro- 
duct in itself.

MEMORANDUM TO: Assistant Chief of Staff, OPD 


Subject: War Trade Agreements between the Governments of the United 
States, the United Kingdom and Sweden (J.C.S. 716) 


1, I do not concur with the letter proposed to be sent to the Depart- 
ment of State in answer to Mr, Hull's letter dated February 9, 1944. 


2, The net result of our agrangements with Sweden until thie time is 
eas follows: 


Until the fall of 1942 Sweden had continued to receive essential sur- 
plies through the blockade under arrangements made with the Sritish Govern- 
ment, At that time negothations were undertaken by the State Department and 
the Sritish Government to reduce Swedish aid to the enemy, These were pro- 
tracted, and resulted in agreements made around the middle of 1943, During 
that time Sweden continued to receive essential supplies through the blockade, 
whereas very little of value to us came out. 


The arrangements arrived at were essentially as follows: 


a, We were to furnish Sweden essential supplies overseas, ¢.2. 
120,000 tons of ofl annually, and were to permit her to receive other essen- 
tial sup lies from other overseas areas. We were not to receive commensurate 
supplies in return, 


b. Sweden was to reduce her exports to the enemy, but this was to 
take effect essentially only in 1944, This reduction was to be from a base 
largely expanded from normal trade, 


c, Sweden was to stop troop intransit traffic, which was clearly 
in her own selfish interest to do, and reduce enemy intrameit traffic in goods. 


It has now been ascertained that vital elements in these arrangements 
have been so handled by the Swedes as to frustrate the basis upon which made, 
In consequence, although we have continued to permit Sweden to be futnished 
with essential commodities overseas, this has not yet, at this late stage, 
borne real fruit in actual reduction of Sweden's economic aid to Germany. 


3. At the time these arrangements were entered into, I was opposed on 
the ground that Sweden was so subject to Germany that she had no choice but to 
aid the enemy. To supply Sweden was merely to supply a supplier of the enemy. 


The results attained until thie time show that view was correct, since 
after a year and a half Sweden's trade continues Dasically as before. 


4. More important, it now appears, as stated above, that Sweden has 
not loyally observed her engagements. In this she hae merely repeated her

action in the lest wer. On that account the Foreign Economic Administration 
ad the State Department have recently addressed to the british Government 
a request thet a strong protest be sent to Sweden, 


Some heads of the complaints are es follows: 
There has been an excess of iron ore shipments. 


There has been an excess of German insransit traffic ecross 
Sweden to Norway and Finlend, 


There heve been other shipments to enemy Europe in viclation 
of her agreements, such as producer ges unite and means of 
trensport. 


5. How important the Swedish aid to Germany hes been may be shown 
by citing a few instances: 


a. Sweden in 1943 exported te enemy Europe 10,241,737 tons of 
iron ore which wes greater than in any other preceding wer year, and mich 
wes 341,737 tons in excess of the figure to which she hed agreed, 


b,. She has continued to export large and essential amounts of 
wood and wood products which ere of prime importance for Germany's wer in- 
dustry and military operetions. 


c. She hes contimed to export ball and roller bearings, the im 
portance of which is self-evident. Her experts to enemy Europe in 19,2 were 
7,722 tons, This wee more than 3 times more than her exports to Germeny in 
1938. The exports in 1943 in value, moreover, were even greater then in 1942. 
It is steted in the propesed note of protest: "The Allied Governments are 
surptised and diseppointed at the large increases in the value of exports of 
ball bearings, balls and rollers and high speed steel to Germany in 1943. They 
would be greatly interested to learn what steps the Swedish Government took 
to diminish these exports and why they were such a complete failure," 


6. Under these circumstances I feel that Sweden should not be per- 
mitted to receive further supplies overseas until she hes so diminished her 
aid to the enemy as to justify such a course of action. 


7. These overseas supplies are important to the Swedish economy. Swed- 
ish authorities heve reported that for the years 1941-193 Sweden's imports 
through the blockede amounted to 960,900 vons. These imperts, comprising 
essential commodities in short suppl; in Europe, mst Imve greatly aided 
Sweden's ebility to preduce for the enemy. These goods pass through the Cer 
man lines end ere subject to seisure at the enemy's will, If he does not 
seize them, it can only be beceuse he thinks thet the continustion ef the 
treffic is in his interest, The vessels carrying these goods have been bunk- 
ered from sources controlled by us, and heave received ship stores and re- 
peirs, with prierity essistance, in this hemisphere, 


8, I should like to call attention to the fact that under date of 
7 December, 1943, the Secretary of “ar sddressed « letter to the Secretary 
of “tate calling the letter's attention to the desirability of stoppint the 


shipment of ball bearings from ad as «© matter of urgency, 
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9. I should like also to call your attention to the letter of the 
Joint Chiefs or Steff under date of 14 January, 1944, stating that it vould 
be inedvicable from the military point of view to furnich articles from this 
country for the Swecish Air Force. Tie Lepartment of State had urgec that 
these shipments be aade. Hmphasis should te made of the lollowing st:te=- 
ments of the Joint Chiefs of Staif in their letter to the Secretary of State: 


"From e eilitary point of view it is believed that no edvantage 
will accrue to the United Nations as @ result of supplying these 
articles to the Swedish Air Force, 


"ALL Supplies furnishec Sweden, exce hose importec oy air, 
are subject to German control. Cert:in of the articles re jues ted 
cy Sweden are in critical short supply in this coumtry. Muny of 
the sup lies requested would be perticularly valuable to the war 
economy of Germany should it obtain possession of them, either ir 
transit or later." 


10, I do not believe the furniching cr mon-?urnishing of pplies to 
Sweden at thie time will have any effect upon our obtuiming concessions of 
# military neture im Sweden in the event that the course of the war should 
mace that necessary or desirable, Sweden at thet time would act on the basis 
of the military situation end the risks and adv sntages invelve: for her, end 
certainly would give no weight to supplies previously received. 


ll. In my opinion the State Department shoulc ce informed thst it is 
the view of the military authorities that all exports to Swe.en through the 
blockede should be stopped until such time se Sweden has actually so reduced 
her sid to the enemy as to justify further shipments.

Subject: Yamloyment of Allied Air 


I. Statement of the Problem 


It is suggested that the employment of Allied Air Forces be consi- 
dered from the viewpoint of their mst efficient use in relation to 
ending the war with Germeny ty 1 January 1945, end that the establish 
ment of target priorities to that end be reviewed. 


Il. Discussions 


& The principle of strategic bombing involves the selection of a 
target system wiich is within the capability of the available force te 
destroy in a series of sustained attacks a maltiple mumber of targets 
over a protracted period of time. The effects of this type of. bombing 
All be felt throughout the enemy's economic and/or silitery structure, 
not necessarily at once, but in a gredual wearing dow process of the 
target aysten. 


B, With the time factor involved, 1 Jemary, or two wnths ond a 
helf to effect the required results, strategic targets as defined elinin- 
ate themselves with minor exteptions. 


C. Strategic target aystems to be excluded on a priority list under 
the conditions as stipulated are bell bearings, aero and tank engines, 
assembly parts, aircraft component plants, and other specialized tarrets 
the destruction, partial or complete, of which would have little or no 
cumlative effect on German resistance in the tine specified. 


D. Finished oil products are presently reduced te 300,000 tons per 
month to date from a total of 1,400,000 tons per mnth as of April 1944, 
or 25" of the pre-attack level. The German ailitary situation is 
critically effected by this l=ck of fuel gupply. They are, however, 
showing an ernest ond effective capability of rehabilitating refineries 
in the fece of repeated and accurate attack. It is believed that left 
undisturbed, these refineries would in the azgregate, at least materially, 
ease the fuel situation in regard to the German Military. 


& Counter-air force operations are a prerequisite for successful 


Allied air effort. Aircraft component plants have been further diversi- 
fied to the extent that successful air attack is a astter of conjecture,

perticularly with a linitation on favorable weather. Final assembly 
plants, end varticuler ewhasis on selected aimiromes and installations, 
remain the most efficacious method of destroying or neutralizing German 
air effort, 


PF. The two and « half xonth period remaining before Germany must 
surrender prosents a problem for the tactical amloyment of Allied Air 
Forces which will depend on close coordination with, and suppert of 
ground troops, The area concerned, roughly bounded by the Siegfried 
Line on the west, with the fuhr, Rhine Basin and greater Germany on the 
east, does not lend itself to large seale interdiction tactics for the 
following recsonst 


1. On the Hhine there sre 22 rail ani 38 highway bridges, 
mostly of mscive structure, heavily defended by flak. 


The rail net is fer in excess of rail capnsity and of 
great density. 


There ig an sbundenes of rolling steck «nd locostives. 


The normal dense highwey system is supplemented by the 
extensive Autobahn (euver military highway) systan. 


IIT. onclusions 


A. Friority targets to be considered for the Allied Air Forces in 
order to imdanent the surrender of Germany by 1 Jamary 1945 of necessi- 
ty preclude all targets whose destruction will not have an immediate effect 
on Germen sbility to resist, militarily or otherwise. 


B. This automaticaly restricts Allied air effort to a tactical earloye 
ment of its forces with a qualified exeption of ofl, airereft assembly 
Plants, and cirdrome tarects.

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MEMORANDUM FOR THE COMMANDING GENT “AL, APMY AIR PORCYS: 


Subject: Command Organization for the Asores 


I. Discussion 


i. It is essential that there be an early decision as to the command 
organization for the Azores. 


2. It is certain there will be conflicts between the U. S. *rmy Air 
Forces, the U.S. Navy and the Fritish as te priorities in the establish- 
ment and use of existing and future eirdromes, 


3. The Nevy has an interest in these fields both for anti-submarine 
and for Naval Air Transport services, The British who ere already 
established in the Azores have unrestricted use of Lagens so they will 
undoubtedly command that bese. ‘The interest of the U.S. Army in the 
Azores is the establishment of air Transport Command facilities for 
ferrying and transport operations and the operational control of required 
air bases, 


4. In order that the A.T.C. may be unhampered in its operations 
through the Agores, it is essential that the U.S. commander of our air 
bases be a U.S, Army sir Forces officer. 


5. The great prepondersnce of air activity from bases in the Azores 
Will be Army sir Forces ferrying and transport operstions.

The instructions given to you by direction of the President on 16 
October 1943 concerning a request for certain facilities in the Azores for 
our Army and Navy are modified as follows: 

You will use your discretion in the selection of the seperate fecilities 
set forth in the 16 October directive. In your initial interview with Dr. 
Salazar you will request as many of these items as in your judgment may be 
presented without prejudicing the eventual obtaining of all of the items 
listed in that instruction, However, your initial request must include 
authority to move two Aviation Engineer Battalions (armed military con- 
struction unite of about 800 men each) into the Azores; one to aid the 
British in the expansion of the Laegens Field at Terceira for joint British- 
American use and the other to go to any suitable island in the Azores to 
build a large airdrome for American use. 

This modifies the recuirements set forth in sub-peragraphs ¢ (1) and 
gs (2) in the October 16 directive end the requirement for our exclusive use 


of the Laezgens airdrone.

facilities for the Army Air Forces first. 

The Navy is still attempting to show that anti-submarine operations (sea- 
planes and land-based aircraft, surface escort vessels and escort carriers) 
should take priority over A. T. ©. operations.

DISCUSSION 

3. The American Legation dispatch (Lisbon 2911 of December 2) 
states that in Salazar's view a nominal marking of our planes as 
having British status would suffice for the formula to be used to 
cover our activities at Lagens. This could be effected by the 
simple exvedient of adding to the standard U.S. marking, a small 
Britisn flag. Furthermore, 411 U.S. planes and activities at

5. If possible, agreements for the construction, maintenance 
and use of the additional base should be between the United States 
and Portugal. The basic agreement should provide that the United 
States will construct the base for Portugal and that work will 
commence immediately following the selection of an acceptable 
site. There also should be an understanding with Dr. Salazar 
that arrangements for the maintenance and unrestricted use of the 
base by the United States will be made prior to the completion 
of the base, now estimated to be no earlier than May 1944, and 
it then can be determined whether the arrangements should be 
through an extension of the present British agreement or through 
a supplemental agreement direct with the United States, depending

6. The maintenance of the neutrality of Portugal is desirable 
since undoubtedly there would be requests on the United Nations 
for commitments should Portugal be brought into the war.

1. Reference Tab A, in July of 1942, Major General Follett Bradley 
was dispatched to Russia to effect, as part of his mission, arrangements 
for United States survey flights to obtain detailed information as to 
existing establishments in the Siberian area and further, if feasible, 
an extension of the conversations to include joint ani cooperative 
action against Japan. On 6 October 1942, authority was granted to 
General Bradley by Mr. Stalin to make the proposed survey of existing 
establishments in Siberia. 


However, on 24 October 1942, General Bradley was ordered to 
return to the United States for orientation prior to making the survey. 
On 30 December 1942, the President sent a message to Mr. Stalin stating 
that the United States was prepared to assist Russia inthe Fer fast, in 
the event of hostilities with Japan, with an American air force of 
approximately one hundred (100) 4-engine bombardment airplanes as early 
as practicable, provided that certain supplies and operational facilities 
were furnished by the U.5.5.R. He stated that General Bradley would be 
empowered to explore for the United States every phase of combined Russo- 
American operations in the Far Fast, would determ’ ~ the extent of 
advance operations necessary to insure participaticn of U.S. units 
promptly and, based upon his survey, would recommend the composition and 
strength of U.S. air forces to be allocated should the necessity arise. 
The President stated further thet if this offer should meet with 
Mr. Stalin's approval, General Bradley and his party, not to exceed 
twenty members, would depart for Siberia, 


Upon the dispatch of the President's message, the War Department 
acting on the assumption of Soviet approval took immediate steps to 
organise the survey perty. Harever, on 5 January 1943, the President 
received a message from Mr. Stalin to the effect that Russia needs air- 
planes at the Soviet-—German Front, does not need crews for these airplanes 
and is not interested in aid in the Far Fast where she is not at war. 
Then, on 8 January 1943, the President sent another messace to Mr. Stelin 
stating that to send heavy bombers to the Soviet—Cerman Front, other 
then in existing organised units, was impracticable, that the force of 
one hundred (100) bombers contemplated for the Far East in the event of 
Russo-Japanese hostilities would be made available by regrouping existing 
units in the Pacific Theater end that it was again recommended that 
General Bradley's party be allowed to ie Far East. This 
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message was answered on 13 January 1943 substantially as follows: The 
Soviet Union wants airplanes, not bombardment units; such airplanes as 
may be available are desired on the Soviet-erman Front, not in the Far 
East; and an inspection of Russian military establishments by a foreign 
commission does not met with Soviet approval. Upon receipt of this 
message, the War Department decided to abandon the project for the time 
being. 


2. Reference Tab B, as of October 1944, the calculated date of 
Germany's defest, the U.S.A./.F. will have 156 combat croups (4 VH/3, 
62 H/B, 18 L/B, 46 Ftr, 9 Ren and 17 T/c) arraigned against Germany;

Will ‘mssia allow 
U.S. military personnel access to the lussian Ma: itime Provinces, 
Northern Sakhalin and the Kamchatka Peninsuls now so that adequate plans 
can be made for U.S. air operations against Japan from these pleces?

13. The common goal of the United Nations is the defeat of the 
Axis powers at the earliest possible mommt and the establishment of a 
gust and lasting peace. While Russia is not at war with Japan, blows 
struck at Japan are contrituting factors to the defeat of Germany. 
Further, the fact that the defeat of Japan is to iuscia's interest is 
irrefutable. It is not believed that it is now feasible for Japan to 
wage war against Russia. However, the fact that Russia does not want 
to provoke even the possibility of war with Japan is understandable. 
The day will come (upon the defeat of Sermany) when a Japanese attack 
on Sussia will no longer be possible unless Japan decides to comit 
hari-kari. ‘Then, it will be feasible for Russia, without fear of retri- 
bution to grant bases to her allies from which the vitals of Japan can 
be destroyed and the war thus brought to an early end. In order that 
conclusive blows my be struck et Japan proper imedistely Cermmny has 
been defeated, it is necessary that plans of action be worked out in 
deteil now and Russian cooperation to the extent of furnishing fll 
information ss to her sir force establishments within striking renge 
of Japsn is essential to the formulation of these plans. Strong 
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pressure should be brought to bear on our Russian ally to insure that 
this cooperation is forthcoming. 


ITI. Conclusions 


1. That there is mech to be gained by both the United states and 
Russia through a frank exchange of strategic information. 


2, That while the United States is both prepared snd willing to 
bring effective aid to lmssie in the event of hostilities with Jepan, 
detailed informetion as to airdrome snd logistical facilities mst be 
made available to the United States now if the possibility of unfortunate 
delays at a more critical tim is to be avoided. 


3. hat strong affirmative action should be taken by the United 


States to insure that Russian cooperation to the extent indicated above 
ia forthcoming. 


4. Immediate adventage should be taken of destroying vital Ger- 
man industries both by establishing 2 heavy bomber shuttle service 
between the London, Home and Smolensk areas and by coordinating the 
United Nations (U.S., British and hus ian) heavy tomber offensive so 
that all targets in Axis-held Europe can te destroyed as quickly as 
possible. 


5. That the U.S., Great Britein and Russia should establish 
their om maintenance facilities at the terminae of this heav onber 
shuttle service te handle their own eirplanes with the view of bringing 
more pressure to bear on Germany and quickening our ultimate victories.

Studies are being completed of the possible use of the Aleutian 
route for ferrying sircreft to USSR. Preliminary conclusions 
indicate that the evailability of shipping would simplify 
supply problems ami the airport ani air navigetion facilities 
constructed for other militery purposes might be used to re- 
lieve any future congestion on the Fairbenks-Nome route to 
USSR and thus avoid the necessity of "double tracking" the 
airway west of Fairbanks. Radio aids to navigetion already 
installed in the Aleutians are adequate for instrument flying. 
The availability of alternate airports permits landings to be 
made reasonably near destination if the airport at destination 
is closed because of weather. Although fog emi some icing con- 
ditions represent pobential hazards on the route, experienced 
pilots should experience no more delay en! hazards on the 
Aleutian route than on the present route West from Fairbenks. 


.« This route is 6,155 statute miles long.

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b. Fairbanke—[Irkutgk; Fairbenks—-Chite 
These routes are 3,752 miles and 3,447 miles long respec- 
tively. Irkutsk and Chite are important industrial centers 
near the northern boundary of Mongolia. They are elso con- 
venient staging points on potential trans-Siberian air 
routes to Chunking. Both points are on the Trans-Siberian 
Railway. The Joint chiefs of Staff have recomgmemied to the 
Depertment of State that the Soviet Government be requested 
to permit U.S. transport operetions to terminate at one or 
both of these two points if service to Moscow is not accept- 
eble. The scope of Soviet operations over the routes from 
Alaska to Irkutsk and Chite is not known. 


2. Present Capacity of Basic Routes 


The Soviets apparently are prepared to oper: te in excess of 
400 planes per month from Alaska over Siberian routes. It 
ig umerstood that airport communications and weather fore- 
casting facilities along the routes mentioned are adequate 
for current Soviet operetions. How many additional facili- 
ties would be required to support U.S. air transport opera- 
tions cannct be estimated at this time. 


Supply Problems 


Lines of communication in Siberia are not good, Northern 
ports usually are open for only two months of the yeer. The 
chief artery of transportation through the Southern pert of 
the aree are the Trans-Siberian Railroads, the capacity of 
which is understood to be overtaxed at present. A refinery, 
capable of producing aviation fuel, is umerstood to exist 
in the vicinity of Yakutsk, but reports are lacking on the 
quality and quantity of present and potential production. 


4. Adventeages and Disadvantages 


The Trans-Siberian Route to Moscow is the shortest route 
from Washington to Moscow that does not pass over enemy 
territory or so close to it that planes flying the route 
would be in serious danger of enemy attack (as in the case 
of the Iceland-Murmansk and London-Stockholm routes). 


This route has the advantage of being an all lani route 

(the lergest over-water hop is the Bering Streit which is 
less than 100 miles wide). In transport operstions this 

will enable shorter hops which will permit the carrying 

of smaller quantities of fuel ani consequently larger cargoes. 


The Trans-Siberian Route to Chunking is by fer the shortest 
feasible route. The distance from Seattle to Chunking is 
6,600 statute miles as compared with 15,170 statute miles, 
the distance from Miami over the South Atlantic route now 
in use. Even the availability of the Azores would shorten 
the present route be less than 4,000 miles. 
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Flights over the Siberian routes would cross the bounderies 
of only three countries, the United States, Canada end USSR. 
Since operations can be satisfectorily mainteined far enough 
to the West to avoid Canadian territory, only the U.S. and 
the USSR need be involved with the Alsib routes. All other 
currently practicable routes between the United States and 
USSR treverse many boumfleries, the existence of which greatly 
complicetes diplomatic arrangements and supply problems. 


The Alsib routes have certain disadvanteges which include 
extreme cold in winter months and extensive fog ani icing con- 
ditions in the area of the Bering Streit et certain times of 
the year. While these conditions require special precautions, 
they do not present difficulties which cannot be overcome.

1. Studies are continuing of sir transportetion from Alaske to 
meet logistic requirements of AAF operations against Japan 
from any bases available for that purpose on USSR territory. 
Preliminary conclusions:-— 


a. Availability of aviation gasoline along the route will 
be the principal Limiting factor. 


Entirely self-supporting sir transport operstions, in- 
cluding fuel, from Alaska to distant bases would require 
a number of transport aircreft so great as to be imprac- 
ticable in terms of logistics ani results obtained. 


Comparatively limited information now available as to the 
meximm capacity of air routes within Siberia indicetes 
that present aviation facilities should be adequete to 
handle the volume of air transportation movement which 
currently could be operated through or from facilities 
now available in Alaska, excluding consideration of the 
availability of fuel ami with the possible exception of 
radio aics to navigation. 


In the light of production schedules and future alloca- 
tions of transport aircraft to ATC, it is estimated that e 
lerge number of transport aircraft could not be assigned to 
operetions over the Alsib route until sometime after 

Aoril 1944 without drastic curtailment of other ATC routes 
including the AAF program for the India-China cir sup ay 
route. Subject to final C.C.S. decisions regerding India- 
China operations during 1944, it is estimated that 500 to 
1,000 afc transport aircreft could be made evailable for 
Alsib route operations by December 1944. 


Following the collapse of Germany, B-24 bombers could be 
available for Alsib supply operations, although the opere- 
tion of that type in winter presents serious problems 
compared to certain other types which are less affected by 
icing conditions. 
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Any aircraft used on the Alsib route during the winter 
months must be completely winterized end appropriate 
special groumi facilities must be available during those 
months. 


Opereting estimates are given below primarily as examples of 

the great importance of having adequate supplies of aviation 
gasoline along the Alsib route. The C-87 has been used in the 
examples since B-2/'s could be available following the collapse 
of Germany ani their performance is similer to that of the C-87's.

Ferrying Movements:- 


From the start of Lemi-Lease deliveries to USSR through 
23 September 1943 deliveries by air from the U.S. over the 
African-Tehran routes have totalled 571 aircraft. In 
addition, an average of 148 per month during the first & 
months of 1943 were shipped to Basra, assembled at Abaden 
and flown into Russia vie Tehran. 
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Present plans for future deliveries through the en of 
1943 provide for flying 40 A-20's per month from the U.S., 
100 P-40's deck-loaded to Basra and 100 P-39's in November 
and December deck-loaded to Besra. In addition, provision 
will be made for movement of 150 P-39's per month through 
Basra, Abedan, ami Tehran during the winter months in the 
event that it is decided to semi those aircraft by sea in 
stead of by flight delivery over the Alsib route. 


b. Air transport operations by ATC to Tehran are being contin 
ued on the basis of a minimum of one round trip per week 
with additional trips whenever required. It is now planned 
to schedule a minimum of two round trips per week in the 
future and to increase scheduled service as may be required 
thereafter. 


Description of Route 


fhis route has never been regularly flown. It has the ecvantage 
of being one of the shortest routes between Washington end Moscow 
(5,372) miles). At Reykjevik it connects with the existing ATC 
route opersted via Goose Bay (Labrador) and B.W.I. (Greenland). 
The direct route, which crosses Norway slightly north of Nervik, 
would be exposed to enemy interference. By flying aroum the 
northernmost tip of Norway, the distance between Reykjavik and 
Murmansk ig increased from 1,525 to 1,700 miles. It is believed 
thet if the direct route is flown et night or above clouds, the 
risk of enemy attack could be reduced to a minizum. 


Weather 


Weather conditions on this route frequently are unfavorable. 
Regularity of operetions might require the installation of 
weather and radio navigation stations on Jen Meyen Island eni 
Beer Island, as well as at Murmansk and Archangel. Emergency 
airports might also be required on these islanis, although 
Beer Island in particular is exposed to enemy action. 


3. ircraft 


Only four-engined landplanes should be used for regular opera- 
tions over this route. Seaplanes are impracticable for the 
operation because of icing conlitions often encountered in the 
water at the points of take-off ami landing. 


re time 


In August 1942, at the request of General Burns, a study wes 
undertaken of possible air transport operations from Icelani 
to Russia to determine whether any substantial volume of 

sup lies could be delivered during the winter months when the 
sea routes were expected to become inadequate due to weather 
conditions ami enemy action. It was estimated thet in order 


= T= 
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to carry 300 tons of supplies per month from Reykjavik to 
Archangel, a minimum of seven C-87 planes would be required. 
There was no further interest in the operation of the route 
and it is believed that no representations have been made to 
the Soviet government concerning it. 


G. U.S.—UK-STOCKHOLM-MOSCOW ROUTES 
1. Descrivtion of Routes 


This is the shortest (5,072 miles) of all the routes between 
Washington and Moscow considered in this report. ATC at 
present operates a service from Newfoundland to Prestwick. 
British and Swedish services have been operated between the 
United Kingdom and Stockholm, and operations used to be main- 
tained between Stockholm and YWoscow be Swedish and Soviet 
services. Last winter, taking advantage of long nights for 
security, the British flew non-stop to Moscow. 


2. Discussion 


Present disadvantages of these routes include the risk of 
enemy attack and limitations on the character of operations 
over one of them imposed by the neutrality of Sweden. The 
Swedish Foreign Office stated in August 1943 that a courier 
service to the USSR will not be permitted unless a special 
corridor for such a service is established and agreed to by 
both belligerents. Although there have been informal dis- 
cussions with representatives of Sweden in Washington, there 
have not yet been any complete studies of the routes, plans 
for ATC to operate over them, or negotiations wita the Soviet 
government concerning them. 
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FROM OR THROUGH USSR TERRITORY 
NOTES :— 


According to present production schedules ami allocation of 
transport aircraft to ATC during 1944 and 1945 and pending 
final J.C.S. end C.C.S. decisions relative to the AAF program 
for the defeat of Japan, it now appears that as of 1 Jamery 
1945, ATC should have available 1,200 to 1,700 transport air- 
ereft for use on China sup ly routes. For current planning 
purposes these aircraft are considered as a ®pool® which 
could be used for any routes in the Far Eastern Theater. 


Following the defeat of Germany, it is probable thet there 
will be a very lerge number of B-24 bombers «vailable for use 
es "Tankers" and, if conversion is practicable, as dry cargo 
transports. 


It does not now appear that the mmber of transport aircraft 
which will be evailable during the winter of 1944-1945 can all 
be operated on the Indie-Chine air route because of limited 
harbor am cround communication systems in India, The limite- 
tions of this route also apply to the B-24's which may be avail- 
able during the same winter, 


In view of the ebove, it has been evident that additional air 
routes must be made available in order to operate the number of 
trensport-type aircreft which will be available in the future 
for supply purposes connected with the program for the defeat of 
Japan. Although it is possible thet Burma or other areas in 
Scutheastorn Asia may be aveileble for additional air routes, 
studies have been completed regerding air supply routes through 
or from "SSR territory into Chim. These routes are summarized 
below ami shown on the atteched chart, 


This route is 1,605 miles long which is too great a distance 
to permit available types of aircraft to carry cargo to 
destimetion ani return without refueling in Chima. Conse- 
quently fuel must be made available et staging points ani 
transported to them from the railheed at Alma Ate by ground 
transportation, or else be produced through improvement of re- 
fineries in the oil fields near Urunchi and in Kansu Province, 


If the Urunchi-goviet ground communication systems to Alms Ata 
are inadequate or involve too greet a delay, the air supply 
route might originate at Abacan ami operate through Alma Ata 
into China. 


Although the Soviet government had been umlertaking to deliver 
certain supplies into China by ground transportation as far 
as Hami, where the Chinese were expected to provide onward 
transportation, it is umierstood that the project 
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has been larwely abandoned vy the Soviets for reasons of 
policy. This may indicate thet the seme policy vowld be 
epplied to sny supplementary air Le through the sase 
eres whether or not operstions : % be undertacen by ATC, 
by the Soviets, or by CNAC or cther Chinese air services.

Willkie Mission:- Following General Bradley's flight from 
Tehran to Moscow, the Soviet goverment authorized the 
Willkie mission ATC 0-87 to fly over the seme route eerly 

in September 1942. Efforts by the Ambassador ami by Generel 
Bradley to obtain authority for the Willkie mission to re- 
turn via the Alsib route obtained no results until ur. Willkie 
personally requested Stelin for permission, which wes granted 
soon theresfter. The Willkie sission C-87 returned vie Chine 
smi the Alsib route em! wee the first U.S. allitery aircraft 
to fly over thet route. Theresfter, General Bracley was 
euthorized to return to the U.S. via the same route. 


r spec m ong, following those alrexdy mentioned, 
were authoriz out of Russia vie the Alsib route. 
These included the Davies ani Burns missions. 


Nestbount special mission flights have not yet been author- 
ized by the Soviet goverment, although the delivery flight 
to Moscow of the American Asbessador'g airplane, a Navy C-47, 
wes permitted to enter Russia over the Alsib route.

Preliminsry negotiations regerding the Alsib route are 
summarized, in part, in connection with the above outline 


of special mission flights. Since this report is primrily 
concerned with sir transport em! air ferrying routes, no 
more than this reference is made to coumumicetions between 
the U.8. and Soviet Governments relative to the possibility 
of U.8. heavy bombers ami other combet eircrsft using bases 
in Soviet territory for operetions egainst Jepan - a possib- 
ility thus far rejected by the Soviets. 


The American Ambassa‘or at Moscow umlertook at every scssible 
op ortunity to bring up for discussion with the Soviet Govern 
went the question of improved American transport service to 
Moscow via the trans-African - Tehran route ami via the Alsib 
route, It was not until May 1943 that any favorable interest 
on the pert of the Soviet Goverment could be noted. Ine 
dispateh of 14 May 1943 Ambassador Standley reported that 
the previous evening he had discussed the metter of improving 
sir communications between the U.8. andi USSR with Molotov. 
Following mention of the Tehran route (outlined in greater 
detail below), the Ambessador discussed at length the Alsib 
route ami reported that Molotov admitted the route hed prac- 
ticable possibilities ami that he cromised to have Soviet sir 
euthorities study the matter. The Ambassador again reported 
to the Department of State his own belief that the esteblish- 
ment of more regular ani rapid air communications between the 
two countries is of the grestest importance in furthering a 
common war effort and also as a means of producing closer 
collaboretion in postwar planning. 


On 2 June 1943, the Ambassador reported that on the previcus 
Gay he hed again discussed with Molotev the subjects of his 
previous conversation. Molotev referred te the benefits of 
some form of definite egreenent eam! suggested that the agree- 
ment should set up an American-Soviet company ono "Joint® 
basis for air service between the U.S. ami USSR vie Africa 


-l2- 
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ami Iran, the arrangements umier the agreement epperently to 
be @long lines similer to the former Deruluft Company, which 
used to operate between Germany emi USSR. The Ambassacor 
pointed out the difficulty of umiertaking commercial service 
through Africa at present ani egain raised the question of 
the Alsib route. Wolotov stated that the question of an 
egreement covering the Alsib route had not previously arisen 
but thet his Government would be disposed to consider any 
definite proposal submitted by the American goverment. 
Molotov «greed to the difficulties being experienced over the 
Tehran route. The Ambessacdor recommended to the State Depart— 
ment thet he be provided with concrete proposels. 


On 7 June 1943, the Ambassador egain cabled the Department of 
Stete ami strongly recommended, in view of wertime necessities 
am the »ostwur possibilities of the Alsib route ani the fact 
thet it did not traverse foreign territory, thet the U.8. 
make a proposal to the Soviet Government for the establish- 
gent of scheduled air service over thet route. Officials of 
the State Department called two meetings of representatives 
of interested goverment departments to consider a reply to 
the Ambessedor ani then decided to refer the matter to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


In @ communication to Admiral Leehy of 30 June 1943, the 
Aseistant Secretary of State, Mr. Berle, asked for the views 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff ani called attention to the fect 


that this was the first time our goverment hes been able to 
obtain an encoureging expression from the Soviet goverment 
with respect to air transportetion over the Alsib route. He 
further stated that the Department of State fully sup orted 
Ambassador Standley's recommeniation "in view of the possible 
militery, strategic, ami commercial significance of this route, 
not only for the present but for the future as vell*. 


Based upon the reply of 31 July 1943 from the Joint Chiefs of 
Steff (J.C.8. 392), on 5 August 1943 the Department of state 
cebled to the Ambassador reporting J.C.8. concurrence on the 
following principal points; 


&. J.C.8, consider there would be distinct militery advan 
tege in an agreement to permit American air transport 
operations on the besis of at least one rounmi trip per 
week between Seettle or Fairbanks ani Moscow over the 
Aisibd route. 


U.8. militery authorities ere now prepared to cpernte 
such a service. 


If the State Department fimis it necessary ami desirsble 
to offer reciprocal privileges, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
have no military objection in permitting the Soviets to 
improve their present air transport service to Pairbanke 
or to extemi it to Sesttle over a route West of ali 
Canadian territory. 


Schedules of the two services should be balanced as to 


trip frequencies. Technical details should be left to 
arrangements between the operating services. 
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If authority to operste to Moscow can not be obtained 
then the agreement should permit American service at least 
as for as Irkutsk or Chita. 


The Department of State adied that it fully concurred in the 
Ambassador's views, as expressed in his cable of 7 June 1943, 
end emphasized to him that, although the present proposal 
releted to military transport, it would represent a first 
important step toward postwer commercial services between the 
two countries. (The Ambassador wer awere thet any Americen 
operetions to Irkutsk or Chita not only would be of great 
current ami future value regarding U.S.-USSR relations, but 
also would be « steo toward ultimate extension into Chin.) 


On 13 August 1943, the Ambassedor reported that on the previous 
evening he had presented e formal note to Vyshinski outlining 
the proposels contained in the Department of State’s cable of 
5 August 1943. Vyshinski referred to "technical difficulties" 
but the Ambassador informed him that the U.S. government was 
submitting the proposal in the hove thet, in the very nesr 
future, there might be initiated negotiations on the subject. 
Vyshinski steted thet the proposal would be taken umler ad- 
visement. 


D. Negotiations Reg-rding Tehran Route 


l. 


Toward the emi of 1942, American air service to Tehran was 
abandoned following the militarization of the Pen Americen- 
Africa Company which hed been maintaining a minimum service of 
one round trip weekly between Cairo ani Tehran. Ambassador 
Standley reported to General Arnold that the abarmioment of 
the service was having an adverse effect on reletions with 
the Soviets, especially since the only rempining air connection 
between the U.S. ami USSR vin the Africen route was being 
provided by the British quasi-militery, quasi-commercial ser- 
vice of BOAC which was operating American transport planes 

to Tehran. As a result of the Ambassador's protest, ATC 
umerteook and has contimed to maintain ea minimum of weekly 
service to Tehran. The Russian service from Moscow did not 
waintain regulsr schedules ami connestions with the ATC, ani, 
as a result, the through service was so bad that the Ambasse- 
dor frequently suggested tc the Soviet government that ATC 
should be permitted to extemi its route to Kuibyshey and to 
Moscow. 


In a cable of 14 May 1943, the Ambassador emphasized the 
unsatisfactory air service between Tehran am! Moscow ami agein 
proposed thet the American service be extended, but Molotov 
denied the need for any regular service on thet route ani 

ad ed that, if the need became apperent, any improvements to 
the service would be umierteken by the Soviet Government, 
Molotov suggested, however, that some definite agreement be 
reeched regerding the connecting air services et Tehran. 


On 2 June 1943, Ambassador Stamiley reported concerning a 
further conversation with Molotew during which Molotov sug- 
gested thet a written agreement should set up a joint Ameri- 
can-Soviet company, apparently along the lines of the former 
Deruluft Company which operated before the war between 
Germany ami USSR. The joint company would operste the air 
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service between the United States and USSK visa Africa eni 
Iran. The Ambsesador steted that he would ask hig Govern 
ment to submit definite -roposals but thet it might be 
difficult at the present time to inaugurate commercial ser- 
vice over that route. 


Officials of the State Department, in consultetion with offi- 
cers of the Air Steff ani of ATC, prepared ani dispatched in 
June to Ambassador Steniley an agreement cesigned to improve 
the connecting services at Tehran between ATC ani the Soviet 
operations to Moscow. The sgreement related entirely to 
traffic matters ani included such proposals as definite 
schedules on a basis of at Least cne rouni trip per week, 
connections et Tehran on specific deys, official transporta— 
tion only, reservetion of « specified amount of space on the 
connecting aircraft, etc. 


Ambassador Standley submitted the proposed agreement to the 
Soviet Gove nment which has kept it unjer edvisenert. 


E. British Air Service Into Russie 


l. The BOAC air service operated during the long nights of the 
1942-1943 winter from England to Moscow. In late April ani 
early May 1943, it was reported publicly that BOAC wae over- 
ing ite service from England to Moscow via North Africa ani 
Tehran (which wae understood to be a transfer from the direct 
route st leest until the next winter). 


Ina cable of 14 May 1943, Ambassador Staniley reported that 
he had discussed with Molotov the proposed establishment of 
British air service to Msccow via the Neer East. Molotov 
replied that the British ani the Soviets had been unshle to 
reach any definite agreement and that the Soviets had not 
been shle to obtain a cleer picture of what the British had 
in view. Thereafter, there was a oublic announcement by the 
Soviet Goverment thet the British were not being authorized 
to operate any air transport service into USSR nor hed any 
such service been authorised in the past. 


Although the British did make a few flighte from Tehran to 
Moscow during 1943, they ere reported to have been nore in 
the meture of special missions than scheduled service ani no 
regular service is now opersting. The British are bringing 
ineressing pressure to bear toward obtaining approval for 
reguler British sir transport operations to Moscow. 


et Te 


As general beckgrounmi, British controlling influence is exer- 
eised over Southern Iran and Soviet controlling influence is 
exercised over Northern Iran. The two areas of influence ere 
separated by a district of joint control, which includes 
Tehran. Qualeh Morgeh Airport formerly wes used ani controlled 
primerily by the British, who denied its use to the Soviets in 
a manner ani to an extent reported to have caused the Soviets 
to enter the property with such force as to reverse the situ- 
ation. As a result, the use of Qualeh Morgeh Airport was 
virtually denied to the British, forcing them to move their 
aviation activities to Mehrabad Air; several miles awey.

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During 1942, Pan pmericamAfrica, « subsidiary of Pun American 
Airweys, operated # fixed minimum schedule of one roum trip 

per week between Cairo, verious intermediate points, eni Tehran, 
with such additional frequensy as ocessionally wes required. 

The GQualeh Morgeh Airport wes used by that service eni availcble 
informetion indicates thet no dizficuities were e» perienced by 
Pan American caused by lack of good-will or normal cooperation 
on the part of the Soviets. 


American air transport service to Tehran cessec following the 
ailiterization of Pan Anmericen-Airice in the fell of 1942. For 
severel weeks, the only reguler service to Tehran was provided 
by the British quasi-silitary, quasi-commercial operstions of 
BOAC. As @ result of recommendations from the American Ambessa- 
dor to Moscow, ATC re-opened gmerican transsort service to Tehran 
on the same besis of capecity ani frequency 55 the former Pen 
Americsn-Africe service emi using the same Queleh Morgeh Airport 
es the northern terminel. 


The Soviet air transport service south to Tehren has contimied to 
operste without fixed schecules, but with an increasing frequency 
which is reported to have oreduced imorcved connections with ATC. 
Ag outlined sbove in this report, negotiations with the Soviet 
Government have become more concrete since Way 1943 on the subject 
of the extension of ATC operetions Worth to Kuibyshev or HMoscov, 
or, failing in that objective, tne improvement of connecting ser- 
vice arrangements with the Soviet operations at Tehran. 


On 15 September 1943, General Connolly, €.G., Persian Gulf Service 
Command, reported thst his efforts nad continued since Mey to 
obtein vernission from the RAF to use Mehrebed Airoort for AAF ent 
ATC sircreft, since, although the Soviets ere willing to assist 
in every way possible, the Qualen Morgeh Airport frequently has 
been congested, langusze difficulties exist there, am various 
technical problems ani requirenents may not be solved adecusately 
at the Soviet base as compared to the British base. General 
Connolly further reported that RAF representstives et Cairo, 
Baghded, emi Tehran are willing to permit the American services 
to use Mehrabed, but that the British Air Ministry in Lonion 
considers it would be to the best interests of both the U.S. ani 
the British to have the American operetions remain et the Boviet 
controlled base, to ghich end the Air Ministry had suggested the 
U.S. request Moscow for edditional facilities et the Qualeh Morgeh 
Airoort. General Connolly pdded nis ooinion thet the British Air 
Ministry was concerned primerily with oostrer British commercial 
aviation rights at the Qualeh Morgen Airport, elthough American 
operations there would not in any way protect British postwar 
commerciel interests. Gensral Connolly recoumenmied that strong 
action be teken to obtain British evoroval for the transfer of 
American operations to the British controlled Mehrabed Airport. 


Conferences between representetives of OPD, Air Staff Plans, end 
ATG concerning Generel Connolly's recommemiation resulted in egree- 
ment thet it would be imdviseble to take any action towerd with- 
drawing from the Soviet base et Tehran «t a time when negotiations 
ere pemiing in Moscow locking towerd closer cooperation between 
american ami Soviet sir services, end when important conferences

4. The Russians will probably request an additional 100 P-63's or 
P-39's per month if we fail to contime the commitment of the 100 P-40's 
2 month they ere now receiving. Our production of the P-39 which is 
scheduled to taper out in January, February and March, and the lag in 
production of the P-63 will not permit such an allocation. The Army Air 
Forces Flying Training Commend has a requirement for P~40 airplanes in 
excess of planned 1944 production. 


5. If we sre forced to allocate additional fighters to the Russians 
over and above the 250 P-39, P-63 (on U. 5. and U. K. account) airplanes, 
the P-47 type is the one airplane where such allocation will hurt the 
least. We sre in a position to make a counter offer of 100 P-47's per 
month in lieu of the P-40's. (The Russians have three F-47's now in 
process of delivery that were allocated for test purposes that have been 
accepted at the factory tut as yet have not left the U. S.) 


6. We can, if necessary, continue the B-25's at the rate of twenty-

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PRINCIPLES TO BE EMBODIED IE THE AIR FLAN

The prineiples te be embodied in the air plan for the use of gas 
are set forth in the paregrephs which follow. 

l. Surprise. The principle of surprise is of paramount importance. 
To obtain the neximum results from the use of gas, the enemy must be 
struck without warning. If he is expecting such an sttack and is pre- 
pared to withstend it, part of the intense and widespread effect is 
lest. The icportance of surprise is so great that an operation, to be 
successful, mst be specifically planned to secure surprise action. 

2. Seale of Effort. It is essential that the initial effort be 
overthelaing in intensity and thet it be continued unremittingly for « 
sustained period in order to complete the initial disorganization of the 
enemy ami to deny him the ability to recover from the surprise effect. 
Selected critical enemy objectives must be #0 thoroughly covered that ell 
organised resistance will be eliminated, Oround and nsval forces mst 
follow up the attack and secure and hold the objectives. The plan 
should contemplate the use of all availeble aircraft tothe maxima 
practicable extent during the initial fifteen-day "gas blits". Duriag 
this peried, in order to secure the greatest striking power, it will be 
necessary to increase to & maxiaum the number of missions flown. On 
the basis that 100% of the Ur plane strength in the theater is operational, 
150% of mormal missions should be achieved during the fifteen-day pericd, 


flying at least 75% with ges ond the remainder HE. The follewing basis 
should be established: 


&. Heavy bombers fly 100% bombing missions (50% vesicant and 


530% nonpersistent). 
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fly 9O% bombing missions (50% vesicant 
end 50% nonpersistent), 10% spray missions, 
c. Light bombers fly 70% bombing missions (75% vesicent 
and 25% nonpersistent), 30% spray missions, 
a. Fighter and fighter—bosbers fly 70£ bombing missions 

(100% nonpersistent), 301 spray missions. 

3. Gay. The day on which gas warfare starts may result from 
any one or more determining causes. The issue may be forced on us st 
any time because of necessity for retaliation agsinst Japan on account 
of prior attack against Chine, against the British, or against cur 
own forces. Thus, it is indiceted thet we should bring ourselves to 
@ state of readiness at the earliest practicable date. 1 duly 1944 is 
designated at G-—iay, On that date the airplane strength inthe 
Pecific theaters will have reached the high point contemplated umier 
current allecation schedules unless the unexpected capitulation of 
Germany resulte in am augmentation of this strength due to the release 
of bombardment groups committed to the European Theater. ld an 
*ineident* precipitate G-day at an eerlier date, the sexime decree 
of preparedness allowed by the intervening tine must have been resched.

ILLUSTUATIVE USE OF CHEMICALS BY SUNsRCTURAL 


ATTACK 08 TARAEA 


inireduction 

Over 3,000 tens of high explosive munitions vere used agnizst the 
island of Betic (Tarawa), which is less than one square aile in area 
and which was defended by about 4,000 Japenese Imperial “arines. De- 
spite the intensity of this bombardment the island was taken only eter 
a four-day battle by landing forces end at the expense of nearly 4,000 
American casualties. 

Data on the expenditure of high explosive munitions in the atteck 


on Retio have been published in releases from Tarawa, In the boubard- 


ment of the eneny fortifications on the mall 540-ecre island, 2,200 


tons of shells were fired from navel guns, Aireraft dropped 700 tons 
of bombs on the target area, including many 2,000 pounders, and strafed 
the target with one zillion rounds of 50 caliber explosive bullets. 
This weshandaent represents « tote] expenditure of about 3,150 tons of 
FE munitions on an area of less than one square mile, slthough the per- 
centage of FE which setuslly landed in the target eres or gave direct 
bits on materiel objectives is unknown and sey be relatively small. 

Rowever, in spite of this heevy expenditure of Hi, the lending 
teams encountered ferocious fire from Jep batteries, many of shich 
were little affected by the bosbing end shelling. 

Risenesion 

This seetion outlines shat aay be anticipeted from the use of 
munitions filled vith eusterd in the sane tactics] situation. 

On the tesis of the demonstrated effects of mustard vapor on san 
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under tropical conditions, it can be anticipated that the use of 900 
fone of 100 1b bombs filled with susterd would kill or redder stretcher 
enses practicclly the entire eneny garrison, At the end of sout four 
days under the prevailing ‘temperature conditions the agent vould be 
sufficiently diselpated to permit secupation of the feland by ovr troops. 
It te antioipated that our Sorces would be able to land with little or 
ne opposition from the eneay and at the cost of slight casualties from 
residual wustard contagzination. 

an expenditure of 900 tons of standard 100 1b bombs filled with 
mustard (MZ7A2) over an island such as ‘etic would lay down 8 ground 
contamination which would be of the ordér of twenty-five tines the sini- 
mum ground contamination known to yield casualty producing concentre- 
tions of mustard vapor in a terget area. ‘this suggested munition 
expenditure is less than ene-third of the I tonnege setually exployed 
at Betic end is purposely bein. made excessive te err on the side of 
se’ety. 

Per considering the effects of such « bomberdment on the sen in 
the ares, specifie reference can be made to Pield Experizent fo 141 
earried out on the cpen terrain of the Suffield Experimente] Stetion in 
July. The amount of sucterd used in that experiment was one half pound 
ef sustard per square yard. The 900 tons of UL7A2's ower the 540 acres 
of Letio would alse represent the use of shout 0.5 lb of mustard per 
square yard. In the Suffield experizent a group of sen in normal battle 
dress, but protected by respirators end iapregnated shorts, were ex- 
posed in the contasinated ares for a brief peried of thirty minutes 
starting about three quarters of an beur after the sustard wae dis- 


persed, ‘The vapor dosage from this linited exposure was sufficient to 


render every wan in the group & severe casualty due to vapor burns on 
the unprotected areas of the body. Several of the nen required 
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WOM Cis 
hospitelisetion ‘cr 27 days. It can be stated thet exposure of the 


sen in the tarzet srea Cor somechet longer than thirty minutes would un- 
doubtedly have preved ‘atel. 

The total custard vapor dosage produced during the first 48 hours 
in the Suffield experiment was sore than ten times the dosage te shich 
the stove men were exposed. These dosages vere chtained under econdi- 
tions of temperature (80° *) end relative humidity (21£) at Suffteld 
which were less favorable for rusterd attack than those prevailing in 
the Torawa aren, The daytiue temperntures {n the Gilbert slends are 
arcuné 90° F and the relative busidity is over 607 during zost of the 
year, under which conditions susterd wapor is at ite ceximum efticiency. 
The wind velecities are ‘avorably acderate, averaging 6-10 miles per 
hour, although mustard ges vepor will be just as efcective under sonme- 
whet higher vind velocities. 

The degree of protection afforded ty the fortificstions saetuelly 
eneountered on Detio cannot be sceurstely assessed in terns of present 
data. It is, however, believed that they would not afford defense sgeinst 
the doange of mustard vapor from these beavy greund concentrations, if 
thie judgment {2 correct, the persistent vapor vould gradually penetrate 
through the cun ports and other openings of the alsost rE -inpregrabdle 
pillbexes snd blockheuses, te vroduce within then destructive coreentra- 
tions of mustard vapor; the process of penetretion would take place 


over 24 or £8 hours. Added to the skin effects would be the lung and 


eye injuries te be protuced by the ineviteble oceasional removale of 


the rescirators in this hot snd humid elimste. It is impossible, on 
the basis of tests, for personne] te weer aasks for a period greater 
then 12 to 24 hours under tropics] conditions. Uamsging vapor concen- 
trations would persist in the area well beyond 24 hours. 

Ae in the ectual Betio eperstion, the avemues of escape from the 
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feland would be covered by fire from forces landed on unconteminated ad- 
jecent islends or by neval er sireraft action, lNeval end air forces in 
the sree vould set to vrevent landing of reinforcements by the eneny if 
attenpted. 

Tt ean be stated thet there ie a high protability that >one of the 
4,©0D trapped enemy troops on an island euch as betio would be espable 
of fighting at the end of 46 hours after the meterd attack and that 
large propertion or pereent would be dead or would be eriticelly burned 
atretcher cases three days after the initial bombardment. In other 
words, there is a high probability that sustard is a auch acre ¢fficient 
weapon for thie operetion than ‘EL, 

It would appeer, therefore, that the use of custard againet the ene- 
my garrison on thic tropical ‘sland sould have accomplished the misaion 
with a gross expenditure of epproxinately one-third the weight of the 
punitiens used and «t the cost of wery fow casunltices to eur forces. 

During this period cur lending forces would wait in the vicinity 
and vould plan to appreach the island on about the fifth or sixth say, 
at which tige the enesy garrison sould bo prostrated and the major cuan- 
tity of the sustani dissipated. 

The landing forces would be equipped with our permeable protective 
clothing, ointment, and respiraters to miniaisae the becerd from the re- 
sidval cortamination. It is anticipated that cur troops sight saffer 
occerional ceanalties (hospital cases, not ¢eathe) fres susteré in bomb 
craters, but these casualties would b+ insignificant compared to those 
recorded for the actual operation in the battle for letio island. As 
a final point, it is to be noted that cur casucities fros «usterd vould 


all recever completely and resdy Sor combat duty.

MEMORANDUM FOR GENERAL KUTER: 


Subject: MAAF Ground Support Efforts of 12 October 1944 


1. Regarding CM-IN 12842 on page 276 of the current iog, CCS 520/6 
(Directive for Control of the Strategic Bomber Forces in Europe) under 
the paragraph Direct Support states: "The direct support of land and 
naval operations remains a continuing commitment upon your forces. Upon 
call from the supreme commanders concerned either for assistance in the 
bettle or to take adventege of related opportunities, you will meet 
their requirements promptly". Under the heading Attacks in Support of 
the Russian Armies, CCS 520/6 further states: "attacks in support of 
operations by the Kussian armies should be delivered as prescribed from 
time to time by the Combined Chiefs of Steff." 


2. In this case, several questions arise: 


a. Has Generel Speatz delegated to General seaker the authority 
to make the decision when requests for support of ground action are 
mede by SACMiD? 


>. Were the attacks in Hungary mounted on call from the Russians 
or did they just happen to be in tue area lying in the patho of tne 
Russicn advance? 


c. If they were on call from the Russians, what wes the 
procedure followed? 


3. Heference your query “what to do about it?", it is recommended 
that the attached cable be dispatched. 


(Note: General Eaker's messege has been passed on to Colonel Rex Smith 
for use in the public relations field in line with our policy that the 
public know now our air effort is being expended and is responsible ina 
large measure for the advance of our ground forcee.

Our sir trans- 
portation fucilitics and those of the British had to be reetricted to use 
of aircraft to carr personnel and cargo connected sith militery opera- 
tions.

(Submitted oy ComPhilblant)

Bombing Missions 


The outline air clan for-operation HUSKY presented by the Air 
Staff at Headquarters Force 141, dated 3 April 1943, and the Northwest 
African Air Plan for Operation HUSKY made little or no provision for the 
conduct of bombing in direct suvport of the Landing Forces. During the 
first day of the amphibious stage no requests for bombing of enemy posi- 
tions were made by the 45th Division, During the second “sy numerous air 
attack and bombing requests were made. Some were fulfilled by naval fun- 
fire, others were refused by the ZII ASC, No bombing requests were ful- 
filled, The omission of this valuable augmentation of naval and army gun- 
fire might well be disastrous in future operations. It is strongly recom- 
mended that a contingent of naval aircraft, carrier or shore based as 
appropriate, be furnished, 


2, Zighter Cover 


The fighter cover provided on D, D plus one end D plus two, was 
adequate in number but ineffective in action to prevent repeated enemy 
air forays. 


Pighter Directors 


The Fighter Mrectors brought from the U.S. Army Air Force sthool 
of Applied Tactics were highly capable and effective, They satisfactorily 
controlled the Air Cover of adjacent headquarters ships when such ships 
air controls broke down or were ineffective as well as maintaining con- 
tinuous control of the Cent Air Cover. 


4. Spotting 


Spotting by cruiser aircraft was prompt, accurate an‘ continuously 
available to naval gunfire. ; 


5, Reconnaissance 


Réconnaissance over land was continually an embarasement, 
The retention of control of reconnaissance flighte by headcuarters 
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not in the immediate zone of action deprived ground commanders of prompt 
and vital intelligence at critical times, 


Reconnaissance over sea was effective in that no enemy sea 
action took place, It is presumed thst sdequate air sea reconnaissance 
was vrovided in such areas as might do the greatest good. Neither air 
reconnaissance nor radar reporting stations gave warning of any enemy eir 
movemente from Sardinia, 


6. Screening 


Anti-Submarine screening was adecuate, The screening planes 
were on station in accordance with plans but constituted a mental hazard 
by not showing IFF, The peace of mind of commanding officers of convoys 
and ships would be considerably bettered if corrective action is applied, 
positively andi quickly, in this regard. 


7. Smoke 


Smoke as a weapon of defense was used only once and then it was only 
partially effective. 


8. Commnoications 
Air Liaison 


The assignment of a frequency to the ship-shore net within 
ten kilocycles of the Air Liaison frequency was a source 

of considerable mitial embarrasement, Despite this inter- 
ference commmications, by and large, were highly satis— 
factory. The Air Liaison net at times served as the only e 
effective means of contact between the Ground Force units 
and the USS ANCON. 


The unfortunate conception of aircraft control obtaining 
in the Air Forces rendered the VHF radio equicment in Air 
Liaison Parties quite useless, 


The use of voice radio in the amphibious stage of the opera- 
tion to send long code messages, reading each letter by its 
cull name, is considered a misuss of voice radio, The code 
e*oup messages could have been sent more quickly by key. 

This was keenly felt, in that, important short intelligence 
reports, air requests and reports were delayed or clocked out 
by the interminable code groups,

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Each Division should have an Air Liaison frequency 
assignment sufficiently separated ae to insure positive 
reception, 


The “CR-193 and SCRe5l1 were adecuate to their intended 
uses, Certain changes will be required to make water-proof- 
ine more efficient and to correct material deficiencies noted, 


Communications were excellent, 


Air Support Party of the XII Air Support Command functioned 

as a link between the XII Air Support Command ani the Air 

Force control station rather than a link between Ground and 
Forcee. 


> Air support Party assigned to the 45th Division was 
in operation at the 45th Division Command Post during 
time when the Navy Air Liaison Farties were attached to

No control over fighter patrol was delegated to the CHIT attack 
Force, No bombers were oncall, No fighter protection to spotting planes 
was provided, This method of air control was so foreign to J,S, Neval 
practice as t> create a feeling of uncertainty ani detachment as regards 
our own air activities, At no time wae the Force informed concerning the 
degree of air control exercised by our forces and as to what possibilities 
4f continued enemy attack might be expected, This was unfortunate be- 
cause the positioning of transporte, LSTs at beaches, concentration or 
diepersion of dumps on shore were all affected, In other words, the air 
Dattle was separete and foreign, apparently unconcerned about the situation 
in the CENT area,

First let me again refer to the matter of a planned and sus- 
tained stretegic bombing attack on Serman key industrial tergets 
from Mediterrenean bases, The camilative effect of this program 
both upon the enemy'e ability to resist and Ris will to resiet 
will be severe and would avpear to justify thie trpe of bomber 
effort as being rated 2 "1 pricrity. sosepe-lesdiag tao directive 
40--the Theatre Commander in tnbe-wetter are wriem active comidera

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of the parachutists, In this third operation, the losses to the first group 

were neglipible - one plane, Losses to the second group, following twenty 

minutes later, were hirh - eleven planes, Losses to the final group, towing 
gliders, an hour or two later, were approximately 50% of the participating forces - 
totaling about eighteen, ile are trying to extract all the lessons possible 

from these operations, 


I feel that several things are clearly indicated at this time. 

(1) Parachute or airborne operations can be carried out without excessive 
losses only when surprise is obtained. (2) Airborne troops cannot be 

dropped on an organized battle position without incurring heavy losses. 

(3) The training of our Ground and Naval forces must be intensified to pre- 
vent firing upon friendly airplanes, ample warning must be given to all elements 
on the ground or sea and it probably will be necessary that all firing against 
airplanes be withheld during the time bracket for the passage of our airplanes, 
Tris may result in our forces, by coincidence, being attacked by enemy aircraft 
during this period. However, ground and sea forces must be prepared to accept 
losses which a chance coinciding of enemy and our own operations may produce. 


It is not only on these night Troop Carrier operations that we have been 

subjected to heavy friendly anti-aircraft fire, but practically on all day- 

light operations. iihen it is realized that we have twelve to fifteen sorties 
over Sicily for each one the enemy is putting on, it would seem that some 

means could be developed to prevent this continuous fire. It had been established 
that airplanes above 6000 feet would not be fired upon by the Navy unless de- 
finitely identified as hostile, and those below 6000 feet would be fired upon 
unless identified as friendly. This has not been effective. 


I do not believe that identification is the answer. There is too much re- 
semblance between a P=51 and a ME=109, for instance; also in the heat of 
action, the gunners's itchy fingers cannot be withheld. A morelogical appra ch 
to the problem is thorough indoctrination of all soldiers and sailors in the 
habits of airplanes and the cerebility of the enemy. For instence, the enemy, 
does not now carry out effective high-level bombing, Therefore, in an area or 
theater where we have air supremacy, it should be assumed that all aircraft 
moving in straight end level flight are friendly. Our own planes, whenever 
they are over enemy territory, continuously weave to avoid enemy fire, The 
enemy planes do likewise, ‘herefore, planes taking evasive action are probably 
enemy planes, 


Dive-bombing attacks are the most effective which are put on by the enemy. 
The actual damaging effect of these attacks has hot been too creat. In areas 
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where air superiority reigns, all fire could be withheld until the enemy's 
intentions of attack sre demonstrated by changing from straight and level 
flight into a dive. I cannot help but feel that this is one of the most 
important phases of training with whieh our Army and Navy is faced today. 

As our anti-aircraft guns are increased their fire will become more effective, 
and I can state very positively that our losses, unless some solution is 
found, will be terrific. You can well realize the difficulty of maintaining 
morale and fighting efficiency if too many of our planes are knocked down 

by our own fire. 50 far this has been kept well under control in spite of 
ratherheavy losses. 


Up to the present, since D-7, ve have had approximately 10,900 sorties 

by the forces operating from Africa, plus e considerable additional number 
of the forces operating from Malta and the IX Air Force. Our losses during 
the operation have been in the neighborhood of 1% per mission, about 120 
planes. During the same period I would estimate that the enemy has lost 
in the air end on the ground over 500 planes. 


All of our types have done splendid service. The B-17's have performed 

as usual but with increasing accuracy; the Be25's and B-26's also mith 
preater accurecy than ever before; the P-38's and A-26's have made the roads 
of Sicily a mass of charred trucks; and P-40 still continues to be useful. 


In my- last letter, I suggested the possibility of replaceing medium bombers 
with B-17's. This beommes more advisable if the additional four Be26 groups 
are sent down from U, K., and providing the production of Bel7's is reaching 
the point where crers are falling behind that type of plane. 0° results 

here clearly indicate that the B-17 does the mst accurate bombing and can, 
without excessive losses in this area, proceed unescorted on its missions if 
necessary. If crews are & pottlemeck, it would be, I believe, most expedient 
to transform progressively four of our medium bomber groups to Bel7 groups. 

We have studied this very carefully and believe that it can be done effecti vely 
without asking for additional personnel. The disposition of the medium bombers 
thus made available can, as suggested before, take care of some of our commit- 
ments to foregin nations. As the situation unfo}ds itsalf, I am confident we 
will progress up the Italian peninsula, and tefore too many weeks have passed, 
will be in a position to bomb the fighter production plants in the vicinity of 
Vienna and other places now beyond the effort out of U.K. I believe the 
points which we can reach amount to about 47% of this production. 


We cannot give up all of our medium groups, since there are many objectives 
to be ettacked when working with the Ground Armies which must be bombed at 
altitudes below 10,900 or 11,000 feet, and further, veather conditions do not 
always permit high altitude bombing. In this connection, the B017 is too slow 
to operate in the altitude bracket at which the B-25 and B-26 operates. I am 
sure that if we attempted B-17 operations in such altitudes our losses 

of B-17's would greetly exceed our present losses of B-25's and B-26's.

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"Our organization has been thoroughly tested under most trying con- 
ditions, The combat group is the backbone and must be organized on the 
soundest possible basis. In this theater the Service Command has rept 
control of the service organizations on the airdromes, leaving the group 
commander free for tactical operations. I have still to find a group 
commander who will not most wholeheartedly recommend the same organiza- 
tion as we had in 1921. J concur with them. We have not been practical 
in our effort to get mobility for our airplanes and combat crews, I 
urge serious consideration of the constitution of groups on the basis of 
three or four tactical squadrons and one service squadron, The organiza- 
tion of the service squadron should envisage the possibility of each

1. Following is extract from letter of 24 June,1943, from General Spaatz! 


"I have been very much concerned as to what will happen to the Air 
Forces here after the next operation or two, It seems very desirable 
that the heavy bomber effort agoimst Germany be ap lied from more than 
one base area, If we can establish ourselves in Italy, mach of Germany 
cen be reached from there with better weather conditions at our air- 
dromes than prevail normally in Ingland, This would immediately, when 
applied, force a dispersion of the German fighter and anti-aircraft 
1eienses, 


"In that event, I believe that consideration should be given to the 
possibility of re-equipping the present medium bombardment eroups here 
with B-17's, I am sure that we ean transform all Be%S and B28 crevs 
ani produce the additional gunners within a very short time and with 
the means available. ‘Such a move would assist greatly in tmilding up 
the heavy bomber program and in meeting the demands, with which ym are 
now faced, for additional crews in each group, The 3-25 and B-26 planes 
thus made available might be utilized to met some of the promises we 
have made to the Proench," 


2. It is directed that you coordinate with AC/AS, OC&R, ani prepare a study 
for me, with appropricte recommendations, on desirability, feasibility and accepta- 
bility of carrying out General Spaate! suggestion thot present medium bombardment 
groups in North African Thester b> re-equipped with B-17's, 


3. Thir study will be submitted to me not later than 2 August, 1943,

Ie Statement of Problem 
Te s the feasibility and desirability of converting 
into heavy bombardment groups and re-equipping with 8-17 airplanes the 
five nediua bombardwent groups presently in the Nortimest African 
Theatre. 


TI. Discussion 


1. ‘The problem divides itself into the following logical 
sequence ef questions: 


a. Is it desirable to increase the heavy bouberdment 
strength in the Theatre? If the answer to this is negative, then 
further consideration of the subject conversion becomes unnéces= 
sary. But if the answer is “Yes" - then 


be Ya it feqeible and advisable to obtain the added 
strength by converting the medium croups and equipping thes with 
B<17 sircraft as opposed to any other method?

Your long letter of May 24th is read with the despest interest 
as your informal personal report of events since your departure from 
the States, Again, the primary position in which you place the air 
offensive against Germany is appreciated. 


Considering the points in the order that you raiee them on 
which I feel I should comment, I agree completely that your use of 
the fragmentation bomb has materially revised our earlier concepts 
which were “suitable” te attack by heavy bombers. The development 
of long and irregular delay fuses which we are now pressing may make 
a further change in our view as to “suitable” objectives. I believe 
teat I have the full picture of the employment of °-39's in North 
Afries. Your prosedure after the initial failure of the #lst Fighter 
Group in organising a new, fresh fighting unit to bring the P-39N's 
to a test was very soundly conceived. ‘The fact that that scquairen 
was surprised on its second combst mission and in consequence lost 
& couple of airplanes and thet during its next five missions did not 
encounter hostile fighters, still has mot convinced me thet the 
P-39H is not a fighter versus fighter airplane. Success with this 
airplane, particularly in very recant operations at Guadalesnal, 
indicates quite the contrary. ‘he further development of the ?-39 
(P=63) promises to be an outstanding high altitude fighter. Please 
do not take this difference of view ap critician of your enploynent 
of the P=39. I am completely satisfied with the way you have handled 
that airplane and the way you are using it but believe that we have 
in this instance ome of many cases where differences in conditions 
in theaters produce quite different conclusions. I have no doubt 
that each is perfectly correct under its conditions. 


The fact that your people are doing so well under the conpli- 
cated organisational establishment im your theater is a tribute to 
the leadership of the individuals concerned. Surely your strategical 
force is confirming our highest expectations from the heavy boxber, 


With particular respect to the Tactieal Air Fores, the ideas 
you have worked up and forwarded to me are being implenonted by Kuter 
and happen at present to be going full ball throughout the Air Forces 
and the War Department. The War Department has officially set forth 
the doctrine that Air Forces and Ground Forees will work together 
eoequally and coordinately neither eubordinated to the other. ‘The

This delay in reply to your two fine letters dated the 16th of 
April and 24th of May is more indicative of chenzes in the Steff and 
rather lengthy abeences of mine than of s lack of interest in your 
letters. 


Considering the first one, your discussion of vonbing of 
Germany and your views on the Report of the Committee of Operations 
Analysis arc read with deep satisfaction. I want to express ny 
appreciation of your unselfishness and continued hewing to the line 
in your attitude on the bombing of Germany. Knowing that your very 
successful career to date in the eyes of the public and consequently 
in the eyes of the majority of the Far Department is tied directly 
to Tunisia, Pantelleria and the “under belly" job, your contimued 
insistenes on building up Ira's foree is sincerely appreciated. 


Your emphasis on the necessity to hit the German Air Force 
fighter establishment coincides exeatly with my views and Ire's pre- 
sent operations. That system of objectives is now first priority 
for the bombers from England. As a specific first priority objec- 
tive, engine assembly plants are net yet suited for a No, 1 priority 
job within the Luftwaffe fighter system of objectives because of the 
restriction of operating radius stil) imposed by the relatively small 
mumber of bombers now operating from Fngland. After we have some 800 
operational airplanes, we oan probably ge after any specific portion 
of the broad German fighter objective. 


We also recognise transportation in Germany as a systen of 
objectives of great importance. Your recommendation that that systen 
be given priority second only to the German fighters cannot be conm- 
pletely accepted due to the relative invulnerability of the system 
(not because of its lack of importanes) in contrast with other types 
of objectives. It appears at thie time that the vulnerability factor

- Your belief 
that we are far below the RAF in intelligence officers is strongly 
supported by many officers returning from your theater. ‘The general 
feeling here is that we heve abundant boys - probably far too many < 
but that we lack the Air Force "Y" service and other intelligenes 
agencies necessary to the air effort. You may be sure this subject 
is receiving A-2's attentioh, 


Your difficulties insofar as 324 Submarine “que:irons on anti- 
sulmarine work are thoroughly understeod wut do not believe thei I can 
shed any great tears over your troubles in this regerd. On this matter, 
all the oceans in the world are involved and we are still seeking a 
proper method of assigning this air Job to some surface agency. 


Another general outcome from your operations in North Africa is 
a complete overheuling of our reconmmmissence aviation. Tables of 
Organization, Tables of Basic Allowunces, et cetera, have been drawn 
up for an entire new setup to replace our photographic and observation 
unit establishment. The work has been done by our newly created Air 
Poree Board at Orjande and "glin. This sork has been accomplished 
umer general supervision of Futer und Col. Hiden (the 5.A.A.F. of fi- 
cer from W.A.T.A.F.) and Lt. Col. Dyas (recent Commander of your 154th 
Observation Squadron). Our precedure on this subjeet consists now of 
integrating that program inte the overall Army Air Foross program to 
find how much this redical change in priority and quality in the 
reconnaissance field will cost. It is proposed then to obtain deneral 
Meleir's broad agreement (no Staff study and nonconeurrence routine to 
be followed in this case) and implenent the program immediately. I am 
convinced that your operations heve proved such radiesl action neces- 
sary if we are to provide the Ground Forces with a reasonable degree 
ef “air service" in the hattle area. 
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You will be interested to know that I am making another major 
effort to tie the continuing changes into an integrated and coordinated 
broad Army Air Forees program. Kuter now has the Plens Division, the 
responsibilities of which have been broadened to include the overall 
program. It is expected that we will eventually have « flexible and 
continually changing progrem in which all subordinate programs will be 
integrated. Of major importance in this projeet, it is expected thet 
the basic impulse in our continued planning will be ewung from the 
convenient output of the aviation industry to the cont«t requirements 
of all of our theaters. 


Your sound broad views and continuing combat experience will 
be of very grest value to ne if you continue writing your fine brosd 
general letters. he assured again of ny sincere regarc for your 


opinions and views, confidence in your judgment and very best personal 
good wishes and hopes for your continued good health end success.

Dear Hap: 


This is to be a lengthy letter in which I will try to give you my 
reactions, starting from the arrival in U, K, until the end of the 
African battle. As you fully realised before our forces were sent 
over here, there hai been a very definite opinion formed in the 
RAF against day bombardment. The initial effort in U, K. was made 
extremely difficult by this fact and the idea had such widespread 
Poots th t it made deep inreads into the thinking of a number of 
the officers who had preceded the initial unite. The reasoning 
responsible for these ideas was undoubtedly logical, based upon 
the experience, equipment, and training of units, both German and 
British, which had up to that time been going into action, 


The impact of the well-flown B-17 formation into the Buropean air 
picture has been tremendous and, in my opinion, will be the de- 
Cisive factor, unless the German finds some means of opposing it 
better than they now have. That the German has been endeavoring 
to discover the antidote has been evident for some time as he has 
adopted sll sorts of tactics, utilizing the 20 millimeter gun with 
various types of ammunition, in both single-seater and mil ti-seater 
airplanes, His attacks at times hav indicated suicidal frontal 
Collisions, More recently he has adopted bombing of the formations. 
Nothing that he has produced so far has been able to prevent day- 
light attacks from being delivered with extreme precision. 


I believe it highly unfortun:te that during this past year we have 
been unable to throw the full weight of our heavy bomber production 
against Germany proper. I still believe that such an attack, if it 
had been followed through, may well have been decisive, I+ is 
reasonable to believe that the German will eventually solve the 
problem of meeting the B-17, It takes very little study and amly- 
sis of the photographs we have already sent you, and te part the 
3-17 airplane has played in the North African campaign, to realize 
the setback we will have in this event, 


In our day to day operations at the present time, we feel that any 
area can be Completely neutralized, even blown into oblivion, by 
these high altitude attacks, without incurring any serious losses 

om our part, The most recent attock, t at on the Grossetto airdrome, 
indicated about 100% destruction of airplanes, hangars, barrecks, 
and other installations, This is a long step forward from tae idea 
expressed upon our arrival in Sngland, that airdromes, with aire 
planes dispersed, were not a sutitable objective for anjghing but 
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low altitude strafing airplanes. Our results are obtained by a combi- 
nation of 120# fragmentation clusters and demolition bombs of the 300% 
and 500% wight; the latter should have fuses of various séttings 

from .025 to 24-hour delay. 


All the different types of our airplanes, the P-40, P=38, B-25, B-26, 
and P-39, as well as the B-17 have proven themselves in combat action. 
The P-39, however, in spite of its speed, has not been proven in 
strictly fighter action, It has been very effective for ground straf- 
fing and is, of course, excellent on defensive operations for the 
interception of bombers. I have tried to introduce the P-39N into 
Combat under the most favorable conditions in the final phases of 

the Tunisian campaign. We had in action a cerefully trained and 
selected squadron, many of the pilots with previous combat experi- 
ence, As the result of their experience I believe the airplane is 
not suitable for fighter against fighter action, Its use lies pri- 
marily £n utilizing its speed ani fire-power for ground strafing or 
the interception of bombers, for which purposes it is excellent. 


The P-40, on the other hand, hae proven itself more wseful, Though 
it is much slower than eifher the FW-190 or ME-109, it has been well 
able to take care of itself, Its most recent encounter with 109's 
over Sardinia, in which a formtion of 40 P-40's was able to shoot 
down six 109's without logs, is a rather remarkable performance, 


The P-38 is in a class by iteelf - it can fight, ground strafe and 
bomb with equal facility, I believe the B-17, the P-40, and the 
P38 have been the major factors in the North African battle, 


The organizetion put into effect as a result of the Casablanca con- 
ference has been mate to work, Yor the job in hand, it has served 
its puprose, but it is too dependent on personalities to be sound 
as a permanent setup, Channels of control, basic allegiance, and 
difference in national aims are all elements which crop up from 
time to time. Ther is no doubt but that we have acquired mch 
benefit from this intimate assocbation with the RAF, This is par- 
ticularly true in connection with fighter operations, aireshipping 
operations, administrative planning, and intelligence. I believe, 
however, that they have learned as mich from us in the strategic 
application of air power, 


In so far as our relationship with the Ground Army is concerned, I 
would say that the "situation is normal." If it were not for the 
disturbance which would ensue, I would probably announce the urgent 
necessity of a separate Air Force, The best will, understanding, 
and intentions topside cannot overcome the basic difference between 
ground and air which permeates the entire structure. The diffi- 
culties which exist are not major ones in the tactical or strategic 
waerun of forces, but are mbnor things which disturbd the day 
° ife.

I will not ring out any points in connection with ground air sup- 
port in this letter, @ince I covered it thoroughly some weeks ago, 
and Kuter can give any supplementary thoughts wich may be neces- 
sary. I will emphasize that Air operating under the command con- 
trol of a ground officer will most probably be improperly used. 


Some of the officers who have been outstanding in this operation 
are Canion, Norstad, Curtis, Dunton, Bartron, Doolittle, Vandenburg, 
P.L, Williams, Donovan, Garman, Momyer, Dean, Beverly, Cochran, 
Booth (FA), McDonald and Roosevelt. se are not listed in any 
order, nor does it incluie every one of the more senior ranks; 
however, any of those mentioned can be counted on with fullest 
confidence, 


I have been very much impressed in my contact with the British in 
their system of planning, A plans officer, with them, is care- 
fully selected, and this work becomes his career. They are very 
thorough, astute, and effective, Their methods are thrown wide 
open to us in the present situation, and I am not sure that any 
system we may have developed is as good, I sent a cable to you 
recently, advocating that a number of regular Air Corps officers 
be enrmarked for this career and sent here, not vecause there is 
an immediate necessity for their use, but more ag a college edu- 
cation for the future denefit of our Air Forces. The mumber I 
suggested was five for administrative and five for tactical plan- 
ning. This mumber can be increased ag you see fit. The officers 
selected should be thoroughly intelligent and willing to accept 
Plamning as their future career, 


In one other category, I believe we are far below the RAF; that 
is intelligence officers, A mumber of youngsters should be sent 
here for that purpose, They should be regular Air Corps officers 
in order to benefit the AAF in the future, 


In the realm of Service Command activities, in all of its phases, 
I think we have very little to learn and very much to teach, The 
speed and efficiency with which the maihtenanee, repair, and sal- 
vage organisation has been built up here is far beyond anything I 
thought possible, 


We are having a very unpleasant situstion in connection with the 
B24 squadrons on anti-submarine work. The J, 5, Wavy here insists 
that they operate under its control. I have been too busy so far 
to undertake a knock-down-drag-out fight with them. I had hoped 
that after the Tunisian battle to get the affmir in hand; however, 
we are about to embark on another little episode which will take 
us up until about the middle of June, Thergis not room in the 
Forthwest African theater for two Air Forces undeyseparste con- 
trol, regardless of whether these Air Forces operate over land or 
over sen, Any Air Forces baved here must come unier the control

argument for the need for close cooperation with Naval forces 
is invalid, since the same problem is in existence in the 
Mediterranean is being handled without difficulty and with 
highest efficiency by our Coastal Air Force.

I hope that you have a complete file of our daily operations 
reports and weekly intelligence tulletins. These can be con- 
stracted into a rather complete history of the campaign. I be- 
lieve you can accept the claims for airplanes and shipping as 
veing conservative, rather than otherwise. 


Unless something very unforeseen develons, I am sure that our air 
streneth in the Mediterranean is su’ficient to maintain air domi- 
nation, providing, of course, that the units are kept up to a 
reasonable str=ngth, I feel that the flow of sircraft as now es- 
tablished is ample ~- it may even be excessive in some int**ncas. 
At the present time I believe it better to contime -t the rate 
now established, You may rest assured th t I will let you know 
immediately if repkcements are over-running attrition to any 
marked extent, 


The training of all personnel has been excellent, We hawe from 
time to time sent back messages and officers, indicating where 
changes are desirable, tut I do not see how anything but praise 
can be given to those responsible, The same may be siad of the 
flow of supplies, sp»re parts, etc. 

I enjoyed very much having Strat with us and I am sure that he 
will fill in the missing elements from this and the other letters 
I have written to you.

I have carefully studied the Report of Committee of Operations Analysis, 
dated March &, 1943, with great interest, #l.though I regret not having the de- 
tailed anslysis, I consider the report cf the conclustons to he a very worth 
while document in itself, 


Dear Arnold, 


= have alweys had the conviction that the early and successful completion 
of this war against the Yestern Axis is contingent upon throwing the weight 
of eir power against the essential German industries, Nothing that has trans- 
pired in the last year either in the United Eingdom or here in North Africa 
has changed this conviction. 


Of the many factors which contribute to exerting pressure successfully 


against critical German industries, one of the most importent from the air vier- 
point is the limitation imposed by Space, the distance over which a full bomb 
load msy be carried, 


With this in mind, we mst face the fact that most of the critical tar- 
gets in Germany lie within range of bases in UK and, at present, are not within 
range of other bases. This throws the weight of the attack in the immediate 
future to that which can be supported from UK bases, 


Until the Northwest African Air Force can project itself cest and north, 
if this is to be done, and can develop bases from which to operate heavy bombers, 
regularly and in larcve numbers directly against Germany, this theater cannot 
play a decisive role in this effort. “ith the advent of the f-29 or other 
longer range aircraft, we feel we will be able to participate more directly. 
In the meantime, our heavies can be used only to blast Italy out of the war 
and to preclude her industry contributing to the German war effort, 


In addition to the indirect pressure from here, consideretion is given 
to the fact Russia, from the east, nay be able to hit Germeny as vell as the 
industrial areas of occupied countries. This forges one more link in the chain 
of the air encirclement of the Western Axis partners, 


As you know, the subject of the proper system of targets to be ettacked 
from UK in one which has been under my constant consideration for several years. 
In the last week I have carefully studied the report referred to above and my 
recommen ation follows as to priority to be establisled for the systems covered 
therein, 


The first and highest priority, as I see it, is the destruction of the 

German aircraft industry, Should the enemy produce a bomber of the range or 
efectiveness comaprabl@to that of the B-17, the interruption of its production 
would, of course, be a matter of prirary interest, At this time, however, that 
part of the industry engared in producing fighter aircraft is most important. 
After careful consideration I have come to the conclusion that if this system 

is kept crippled permanently it will do more to further our total war effo than 

¥ , other single target which can be selected, My opinion is based on 
CONE 
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enemy's vital need for this equipment, the short time involvod before results 
are evident, the extreme vulnerability of the target system and the relatively 
slow recuperative capacity. In my mind, the effect of reducing the single 
engine fighter effort is equivalent to stepping up our bomber production by 
the amount equal to our bomber attrition rate chargeable to enemy firhter act- 
ivity. Initially, this would be the direct result but these results are cum- 
ulative, as over a period of ting the bombers which we are now losing would 
continue to cperate acrinst other tarrets of vital importance. 


The priorities to be established witiin this system must be esiablished 
by those charged with doing the job, although I personally lean toward the en- 
pine assenbly plants because of their concentration and because of the ride 
effect their destruction would have. 


then the single engine fighting power is destroyed or permanently crippled, 
the tremendous striking power of the AF is relersed for daylicht onerations. 
This should increase substantially the lethal effect of the Allied effort, De- 
structior of German fighter porer is a necessary prelude to land, sea, or air 
operations which may be directed toward a continental invasion. The Navy would 
gain an increrse in freedom of action thereby tightening the blockade. Air 
superiority is imperative for covering immobilized troops aboard invasion craft. 
Air control is vital in the landing operation. Freedom from enemy fighter 
aircraft would render the lines of supply snd cormuniecstion of the enemy en 
easy and highly vulnerable target for our aircraft. 


Extensive damere must be realized against the fighter industry before 
cur maximum effort can be directed ageinst the critical Germen industries 
the destruction of which, in my opinion, will break the back of the German 
war effort, It is essential that priorities for attack of vital German war 
industries be established at the earliest possible date in order thet the plan- 
ning and or enigation of this important project may be concluded and the opera- 
tion initiated upon destruction of the enemy fighter industry. 


In this connection, I strongly recommend the trensportation system as a 
target of extreme importance and vulnerability. The disruption of this system 
will cause the ultimate collapse of all German industry. The extensive net- 
work of a transportation system offers numerous attractive tarcets, some of 
which will be exposed to attack in spite of adverse weather conditions which 
would normally preclude operations arainst other industry. 


I lock forward with extreme interest to seeing the systemized destruction 
of vital Axis industry initiated at the carliest possible date, and I will do 
all within my power to assist and forvard this program to.a successful con- 
clusion.

Of the many fectora which contribute to exerting pressure successfully 
against critical German industries, one of the most important from the air vier- 
point is the limitation imposed by space, tho distance over * 1ich a full bomb 
load may be carriec, 


With this in mind, we must face the fact that most of the critical tar- 
gets in Germany lie within range of bases in UK and, at present, ere ot within 
range of other bases, This throws the weight of the attack in the immediate 


future to that which ean be supported from UK bases. 


Until the Northwest African Air Force can project itself east and north, 
4f this is to be done, and can develop bases from which to operate henvy bombers , 
regularly and in larce numbers directly egeinst Germany, this theater ce nnot 
play a decisive role in this effort. With the acvent of the 9 or other 
longer range aircraft, re feel we will be able to participate more directly. 
In the meentime, our heavies can be used only to blast Italy out of the sar 
and to preclude her industry contributing to the German war effort. 


In addition to the indirect pressure from here, consideration is given 
to the fact hussia, from the east, may be able to hit Germany as well as the 
industrial areas of occupied countries. This forges one more link in the chain 
of the sir encirclement of the #estern Axis partners. 


As you know, the subject cf the proper system of targets to be attacked 
from UK is one which has been under my constant consideration for aeveral years. 
In the last weck I have carefully studied the report referred to above and ny 
recommen‘ation follows es to priority to he established for the systems covered 
therein, 


The first and highest priority, as I see it, is the destruction of the 
Germen aircreft industry, Should the enemy produce a bomber of the range or 
efectiveness comaprable to that of the 5-17, the interruption ef its production 
would, of course, be a matter of prirary interest. At this tine, however, that 
part of the industry engaged in producing fighter aircraft is most important. 
After careful consideration I have come to the conclusion that if this system 
is kept crippled permanently it will do more to further our total war offort than 

by any other single target which can be selected. My opinion is based on the 
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enemy's vital need for this equipment, the short time involved before results 
are evident, _ extreme vulnerability of the target system and the relatively 
slow recuperative capacity. In my mind, the effect of reducing the single 
engine fighter effort is eq quivalent to stepping up our bomber production by 
the amount equal tc our bomber attrition rate chargeable to enemy fighter act- 
ivity., Initially, this would be the direct result but tnese results are cum- 
ulative, es over a period of tine the bombers which we are now losing would 
continue to operate against other targets of vital importance.

lL. Attached nereto will be found paraphrases of 3 messages received 
in Washington from Africa. One is from the Commanaing General, AMZEW; one from the 
Commanding General, USAFIMS; ana, one from Mr. Denison of Overseas Sngineering 
at Mombasa. 

g. Tne dir Transport Command ferry route across South Centrai Africa, 
beginning at Pointe Noire ana terminating at Aden via Nairobi, enya, is at 
present vdeing maintained as a stand-by route only. Tne erection of the drum 
plant planned for Mombasa was predicated upon a heavy flow of traftic over this 
route. Since it appears now that tse Soutnern Route wiil not carry a heavy 
traffic, it is believeac that the plant, including the power plant ana drum 
sheets, snou.id be divertea to 4 new location. The fact that this plant is not 
required at Mombasa anc may oe moved is borne out in the cable mentioneca above. 


3. Tnere are at present 3 new complete drum plants being crated for 
shipment to the Midale Zast for the 5ritisn. Tne Mombasas plant will not be 
completely ready for shipment until the last of May, since there are still some 
items of machinery in procese. Added to the 3 plants going to the Midaie 
East for the British are 3 more drum plants going into the Persian Gulf dis- 
trict to be erected around Abadan and Basra. It is the consensus of opinion 
that the British requirements wili be well met as quickly as is possible, ana 
it is not recommended, therefore, tnat the Mombasa plant be diverted to the 
Middle Hast as hag been requested vy USAFIME. 


4. There is a probable need for a drum plant at Bahrein isiand where 
the Caltex Petroleum Company have a refinery and where the refining equipment is 
now being altered to permit the manufacture of 100 octane aviation gasoline. 
There are no drum manufacturing facilities at Bahrein at present. 


5. It is planned to ship most of the 100 octane gasoline refined 
at Bahrein in bulk. Thesupply of drums to the South Arabian coast, as weil 
as to any islands in the Indian Ocean, which at some time might be used, couic 
be made from Jahrein as well as from Abadan in drums if this equipment is 
installed at Bahrein. 


6. The diversion of this equipment and its re-location at Sahrein 
have deen discussed informally and agreed to verbally by the following officers: 
Colonel George C. Cox, OPL Logistics; Colonei Douglas V. Johnson, OPD; Lt. Col. 
Frederick H. Cnaffee, OPL; and Lt. Col. 5- J. Paimer, OPD. It is unaceretood 
that approval of this diversion has been received by OPD from high authority. 


7. It is requested that a directive be ieesued to S&S of the Air 
Transport Commana that the diversion be made and that the drum plant, as well 
as the drum sheets, be moved to Bahrein where it is to be held in readiness 
for erection. The Caltex Petroleuz Company wouic then be instructed as 
regards the plane, etc.-, from Washington.

The British General Headquarters in the Micdle East are very much concerned 
over the arrival of the drum plants for the Middle Hast. They state that a 
drum plant is now on ite way to Mombasa and requests have been made to Washing- 
ton by London that the Mombasa plant be diverted to the Middle Hast. We have 
asked General Fitzgerald if he urgently needs that plant; if he agrees to di- 
verting it and if he would need it for operations iater on, it coula be re- 
placed by one of those scheduled for the Middle Bast, but on a lower priority- 
We have not yet received a reply from General Fitzgerald. If it is possibie 
to do so, we recommend that the plant be divertec anc that every consideration 
be given to the request from the British. Major Ogden has no knowledge of 
the plant for Mombasa. General Tickell of the British General Headquarters 
believes that the plant was bought by Caltex. Let us know what information

Basing his reply on 
the assumption that the desired delivery point for such aircraft was Tripoli, 
the CG, USAFICA stated that if the assembly point remained at Lagos, the 
Khartoun - Cairo rfoute was more desirable, but that in the event the assembly 
point wes moved to Dakar, the route through Northwest Africa was more desrable, 


2, This Division concurs in the above views of the CG, USAFICA. 


3, It is the understanding of this Division that British commercial shiv- 
ping can now enter Dakar and that action has been initiated to effect the transfer 
of the erection line now at Lagos to Dakar, In view of the information received 
from CG, USAFICA as to the routing of fighter aircraft to the Ninth Air Force, 
it is presumed that such fighters assembled at Dakar will be delivered via 
the North African Theater of Operations.

1. Complying with directive contained in letter, undated, from Conmand- 
inc General, Army Air Forces, inclosing subject reports, the following con- 
ments and recommendations on those particular phases of the reports which 
affect the funetions of the Flying Training Command are submitted: 


&. Addreseing comment first upon paragraphs 32a, b, c, and d, relating 
to Pilot Training: 


"1. Accident reports and reports of this nature from the fighting 
fronts all show that the averace pilot is not sufficiently prefi- 
cient in the handling of his airplane on lamlings. There are several 
reasons for this, one of which is that the present basic type air- 
plane (8T-13 Type) with its wide carriage is extremly easy to handle 
on the ground. This airplane is actually easier to handle than the 
PT type, therefore the student leaving primary does not transgress 
te more difficult equipment in that there are relatively few ground 
loops and landing aecidents in basic as compared to primary axi ad- 
vanced. Training on the 57-13 type airplane is a loss insofar as 
indoctrination in the proper handling on the ground of fighter type 
aircraft is concerned. 


"2. As indicated in paragraph 2, basic letter, your Headquarters is 
aware that the Flying Training Command is placing emphasis on short 
landings. However, the fact that the student must become a fairly 
well rounded pilet in a short period of time precludes giving as much 
time to landings as this Headquarters considers essential. ‘then the 
pilot requirements are such that the course of instruction can be 
lengthened by one week in each phase, tis week can be used to good 
advantage in giving a concentrated landing stage. 


"3. It is believed that a training film showing why accuracy land- 
ings are taught md how this practice is put into effect in combat 
theatres would be extremely valuabie. ‘Such a film should be de- 
veloped along the following lines: 


a Primary schools’ landing stages showing a series of landings to 
& spot with perhaps som of the mistakes pointed out.

Comments upon other paragraphs of the report are as follows: 


‘pen paragraph 3b: 


(1) However applicable the recommendations contained in paragraph 

3b may be to tactical units, it is not believed that the recomended 
“readiness” drills, contained in paragraph 5b, should be practiced 
at stations unier jurisdiction of the Flying Training Comaand. The 
installations at training stations will not permit of the type of 
drill referred to, and to make such provisions would seriously iapair 
the Flying Training program. 


Upon paragraph 271

1) The recommendations contained in paragraph 25 are sound, in 

the opinion of this Heaiquarters. At once, howver, the problez 
arises of procuring Air Force Prisener Interrogation personnel 
possessing intimate knowledge of aircraft, aircraft armament, tac- 
ties, Air Foree organisation, etc., who also may have hai instruc- 
tion in interrogation methods and technique. the problem presented 

is not unlike that of the so-called “orash intelligence” - that is, 
the information derived from examination of crashed enemy aircraft.

equipment, especially field equipment to be taken by unite and/or individuals, 
Inclosure Mo, 3 to this R&R indicates action taken by Director of Military Require- 
ments to provide adquate clothing and individual equipment for movements by air, 
This action is considered sdequate for air movaments and is consistent with recon- 
mendations of referenced repost, particularly as contained in peragraphs 5g, 5) 
and 11.

1. With a1] commanders estimate of use and need for gliders and relative prior- 
ities shipment, We are experimenting to provide for long range towing. This 
is not feasible at present, but appears possible in the future. 

Ansver: It is the opinion of this Headquarters that gliders will definitely 
enhance the mobility of the Air Force in this area by the distribu- 
tion of vital supplies and personnel to forward areas. It is also 
believed that there is a definite tactical requirement in connect- 
ion with the distribution of air-borne units. In order to determine 
accurately the number of gliders required and the scope of their 
operetion, it is. necessary that some items of this equipment be 
furnished as early as possible, It is believed that these essential 
facts can be ascertained by employing even a very limited number 
of gliders, It is desired that up to 50 be provided, as previously 
requested, but at this time it is not desirable to acquire them 
at the expense of organizations or replacement aircraft now seheduled 
for the Twelfth Air Force. 


2. Possibility of utilizing Chinese in the China area for service and ground 
echelons for our combat units, thus effecting a large saving in manpower as is 
contemplated for ground forces at >resent. 

Answer: Not applicable to this command. 


3. The effectiveness and use of the medium and light bomber for low altitude 
attacks and effectiveness when these attacks are coordinated with fighter and 
high or medium level bomberdment. - 

Answer: Low altitude attacks by medium bombers have proved very effective 
against shipping when coordinated with fighters. At least one 
enemy ship has been destroyed by this means on each of the last 
4, days, and other ships are believed to have been damaged. ‘hese 
attacks were made from an altitude of 200 feet, employing 500-paund 
bombs, The sight used was that designed for this purpose, of which 
6 were brought to this theater by Colonel Anderson, Lirector of 
Bombardment. 100 have been fabricated locally, and an additional 
100 heave been ordered. All medium bomber units are being trained 
in this method. As defense mesures are increased, it is planned 
to use the low altitude attacks in coordination with the medium 
altitude bombing and straffing of shipping and naval vessels. 


4. Requirement for observation aviation and its present employment in North 
African Theater. 
Ansyer: Owing principally to the limitation of supply in the forward 

areas, operations to date have not involved the use of Observation 
Aviation Units. Thirteen of these aircraft are now in the Tebessa 
area. As previously indicated, this Headquarters believes that 
two Observation Groups will meet the future requirements in this 
theater which can be anticipated at this time.

Subject: Photographic Strip Maps required for 
South Atlantic Ferry Route.

Lh The General Commanding American, Sritish and 
Allied Forces in North and Weet Africa having discussed the 
problems of French Civil Administration, and French Military aid, 
and having reached a meeting of the minds with French leaders, announces:

a. The formation of a U.S. Strategic sir Force Headquarters in 
the United Kingdom requires a great increase in the mumbers of officers 
and men, since this Headquarters mst be Administrative as well as 
Operational (Generel Spaats being the senior U.S. ‘ir Yfficer in the 
United Kingdom). Personnel for the formetion of this Headquarters are 
not available in the United States and must be taken from existing 
Air Force Headquarters in the United Kingdom. To this end, it is 
recommended that one of the two following ‘courses be taken: 

(1) Eliminate the Somber Command and the Fighter Command 
from the chain of command in the Eighth Air Force and form

(2) Eliminate the Administrative sections of both the Pomber

MEMO ON BOMBING POINTBLANK TARGETS 
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ecember 1943 


1. The disposition c: German fightere opposing strategic day 
bombing presents certain cotentislities for direct attack. The main 
force of single engine day fighters ia in line of distribution 
parelleling the coast from Denmark to Prest peninsula uveraging 40 to 
100 miles depth. Behind this line there is a semi-cirele of twin 
engine day fighters (rocket firing) in an are about Leipzig as a 
center and extending from the Bremen urea dorn to Frankfurt, Stuttgert, 
and around to Vienna. This distribution has resulted from the fact 
that the Hun wished to use his single engine day fighters both to 
harass our bomber missions to the maximuz and to have then available 
as a counter air force against an invasion; the twin ergine day 
fighter distribution is so arranged that these planes can join the 
attack on our bombers with mir imum interception distance after the 
withdrawal of our escort. The Hun has discovered that his twin engine 
rocket planes are "easy meat" for escort firhters. 


2. This distribution puts the greet bulk of the Hun'sssingle 
engine fighters within easy striking distance of Allied aircraft, 
The Hun recognizes this to some extent by dispersing his aircraft in 
revetment and dispersal areas which frequently are tree covered. 
Factors of note regurding these dispersal areas ere es follows: 
in a large number oc! cases the sreas are in straigh’ lines along tro 
sides of the airdrowes and normally will have an azrmumition dump et 
each end of the revetment area and gasoline storage and supply facilities 
along the edge of the field in the center of the dispersal area, The 
repair buildings, hencars, ete., normelly are slong the edge of the field 
in front of the dispersal areas, 


3. For a number of months we have been making attacks on these 
sirdromes in the daytime with B-26's. The attacks have been, to a frest 
extent, on the buildings end airdromes. Airereft are rarely found on 
the field except the few which are rcon-operational. The rest of the 
esireraft have ample warning of the approach of the 5-26's, which 
attack from an altitude of 11,000 to 12,000 feet and under heavy fighter 
escort, with the result that the Hum planes get off the airdromes and 
either stay in the air until the attack is over or withdraw to an 
airdrome which they deem beyond penetration depth of the B-26"'s. An 
indication of the Hun's opinion of the success of these bombings may be 
gathered from the fact that they rarely make interception of these 
attacks and in some cases have been cverhead to say, "These are not 
heavies. Avoid them". 
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4. To date we have attacked day fighter airdromes i : 
daytime only. The time wher y fighters are immobilized is « night; the 
night fichters are immobilized in the daytime. Ds; I craft 
are not equipped for night flying, and the pilots at night time are 
off st come distance and not availeble te flr the sircraft away from 
the sirdromes even if they were able to de so.

1. ‘This operation fucluded execution of an 8th Fighter Commani plan 
entitled “CHATTANOOGA I", for fighter attacks on the eneny traneportation 
aystez. Under this plan that part of Germany north of 51°@8 North Lati- 
tude was divided inte areas alloted to each of the groups participating, 
as shown on the attached man of Germany. The plan co ntemlated use of sll 
Sighth Air Force fighters and some from the Minth. Secause of weather, 
however, the Ninth Air Fores overated only against the same type tarzets 
in France, as shown on the attached map of France. Plan “*CHATTANUOGA II" 
anlls for attacks on transportation im that part of Germany south of 51%90 
North Latitude. Plans "JACE?O? I ami II" cover the same arene, with enemy 
aircraft as priority targets. On this mission, the groupe were instructed 
thet locomotives were the primary tarcet, but that alreraft echould not be 
passed by. 


2. 8th Fighter Command Operations: 


a- 13 groupes (7 P-S1, 3 P38, 3 P-47) with 620 aireraft were 
employed. Three groups operating in areas adjacent to the Dutch-German 
border carried bombs. All others carried maximum fuel loads. Trains and 
railroad bridges were primary targets for bonds. 


R. The groups were tised in waves, led by groups assigned areas 
in Western Sermany and followed in turn by those whose areas were progres- 
sively farther east. This was designed to prevent alerting areas prior 
to attacrs. Altitudes enroute to tarest areas varied from 15,000 feet up- 
ward, with alreraft going down through holes or breaks in the clouds to 
aveep their assigned areas. 


g- Haze and broken to comletely overcast clowl conditions with 
ceilings down to 1000 feat caused some aavigntionsal difficulties, but all 
groups reached their assigned areas. The 20th Group withdrew without being 
able to locate breaks in the overcast in its aren. The three groups opera- 

ing in areas along the Dutch—Cerman border appear to have been the most 
ineonvenieneed by weather. One group reported that 14 bombs dropped une 
arued, cossibly because ef ice sae while flying through cloude.

THE FOLLOWING COMMENTS WERE ALSO MADE BY GENERAL GILES: 

Gen. G: The lists of names submitted has been carefully considered by General Spaatz, 
General Eaker and all Commanders concerned and it is believed that it would 
upset the general plan to delete as many names as you suggested, many of 
these officers have reported for duty or are enroute tc their new assign- 
ments traveling on temporary duty orders. It is pointed out that the key 
personnel in the operations and administrative divisions of both commands 
are not materially affected. Very definitely the continuity of operations 
are not curtailed. Flease let mae know when you can give an aiswer from 
General Arnold. I suggest that you call him on the phone and get blanket 
authority for this transfer provided that all commanders concur and that I 
give a coneurrence for him. Tell General Arnold that Giles has gone into 


this matter fully and recommends the transfer of officers as proposed, 


Inform General Arnold that General Spaatz and a number of his key staff 


officers have reported on the job and have everything well under way in 
taking over the new command. General Spaats thoroughly understands the 
new organization set up and I believe will execute the new directives 


effectively and expeditously. 
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Let me know when you expect to contact General Arnold. 

The suggestions you have made will be taken up with General Spaats and you 
will be informed by cable tonight as to whether or not he concurs in the 
reduction cf the names. 

Had a very pleasant trip over. einer, experienced some maintenance troubles 
with the C-54 which occasioned some delay. The automatic pilot went out 

at New York and we had considerable trouble with the hydrmilics, that is the 
pressure would not stay up, requiring considerable maintenance at two stops. 
It is desired to point out that General Spaats has the authority to transfer 
whole units between the theatres. Believe this implies that he has authority 
to transfer personnel between the 15th and 8th Air Forces. Do not believe 

it advisable to delay the movement of the officers recomended for transfer 
especially those that are enroute, I want you te point out to General Arnold 
thet the transfer of some of these key officers from one theatre to the 

other will bring about a healthy condition in the command. This is es- 
pecially desirable since the 16th and &th Air Force will be contrelled from 
one central command and having officers in Italy and in the U.Z. that are 
thoroughly familiar with each others problems will make for better under- 
standing and efficiency in carrying out the over-all Strategic Bomber Program. 
Also point out to General Arnold that in considering the several thousand 


officers and men concerned that this is only a very small percentage. Very 


good news about the increase in troop basis for 5-29, I want you boys to 


give me your full support in securing the approval of General Arnold on the 
proposal of General Spaats and General Eaker, These two comaanders know 
what they're doing and since there is no increase in personnel, believe the 


list for trensfer should be approved as subnitted. 
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I have discussed the gasoline situation with General Spaatsz and he concours 
in our recommendation, that is, have no guarantees in any theatre at the 
expense of others where there is active fighting going on. I have nothing 
further for you.

Discussion 


1. Acritical period has developed in the conduct of 
she strategic bombing effect against Germany by the Eighth Air 
Force. 


2. Through lack of effective counter-Air Force and 
counter-Ansiaircraft Artillery action concurrent with the 
strategic bombing effort and due to the diversion by the Axis of 
war preduction to Air Defense means, German Air Defense along 
the continental coast line have been enormously increased. The 
cost in terms of bombers and operating crews in our strategic 
bombing effort is becoming excessive.

Subject: Escort of Zombers by Fighters, UK 


1. Relative the mission performed by the 8th Air Force on June 13th, 
it is estimated the followine distancds were flow by bombardment unites: 


London Area to Heliogoland 450 miles 
Heligoland to 3remen-Kiel Area 125 miles 
Total Penetration 575 miles 


Bremen to London Area 470 miles 
Kiel to London Area 570 miles 


Average return 520 miles 
Average round trip 1,095 miles 


The above mileage is approximately air line and does not include additional 
distance accumulated through circling, evasive tactics, rendezvous, combat, 
etc, 


2, The P-47 airplane with 305 gallons of internal leak-proof fuel will 
consume approximately 250 gallons of fuel per hour at military power and 
will cover approximately 380 miles, The remaining fuel is considered neces- 
sary for adeaucte safety during the landing process, Thus on internal tanks 
alone, a radius of action of approximately 190 miles is indicated at high 
power conditions. The addition of a 200 gallon belly tank will increase this 
radius by approximately 150 miles provided the tank is not dropped until empty. 


3, The P-51A airplane, with 180 calloss of internal fuel, will consume 
approximately 150 gallons per hour and will cover approximately 330 miles, 
leaving 30 eallons for safety during landing, Thus a radius of anproximately 
190 miles ig indicated at high power conditions, ‘he addition of 150 -allons 
(2 75-callon wing tanks) would double this distance, affording a radius of 
approximately 380 miles, provided the tanks are not droppefuntivempty, 
“onfirmed figures for the P-51B are not available, but are known to be less 
then those for the P-51A, 


4, Indications are that the procedure contemplated by the 8th Pighter 
Command is to use a belly tank for climbing on course to altitude, dropping

the tank just after crossing the Channel into enemy territory, and proceed- 
ing on the mission under military power conditions in order to maintain a hi 
epeed, Under this system, and assuming that the belly tank is used for the 
first 150 miles, the radius of action for either the P-47 or the P-51 would 
only 265 miles, even with the helly tank, 


5. Normal accepted figures for the combat radius of Fighter 4trcraft are 
based on the ability of the airplane to operate at War Emergency Power for 
twenty minutes of combat at the radius of action, and return to bace with 25% 
reserve fuel, using only the internal tanks, This assumes that the flight out 
ig made on the belly tank, which is dropped at the beginning of combat, Under 
these conditions, with belly tnaks, the combat radius of action for the P-47 is 
300 miles and for the P-51A is 420 miles, Dropping the tank at an earlier time, 
for any reason will limit the combat radius accordingly. 

6. The above discussion and figures indicate that, within limits, the 
combat radius of any fighter airplane is determined by the method of operation 
employed, i.e., whether speed is sacrificed for range, whdher oelly tanks are 
retained until empty (or until contact is mate with the enemy), and whether the 
importance of the mission is such that safety factors (such as the amount 
reserve fuel) should be reduced in order to increase the radius of action th

7. To insure that bombardment aviation is afforded the most efficient 
fighter protection during operations from J,K, over German or German controlled 
territory the following immediate action is recommended.

MEMORANDUM TO: Major General EAKER. 


1. The most important thing from the point of view of air support is to en- 
courage General Arnold's staff to become invasion conscious. As surely as the 
hammering of Axis objectives by our expanded strategic Eighth Air Force and the 
R.A.F. will create a situation favourable to an invasion of the Continent, just so 
surely will U.S. air forces be required for the support of U.S. ground forces being 
brought to England. And as surely as we were unprepared on December 7, 1941, and 
November 8, 1942, and are still unprepared in 1943, we shall be tragically unready 
in 1944, unlesg we begin to think and act now for air support. 


2. A considerable number (10-25) professional Air Corps officers are needed 
soon to assist in planning, maintaining liaison, with similar and even more experi- 
enced officers of the British Army and Air Force and for the joint training establish- 
ments not visualized in existing Tables of Orgahization. The Air Corps of ficers 
must be of “colonel or “general” officer calibre. They are not available in the 
Zighth Air Force at present, nor in thenear future. 


3. Some air force organizations mst be revised! a. Our observation groupe 
should be trained and equipped for tactical reconnaissance under modern battle condi- 
tions. They mst be supplied with fighter airplanes which can take photographs, 
not merely fighter type aircraft to be devoted exlusively to observation missions. 
These aircraft mst also be capable of air fighting. ». An RDF and fighter control 
installation, such as is to be found in our Air Defense Wing, shouid be established in 
U.K. at the earliest possible moment in order to gain experience, and, through that 
experience, discover what changes im organization and equipment are necessary. c. 

Our Service Center concept, as outlined in AAFR No. 65-1, should be revised to the end 
that the Service Group, in the ratio of one per tactical group, should be considered 
completely subordinate to the station commanders and in no sense a part of the Service 
Command. Further comments are submitted in a separate paper. 


4. Some new organizations are required: a. For example, Air Servicing Com- 
mandos or Ranger Squadrons will be desirable and the newly organized Airdrome Squadron 
may lend itself to training and development as such. }). Group and wing medical 
clearing stations mst be authorized and created. 


5. Satisfactory fighter-reconnaissance and fighter-bomber-airplanes must be pro- 
duced. The P-51 offers a good basis for both. P-38's and P-39's are being used 
successfully as fighter-bombers. The equipment and methods of converting these 
fighters quickly and normally for fighter-bomber use should be perfected in the U.S., 
rather than left to the improvisation forced upon local commanders by necessity. 
Tank-buster airplanes capable of gunfire by cannon or rockets against tanks or other 
tough ground targets mst be provided. 


6. Training of fighters, fighter-bombers, light bombers,obeervation, and tro“p 
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carrier units in hight, as well as day, operations mst be stressed. The destruction 
of memy aircraft in darkness by the use of night fighters is @ highly specialized job 
and ccan only be performed by units carefully trained and equipped therefor. Never- 
the lees, night operations by all types of air support units will be in great demand 
for intruder missions, airborne operations and night movements. 


7. In order that a satisfactory nucleus may exist so obtain experience and 
give training in this theater there should be sent to ETOUSA as soon as possible one 
airborne division, one or two troop earrier groups, one level anc one dive light bomb 
group, one fighter-reconnaissance and one fighter-bomber group, with associated 
service units.

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HISTORY OF VIII ALR SUPPORT COMMAND 


General order 15, Headquarters Eighth Air Force, dated 28 April, 1942 
called for activation of the VIII Ground Air Support Commnd at Bolling 
Field, D.c. Colonel iobert C. Candee was designated commanding officer 
by S.0.111, Hq AAF, 8 May, 1942. with a cadre strength of 13 officers 
and 11 enlisted men from the Minth Air Force and the Army ‘ir Force Intelli- 
gence School, Harrisburg, Pa., the unit moved to Chatham ‘rtillery ‘rmory, 
Savannah, Ga., on 31 May 1942 where organization proceeded rapidly. on 
25 June, 1942 Colonel Candee was promoted to Brigadier General. 


The first advance air echelon, consisting of Colonels Moffat, Melville, 
Gale and Dutcher, left the United States on 1 July, 1942 from Le Guardie 
Field, N.Y., and arrived in the United Kingdom on 2 July, 1942. The 
second advance air echelon, comprising Colonels sdwards, Riges, Doyle and 
Pluneneke, departed on 8 August, 1942 and arrived in the Itmited Kingdom 
the day following. 


An advance ground echelon of 28 persons amived at Fort Dix, N.J., on 
2% June, 1942 and sailed from the Part of Embarkation, %.Y., on 1 July. 
It arrived in Scotland on 12 July ami thereupon divided, with part going 
to London and part to Tidworth, Hampshire. Later all elements proceeded 
to R.A.F. Station Membury, Berkshire, on 13 ‘fugust pending the arrival ¢ 
the remainder of the unit on 18 ‘fugust, 1942. 


The last element of the Coumand liq departed from Savannah on 20 July, 
1942, and proceeded to the Fort Dix, N.J., staging ares. It moved from 
Fort Dix to the Port of Embarkation, N.Y., on 5 August, 1942, and sailed 
for England on 6 Mugust, 1942 aboard the U.S.S. West Point. then the 
unit arrived in Liverpool on 17 fugust, 1942, it immediately debarked and 
proceeded by rail to Membury, Bers., arriving on 1€ ‘ugust, 1942. 


Shortly after the arrival of the entire headquarters in the United 
Kingdom the name of the unit was altered from VIII Ground Air support 
Commend to VIII Air Support Command, but the concept remained unchanged. 
A large part of the personnel and materiel of the command subsequently 
were given over to the XII Air Force for Operation TORCH. The planning 
section also was active in preparing for TORCH, and the air movements 
from ‘mited Kingdom was controlled by a staff from this headquarters. 
Later, members of the planning staff participated in the organization of 
Operations BACKBONE and BRIMSTONE.

5. Present Activities and Projects. 


&- The present activites of this Command are dominated by the 
development of physical facilities and tactics, correlated with essential 
training of personnel and necessary adaptation of equipment for opera- 
tions supporting the ground forces.

Dear George: 


I have just returned from ten days spent with Tooey at his headquarters at 
Algiers. I went down at his direction for conferences with him and Doolittle on 
mutual matters between the Theater Air Force Commander, the Twelfth fir Force and 
the Eighth Air Force. Also, he wanted me to see the airdromes and the operating 
conditions under which our units may be expected to work if they are detached for 
temporary periods of operation in North Africa. 


The Air Forces in North Africa have done a magnificent job in view of their 
handicaps — middy airdromes, feeble supply, ineffective commmnications and in- 


complete organization. I believe the organizational trouble will shortly be solved. 


I talked to General Zisenhower end feel certain that he intends to give Tooey 
the third star and make him his Air Force Commander instead of his sir adviser. 
Under that system General Eisenhower will heve four coordinate subordinates - 
Navy, Air, Ground and S.0.S. 


It was quite apparent that Tooey has done an outstanding job in bringing some 
form of control out of the chaos which was bound to result from so widely extended 
an operation and with a force composea of so many different agencies, British and 
smerican. 


Thile there +e also wrked out a plan for a briefing station in North *frica 
to take care of the dispatch of planes to the U.K. which come over the southern 
route. ie have also established point to point commnication for an Air Force net 
between the Twelfth and Eighth Air Forces which will greatly facilitate looey's control 
of air operations in the European theater. 


Tooey took up with me your suggestion concerning Garland, ~andon and Fred 
Anderson. Fred Anderson came back with me. It was the first time I had met him or 
had any opportunity to gauge his capacity. He is now spending a week with our Bomber 
Command looking over the situation and will return to you with valuable data on the 
Twelfth and Eighth Air Forces. If you can send Anderson back here immediately he will 
be given at once command of our Third Wing. It now has no Commander since Tooey has 
called for Kuter to go to Africa to be his ‘hief of Staff. Kuter had the First Wing; 
Hansell has now been shifted over to the First Wing to teke Kuter's place, leaving 
the Third Wing Command vacant. Our Third Wing is very critical since it is the Medium 
Bombardment Wing. The staff is well organized, the airdromes are practically completed, 
but we need a Wing Commander at the earliest possible date to supervise the training 
and initiation into combat of the medium bombers. I can assure you that full use will 
be made of Garland when he arrives and I am very anxious to get Landon and any other 
experienced bombardment people. There is a great dearth here of suitable Group Com- 
mander, Wing Commander and senior Air Force ar d Romber Command steff personnel. We 
are doing the best we can with whatwe have and I feel that we have got the right 
men into the right places. with the exception of two Group Comm nders all are 


=-]- 
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the old Eagle outfit, in order that we might get an early service test of the P-47's 
in combat, flown by experienced pilots. 90 p-47'stave now arrived and Air Service 
Command is setting them up. Three of them are being flown by Hunter's pilots in 
connection with the AFDU at Duxford. we shall hve all of the planes for the 56th 
Group ready when they arrive. Tooey and I felt, however, that since that Group 

ll not arrive until late in January and will require a period of two or three 
weeks familiarization with this theater and with the aircraft prior to entry into 
combat, it would be very wise to let experienced pilots try out 25 of them to give 
the plane the best break. 


Tovey decided that the first 28 B-17 replacements would be kept by the Twelfth 
Air Force in North Africa and the next 45 serit to us here. In view of this it 
appears that our Groups operating from this theater, will be down to about 18 
planes per Group opr less before the replacements begin to arrive sc that they 
can be built back to 35 I.E. Please rush replacement aircraft and combat crews as 
fast as you can.

1, Dne to heavy ice and general bad weather condi- 
tions wover the North Atlantic Route from Presque Isle to United Kingdom 
for the period December 1, 1942 through February 28, 1943, it is recom 
mended that 2-engine aircraft, except for experimental flights, cease 
to be delivered over this Route. 


2, It is believed that replacement and tactical 4-engine 
aircraft can continue to be delivered over the North Atlantic Route under 
the present conditions of broken clouds at boththé departure point and 
destination, These observations are due to the fact that 4-engine air- 
craft will have to make flights at a meam altitude of 20,000 feet or 
above and will have to fly non-stop from Gander Lake to United Kingdom 
or from Goose Bay via celand to United Kingiom, It will be impossible to 
maintein schedules or contimous flow of C-47, B-26, B-25 and A-20 type 
aircraft over this route during this period due to laek of range of the 
airplanes and the fact that these airplanes are not equipped with super- 
chargers and cannot maintain the altitudes of 20,000 feet or Righer 
necessary because of the heavy icing conditions, 


3, It is, therefore, recommended that all 2-engine 
aircraft destined for United Kingdom ve flown over the South Atlantic 
Route via Ascension to Bathurst, Lagos or Accra, The weather at this 
time of the year is particularly good over the South Atlantic Route 
and sufficient facilities for gassing, maintenance and housing of crews 
are already available to the Coast of Afrida, Further, these facilities 
Can be readily enlarged.

h. The Twelfth Air Force will be actively engaged in combat operations, 
The combat losses incident to this employment will quickly create an insistent 
demand for replacement of combat aircraft and crews. There is at present only 
one ready source in this Theater from which such requirements can be drawn! 
the Bighth Air Force, which is also actively engated. Since the Twelfth Air 
Force has priority in this Theater, it is eppsrent that, unless a revlacement 
pool is provided, the requirements of the Twelfth Air Farce will be met by 
withdrawing aircraft and combat crews from the operating organization of the 
Eighth Air Force to sustain the Twelfth Air Force, This procéss has already 
begun. Such action may be expected to bleed the vitelity of the Highth Air 
Poree until the latter is virtually impotent within a few months, unless steps 
are taken to forestall it. 


&- A pool of replacement aircraft and combat crews should be built up 
at once in this Theater, The level of this repladement pool should be at 
least twenty percent of the total combat aircraft by type of the Twelfth and 
Bighth Air Forces by December 31, and forty percent by January 31 (2 months' 
bequirements), and it should be maintained at that level. 


a. This level of replacements (2 months' requirements) is made necessary 
for the following reasons: 

Replacements needed during any current month must be on hand at the 
beginning of the month, ready for immediate dispatch to meet daily demands for 
replacement of casualties. This mrgin of time is the minimum that is 
acceptable since trans-Atlantic ferrying of replacements % subject to amany 
interruptions, and replacement demands fluctuate between wide limits, depending 
Upon tactical employment, 

Replacement crews and aircraft must receive a special course of 
adjustment to the pesuliar requirements of this highly developed Theater, Such 
adjustment required about thirty days, Thus replacements are not ready for 
the replacement pool for one month after errival bere, 
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a. It may de more feasible to ferry revlacements to this Theater by the 
southern route than the northern route, especially if the success of the TORCH 
operation clears the west coast of Africa, 


STRATEGIC CONCEPT ‘ 


8. g. A firm decision is needed concerning the development, require- 
ments snd strategic employment of the Army Air Forces in the UK, Current 
planning in thts Theater is in extension of the ROUND-UP concept. Even a 
modest invasion of French territory will require an air complement.quite dif- 
ferent in make-up from the air forces needed for an air offensive to undermine 
German military strength. In view of the shipping situation, the introdnection 
of such a mumber of bombers, which are needed for the air offensive. 


b. The limitation of whipping makes it apparent that these requirements, 
i.e., for air support of a limited invasion, as opposed to an air offensive, are 
incompatible, and » decision mst be reached as to which is decired, 


g. It is not feasible to delay the decision on this matter until alater 
date because of logistical requirements, A highly complex plan of logistical 
organization now being executed by the RAF must be carried through to its 
completion if an offensive air force is to be introduced into this Theater. 

The deployment of US air forces in the UK, and hence the location and constwuc- 
tion of airdromes here, is dependent upon the strategic concept of their 
employment. For ROUND-UP or any lesser operation involving an invasion across 
the Channel, the US fighters, observdion aircraft, light bombers and transports 
must all be concentrated in the south and southeast portion of England, For 
the air offensive, on the other hand, it is planned to set up an American Air 
Foece Area generally north and northeast of London, end the US fighters will 
be deployed to operate from that part of England, to provide escorts for our 
bomber forces. Logistical arrangements of this kind must be planned months 

in advance and carefully coordinated with the RAF, since the UE is a highly 
congested base area. Decisions in this connection are required @ily. 


a. We must imow the tdal size, Composition and rate of flow of the 
air forces to be introduced into this Theater during the next six months or a 
year in order to contime the preparation for their reception, 


In view of these facts, it is requested that a definite decision be 
obtained indicating whether: 


(1) The military effort to be exerted from the UK in 1943 will con-

implication of joint directives. From the basic directive, we selected our 


oe 
target priorities and the special requirements which we have issued to the 


Air Forces. Bottomley and I have set w committe a erd U. S.repre- 
sentatives whose function is to make recommendations to Bottomley and to my- 
self as to target priorities. This committee has no executive authority and 
we are not bound to act upon its recommendations in any way whatsoever. I 
have taken action, as you can see, to breax away from any domination, either 
by implication or otherwise, of RAF control. The first example of their pres- 
sure was to get us to attack the submarine pens at Bergen. You are aware of 
the action we have taken on that and I appreciate very much your immediate 


endoresement of my position. 


With reference to the dropping of supplies to the Poles in Warsaw, we have 
done everything possible to put that operation over, but have been prevented 
by the Soviets. The Soviets stated that the Partisans were all evacuated 
and since then, the Poles have confirmed the Soviet's statement. I am evacu- 
ating our Russian bases, wth the exception of the Poltava base, for the 
winter effective Uctober 5, 


I am heartily in accord with your requirements for building up the command 
situation in the Pacific and we have attempted to cooperate by giving you 
our best men where you needed them and when you aged for them. However, 1 
must emphasize that the war with Germany is not over and with the stagnation 
xf the cround front, it may be up to the Air to force Vermany out of the 

We have prepared and have received agreement by the RAF of two plans 

which we call Hurricane No. 1, which provides for the concentr 

Strategic Air Forces in the theater, plus such help as can be iz 

the Tactical Air Forces, against targets in western vermany, marily 

Rhhr area, This ties in closely with the present scheme puver of the 
ground forces, This attack will be all-out at all times, except when weather 
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permits us to attack high priority oil targets throughout cermany. The 
other plan is called Hurricane No. 2, which puts in a requirement for good 
weather over all Germany, and involves a concentration of All Air Forces, 
both U.S. and British, in the Mediterranean and U.K., over Germany, attack- 
ing targets with the following priority: lst - Oil; 2nd = Ordnance Depots; 
Srd - M.T. Depots and Armored Force vehicle Depots; 4th - Transportation, 
which means hitting something very nearly at every place we can get to. 

We in all of these attacks keep oil at the top. 


Gur recent losses in our attacks on Germany, although hizher than we have 
experienced for some time, were not unduly high. The losses from flak have 
gone up because the Sermans have been able to concentrate more flak. The 
losses from fighters have been sporadic and have been caused by a few very 
highly trained sCerman outfits who have hit us just rizht. The big losses of 
27 September were caused by one of our groups getting out o formation and out 
from under fighter escort for a short period of time. ‘he vermans very luckily 
hit this and we do know that some of the fighters who hit this were criticized 
by the German “igh Commend for making the attack because they were avoiding 
their regular job of ground strafing. A complete operational report is being 
prepared and will be submitted to your staff covering this period. 


I am reasonably sure that, at the present time, the Germane have no new weapons 
that are causing our losses, although { am not overlooking the pessibility of 
proximity fuses, and better ammunition and sights for their fichters. 

I will give you very frankly my impressions of the ground battle since D-Day. 
For some time after the landing and the initial establishment of the beach- 
head, our ground forces appeared stymied. During this period ow Air Forces 
were having a devastating effect on German attempts to pile in reinforcements 
and during most of this time we had a great superiprity in men and materiel 
on the sround, in addition to our air supremacy, In the initial scheme of 
maneuver, Caen was to be taken rapidly and the advance continue along the 
favorable sround following the general course of the vrne River. As you 
know, this did not take place and the break-through came at St, Lo, I do 

not believe that this break-through would have been made except throush th 
aid of the terrific shellacking they took from our heavy bombers. 


After the break-through, Patton rapidly exploited the situation by bole ag- 
gressive section. He did not stop his advance to clean up centes of resist- 
ance, but continued his mechanized movement, leaving behind some infantry at 
each of the places to seal then until they could be mopped up. Juring this 
period he was given most magnificent air support, The heads of the armored 
columns at all times during daylight hours had formations of figher bombers 
overhead in constant communication with the leading tanks. These fighter 
bombers acted both as reconnaissance airplanes and as fighter bombers to 
destroy enemy strong points or positions which might delay the advance. 

As a result of the break-throuzh, the German Army was rapidly rolled up 
against the Seine and practically annihilated as an Army. here appeared 

to be nothine between our Army and Serlin except the verman people. 


However, the problem of logistics raised its ugly head. The french rail- 
road system and road systen, particularly bridges in the latter case, were 
so badly wrecked by previous air attack, that supply movement became most 
critical. During most of this time Cherbourg and the beaches were the only 
places where supplies could be introduced onto sthe mainland, Trucke and air 
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transport were the only means for moving these supplies forward. lhe pro- 
jection forward of our Air Forces under these conditions, to continue the 
close support of the zround forces, became as difficult «s the question of 
plying gasoline to our rapidly moving forces, ‘The ground armies were 


stopped somewhere along the presest lines, not by the Cerman Army, but by 
the lack of supplies to continue the advance furbher. 


At about this time several successive airborne operations were planned, all 
of which removed the C=47's from their supply carrying job. We attempted 
to fill in the gap as well as we could with bombers. However, this means 
of supply was extremely limited, due to lack of suitable fields upon which 
to land the bombers laden with supplies. At no time could it approach the 
efficiency of the use of C-47's for the same purpose, due to the vast 
number of airfields available for the latter tyne plane, 


During the rapid movement forward the Germans were obstinately defended port 
areas such as Brest, Le Havre, etc. When the advance stopped due to supply 
shortages, which still exist, the Cermans were enabled, by employinz drastic 
means, to mann their Siegfreid line. It is possible, by continuing the use 
of C-47's on supply, that our forces might have been able to reach the Rhine 
before being halted, However, it is also quite evident that somewhere in 
the general area of where the stop was made that lines of communication had 
to be firmly established and supplies brought up before our forces could go 
deep into Germany, no matter what scale of resistance was encountered. 


Whether or not, with our present superiority of personnel and materiel, our 
ground forces cancrack through during the forthcoming bad winter months is 
anyone's guess. They have made their advances so far under the benign in- 
fluence of most powerful and effective air coverage. This was so complete 
that not even reconnaissance airplanes of the vermans could operate to the 
extent necessary to know where our sround movements were beins made. This 
latter situation no longer exists since jet propelled aircraft can operate 
too freely over our areas now. The ensuing months, unless weather is dif- 
ferent than all previous experience indicates, will result in a far lower 
frequency of air operations on our part, At the same time, our ground forces 
which have been rarely attacked by the enemy air will increasingly be sub- 
jected to air attacks as we advance against Germany proper with their 

vast net of airfields plus their buildup of jet propelled fighters. Against 
this decreased air coverage and air support, is the fact that the main Jerman 
Army which initially opposed us has been defeated, 


The ground armies plan to continue their offensive as rapidly as the supply 
eituation permits and we plan to continue strategic operations to the maxi- 
mum extent that weather permits. ‘the same is true of the Tactical Air Forces 
There will be not let up in the offensive. I personally believe that the next 
significant break-through, if backed by adequate supplies, will mark the end 
of organized resistance on the western front. It is very apparent that Mr. 
Hitler has sobilized most of his remaining resources to attempt to hold gen- 
erally along the Siegfried line. However, the Rhine itself will be a dif- 
ficult barrier mless the next break-through is fast enouzh to secure the 
necessary number of bridges before the Sermins can destroy them. 1 would 
mticipate that the Hhine will be reached in the relative near future, If 
it becomes stickly as a barrier, it may still be possibie to beat up the in- 
sides of Cermany enough by air action to cause her to collapse before next 
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spring, particularly if the Russians c mtinuenpressure against the eastern 
area,

The inclosed directive to the Strategic Air Yorces in Furope is a 
reflection of the thinking outlined in my letter of 7 January 1945. Air 
Marshal Bottomley is in agreement with it and is dispatching a copy to 
Bomber Command. Copies have already gone to the Eighth and Fifteenth Air 
Forces, 


A new directive is necessary at this time since we have recently 
had to revise our estimate of V day, and consequently must include the at- 
tack of target systems with a longer range application, e.g. the G.A.F. and 
submarines, 


I estimate that approximately 400-500 jet aircraft will be available 
for operations against us by early sumer unless we take prompt measures. 
Likewise, the production of new type submarines is about to spurt since the 
tooling up and establishment of assembly facilities will soon be complete. 
Both of these target systems now present a vulnerability which too mich delay 
will deny us. 


Accordingly, the important changes effected are the restoration of 
the G.A.F., and primarily of its jet aircraft production, training and opera- 
tional establishments, as a principal objective for attack, and the allocation 
of marginal or incidental effort to submarines.

In this effort to increase the efficiency 
of his fighter force, he has turned to the rapid development of jet fighters 
and there is every evidence of his intention to produce them on a large scale 
as early as possible, 
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Already he has a considerable number of these aircraft in operation. 
They are superior in speed and armament to our conventional fighters. As 
soon as they are available in sufficient numbers, and as soon as the eneny 
has developed suitable tactics for their efficient employment, they will 
doubtless be employed systematically arairst our strategic day bombers. The 
conditions which are likely to confront the conduct of our stretegic offens- 
ive in the near future are therefore serious, unless the enemy's production 
and employment of jet aircraft is checked in some way. 


In addition, the employment of these aircraft over the battle-front 
will place our tactical air forces and the armies themselves at considerable 
disadvantage. This particularly applies to reconnaissance and to the employ- 
ment of these aircraft in a ground attack role. It has therefore been decided 
that we shell employ the necessary amount of strategic effort to neutralize 
this grave threat. The GAF and primarily its jet production, training and 
operational establishments now become primary objectives for attack. 


Direct Support. 


5. The direct support of land and naval operations remains a continu- 
ing comitment. 


Attack of Enemy U-Boat Organization. 


6. In view of the growing menace of the German U-Boat developments, it 
has been decided that certain objectives in the enemy's U-Boat organization 
will be attacked whenever possible by marginal effort or incidental to opera- 
tions covered by the preceding paragraphs in this directive.

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MEMORANDUM FOR GENERAL KUTER: 


Subject: Directive #3 For the Strategic Air Force in Europe. 


1. General Sp2atz' has forwarded Directive #3 for the Strateric 

Air Force in Burope with a covering letter of 16 January am states that 
this directive has been forwarded to the operating Strategic Air Forces 
including British Bomber Command. In the covering letter, General Spaatz 
states that this directive is a reflection of his thinking outlined in 

his letter of 7 January 45. Upon the receipt of this letter by ac/#S, Plans, 
a special paper was prepared and in preliminary form was handed to General 
Loutzenheiser for informal discussion with General Fred Anderson in London. 
Through this channel the views of AC/AS, Plans on Directive #3 will be 
conveyed promptly to USSTAF. 

2. This directive can hardly be said to be a liberal interpretation 
of either General Spaatz' letter of 7 January or the covering letter of the 
16th of January. The directive appears to be highly conservative and is not 
a radical change from the former directive. Briefly, the priorities are 
stated as follows: First priority: petroleum industry; second: German 
lines of communication (not further defined) Third: Important industrial 
areas with particular reference to oil and communications. Fourth: Counter 
Air Force, directed specifically against jet. Fifth, direct "support" of 
land and naval operations. Sixth, enemy U-boat organization by "marginal 
effort or incidental to operations covered above". 

3. It is apparent that this directive is the result of agreed 
decisions between Air Marshall Bottomley and General Spestz. The latter's 
personal views stated in his letter of 16 vanuary and 7 January indicate a 
willingness to place submarine construction, jet aircraft production, «nd 
G!F training installations well ahead of the priority indicated in the 


directive. Specific comments on the priorities by AC/AS, Plans follow: 


4 
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4. Petroleum Industry: This industry is placed in first priority. 

The question should be raised of diminishing returns after the heavy tonnage 
already dropped by visial effort on this system. 

5 German lines of communication: There is no further definition of 
what particular targets will be attacked under this high priority. This 
can be a very large overall target. If this means that we are to place 
most of our visual effort, after the petroleum industry, on marshalling yards, 
it is considered that this is an unattractive proposition. It is felt that 
German lines of communication are placed too high on the list of priorities. 

6. Important Industrial Areas. This priority is also undefined, but is 
limited by the statement that it is to be attacked "when weather or tactical 
conditions are unsuiteble for the higher priorities". It ic stated that this 
target shall be so attacked "as to contribute to the maximum destruction of 
the petroleum industry and the dislocation of the target systems indicated 
above", i.e. communications. This is considered to be a very vague priority 
and is probably included in this directive to satisfy area bombardment concepts 
of the RAF. It is difficult to believe that General Spaatz will operate by 
day against such a target except in the Ruhr. 

7. Counter Air Force Action. This priority clearly states the threat of 
the jet aircraft and is considered an excellent appraisal of the problem. 
Inasmuch as the German Air Force has in the past been considered a special 
priority, it is felt that this portion of the directive is satisfactory as it 
will probably be treated on the historically "special" basis. This paragraph 


is considered very acceptable. 


8. Direct Support. AC/AS, Plans feels that if an all-out air effort 


can be delivered at the time that the ground forces are prepared to assault 
that such an operation should be of the highest priority. Such a special 


effort will he of short duration and hence a limited diversion 
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from the strategic effort. The initiative of the air in speerheading a 
large scale fround offensive could easily provide the impetus for a decisive 
victory. 

9, Attack of enemy U-boat orgenization. This appears very low on the 
list, but General Spaatz' accompanying letter indicates that he is prepared 
to take a much more aggressive attitude than is indicated by the directive 
itself. In addition to this a cable was dispatched last night asking Genera! 
Fred Anderson's comments on the question of a 25% allocation of effort to this 
priority. This cable takes the necessary action to challenge the directive. 

10. Conclusions: The directive which appears, 65 stated above, to be a 
very much too conservative approach to the problem should be considered as a 
compromise between PAF and AAF views. 


ll. The draft memorandum taken by General Loutzenheiser to London clearly 


expresses the views of AC/AS, Plans. It is therefore felt that necessary 


action has been taken to bring the Air Staff point of view to the attention

tions, the employment of hitherto secret wearons and employing strategical 


air in all-out tactical operations wherever and whenever the advance 
of the ground troops can be thus facilitated. All this to be done with 
the single purpose of achieving the foregoing objective anc all on the 
basis that the effort will succeed, 

We will give maximum support for this all-out effort. In so 
far as humanly possible all requirements will be met. Nothing will be 
withheld which is available and can be of assistance now. 

The Strategic Air Forces will operate under the policy set forth 
in this directive. 

SCAFF and SACMED will consult and together make recommendations 
without delay as to the course of action in the Mediterranean Theater 
which will best contritute to defeating Germany by 1 January 1945, 

Plans and preparations for carrying on the battle against Germany 
beyond 1 January will be continued on the basis that they do not inter- 


fere with the all-out effort to crush German resistance by 1 January.

I am taking advantage of the visit of Hugh Knerr to Washington to submit 
the attached proposal for the proper integration of all U. S. air forces operating 
against Germany. Examples as to its need are piling-up. Following is an example 
of the current confusion with which I am faced, particularly in regard to the 
Fifteenth Air Forces 

Under the terms of CCS 520, "the responsibility for supervision of air 
operations out of England (underlining mine) of all forces engaged in the program, 
including the USSTAF and British Bomber Command, together with any other air forces 
that might be made available, should pass to the Supreme Commander." ‘7e¢°r) 1, 
his letter to me dated 13 April, and which I quoted to you by cable on 
Portal used the same qualifying expression: "out of England" in asking me to look 
to the Supreme Commander for direction beginning 1) April. At the same time, he 
reserved to himself, the continuation of the procedure of sending a weekly signal 
to me and to Wilson giving the priorities for the operations of the Fifteenth Air 
Force in the Balkans and I have since actually received such signals. Presumably 
Wilson continues to have the right to order attacks against ground support targets 
in Italy. Up to this point, then, logically I should establish priorities for the 
Fifteenth Air Force as between targets in: (a) Southeast Europe, (b) Italy, and 
(c) other areas. In order to do that, I should have some general policy directive 
from the CCS, 

However, I never have received any directive direct from the CCS. In the 
directive issued to me 17 April by the Supreme Commander, he assumes direction of 
the entire USSEAF and in addition to others, establishes the order of priority for

"10. In order to take advantage of favourable opportunities to attack targets of 
great political and military importance in S.E. EUROPE, the order of bombing 
priority given in para, 9 above may be altered when the situation warrants, and 
when results of the highest importance may be expected therefrom. The Commanding 
General, U.S.S.T.A.F. will be kept informed of changes in the political and military 
importance of these objectives as affecting the priority of bombing tasks generally, 
and will be given timely warning of attacks against such targets in order to enable 
proper coordination between 15th Air Force and 8th Air Force operations." 
From whom will the Commanding General, U.S.5S.T.A.F. get his instructions as to 


the changes so he can properly coordinate the Fifteenth and Eighth? What is to 


happen when the Russian Shuttle grows beyond the shuttle stage; who is to control

As you can see from the above, it is difficult for me to rec onclle several 
. uflicting directives, one using base areas as a ceteru-ning factor and another 
using a mixture of target areas and target nature; and all to be subject to varicus 


overriding priority demands by different individuals of limited responsibility. I 


must comply with all these directives without any directive from my real head, the 


CCS, or even any direct knowledge as to their intent. However, I am doing my best 
to comply with everythinge 

It indicates to me tie hopelessness of compromising with the necessity of having 
for such a tremendous force which knows no boundaries, one head who in turn has no 
master except one with world-wide responsibility, or at least Europe-wide 
responsibility. 

However, all of this direction of an unlimited or unrestricted weapon, 
being attempted by Commanders over me wit) limited local responsibilities. 
local responsibilities arc more often contradictory than complementary 

As you know, Portal has been looked upon asthe agent of the COs in implenentating 
the combined Bouber offensive. Through that there has developed a tendency to deal 
with USSTAF only through Portal, Although our relations are of the most cordial 
and best, he leans upon his own staff for advice concerning problems affecting me, 
The same is now true with Eisenhower. Although he listens to me when I offer advice, 
the normal machinery is for incoming air problems to be referred to his Deputy 
(Tedder) and his staff for routine study and advice. In otuer words, in spite of 
the desire of both Lisenhower and Portal to consult me freely, the routine 
machinery functions to side step my Headquarters until an obvious necessity arises 
in some particular problem, to tring me into it but always at a late hour. That 
cannot make for effectiveness.

The only solution is, as I indicated above, to consider USSTAF to have reached 


its majority, and gradually to build up this Headquarters to a separate high 


position, responsible to the U. S. Theater Commander only for housekeeping details, 
with no responsibility to the Air Ministry, and to where it is the Headquarters 


of original jurisdiction in all U. 5. air matters in this part of the world.

Dear Fred: 


Your letter of 22 April has remained unanswered only because the main 
question, that of a U.S. Air Force in Europe, has been the subject of our 
intensive study. I can only echo your thought when you say, "The greatest 
thing that concerns us still is the command picture", The last two weeks 
have found the members of the Air Staff really scratching their heads and 
I am sure that we will soon have some answers. 


In the meantime, I would like to send you a few ideas to snow you 
how our minds are working. 


In the first place we are more than sympathetic to your thought that 
the Air Forces are in need of the prestige which comes from mass grouving 
under unity of command. Further, the present situation is riddled with 
confusion and diffusion of effort. The recent letters of Tooey and your- 
self, however, both recognize the necessity of making the best of a 
difficult problem at this critical moment. We see eye to eye with you on 
that score. You know the clause of CCS 520 which provide for a review 
“after OVERLOAD is established on the Gontinent”. This is the directive 
which orovides the proper moment for a complete overhaul of air command 
and until then we agree with you that all air forces operating against 
Germany are dedicated to the mission of the $.A.C. Your efforts to 
reduce confusion are fully appre¢iated, and are viewed with high approval 
here. 


Here sre some of the questions on the subject of air command which 
are running through our minds. 


First, we must have reel unity of all air effort. Should not this 
be accomolished by a C in © for Air equipped with an operating staff 
capable of enforcing the whole hearted contribution of every single air 
unit? 


Second, because the CCS will never issue two directives to “win 
the war" in the same theater, must not the © in © for Air be directly 
under the Supreme Allied Commander?

My Dear Ike: 


The problem which hes been foremost in my thoughts is the question 
of an air command in Europe designed to provide maximm eir effectiveness 
as e major component of vour overell effort. 


The position as I view it today is that our present air command 
system in Zurope has grown up like Topsy. It is in many ways the 
product of compromise in which we have found it politic to give consider- 
ation to the vested rights of organizations established before our time 
and to the strong personalities involved. 


The history of command in the Pacific seems to me to be illuminating 
end significant. There we have today truly integrated general staffs, 
working smoothly to throw all our forces against the enemy in an effective 
common effort. 


The Combined Chiefs of Staff have declared that "After OVERLORD 
is esteblished on the continent, the directive for the employment of 
strategic bombing forces will be reviewed", It seems to me that this 
moment would be the proper time to review the entire Huropean air command 
set-up. 


My estimate of the problem is that first we should create a 
Commander in Chief for Air. His task would be to direct every air unit 
aveilable against Germany. To effect control he should have his own 
operational staff capable of enforcing full participation of all air 
forces in a united effort. The present contribution of the Army Air 
Forces to the total is such, and I am now prepared to denonstrate this 
point, thet the Commander in Chief for Air should be an American officer. 


Now, as you are the Supreme Allied Commander, who properly holds 
the only directive to win the war against Germany, the Commencer in Chief 
for Air must come directly under your command, As the pattern of the 
campaign unfolds, the operational air staff can handle the complex problem 
of optimum target systems, and present for your decision the question of the

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type of reauired air effort as between tectical and strategic air concepts. 


If you feel that in this generel view we have the foundation of 
a plan to solve the air problem, then we come to the auestion of the man. 
This is the essential point. Not only is the selection of a Commander in 
Chief for Air vital, but also the choice of a Chief of Air Staff. Your 
leadership which has availed itself of Bedell's fine accomplishment as 
Chief of Staff has slways impressed me. I am sure with your concurrence 
we can convince the British of both the problem and the plan, but we 
must be equelly sound in the selection of our candidate for Commander 
in Chief for Air. Would you let me have your advice and counsel on this 
point? 

This letter is sent to tell you what is in my mind on this vital 
question, I am sure you lmow that my only objective is to further your 


mission.

First of all we are all agreed that until OVEKLORD is establisha 
on the continent ("ara 1 (e) CCS 520) we must make the beat of the 
present machinery, imerfect though it is. The present doctrine is 
that all air forces operating against German are dedicated to the 
task of the °~.A.C, ‘This in principle includes the entire Fifteenth 
Air Force subject only to the necessary requirements of the Mediter- 
ranean theater. 


Second, we are giving the question of Air Command in Zurope 
careful stu‘y with a view to having a thorough overhaul at the 
proper time. We cannot foresee what conditions nor entirely fors- 
see the strateg which will prevail when OVERLORD is established on 
the continent. Whatever the conditions may be, our efforte will 
point to clarify the command setup to provide a concentrated effort 
of all available air units so as to provide closest coordination 
between tactical air and groun forces. At the same time we aust 
bring all strategic air into a common effective effort to strike 
Germany with utmost force. 


fe are aware of your problems and will ¢o our best to arrive 
at the right answer.

True unity of effort could be attained ony through a levelling process, 
a series of compromises of interests, overatine principles, organizational 
methods, etc. To my mini, then, that levelling process, as between the J. 5.

a “meeting of the minis", and undesirable because it vould result in a lower- 
ing of the U.S. standard. The assumtion thet under a unified command (U. 
S. and British) Bhere would be whole-hearted unity of effort is an ‘llusion, 
National interests, pride, ete. cannot be submerged and the attempt to en- 
force submersion might well result in an accentuation of the differences.

MEMORANDUM FOR GENERAL KUTER: 


Subject: Unity of Command of AAF in Burope 


I. Statement of the Problem 


General Spaatz, in a letter to General Arnold of April 
22, proposes, in effect, that the American Air Forces in Europe be 
consolidated under one head. 


II. Discussion 


1. General Spaatz states that the potential of our 
Air Forces in Burope is not fully realized because of : (1) restric- 
tion of capabilities due to limited objectives, (2) lack of cohesive 
control, and (3) difficulties of reconciliation between British and 
American thought. 


2. The above reasons for opposing the present system 
of control at this time are caused respectively by: 


(1) General Eisenhower's directive. This is not 
to win the war, but merely to establish and 
maintain a beachhead. General Spaatz feels 
that SAC's contemplated employment of USSTAF 
is consequently colored and does not take 
advantage of the full capabilities of strate- 
gic Air Forces. 


General Spaatz' feeling as to “cohesive control" 
is believed due to his administrative responsi- 
bility but lack of operational control with the 
9th Air Force. This is considered a valid com- 
plaint. 


Difficulties in amalgamation of the U.S, Air 
Force and the RAF are inherent to close mili- 
tary cooperation between Allied Nations, and 
in the particular case - AZAF - which General 
Spaatz undoubtedly has in mind, the British 
appear definitely predominant in the higher 
headquarters. It ig believed that General 
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Spaatz likewise clashes personally with Air Chief 
Marshall Leigh-Mallory. Although supposedly sett- 
led at the Casablanca conference there still exists 
some interservice friction caused by the fundamental 
difference between the operational methods of the 
RAP and AAF, the former boosting area night bombing, 
and the latter the precision daylight technique. 


3. General Spaatz' paper is dominated throughout by the 
strategic point of view as opposed to the tactical. Review of CCS 
paper 400/2 indicates that sufficient authority was given the CG, USSTAF, 
to insure control of all strategic air forces in Europe if it were 
operationally possible. It is believed that under the present system 
day to day operational control is exercised over both the 8th and 15th 
Air Forces only when the efforts are coordinated in time and space = 
@ rare occasion. This ~ and direction of the 15th Air Force through 
General Saker - constitutes in practice if not in theory, an abandon=- 
ment of authoritative prerogative, and indicates the validity of the 
British opposition to the plans expressed in CCS paper 400/1. Opera- 
tional limitation, division of administrative and operational authority 
(in the Mediterranean, in England, and in USSTAF), and probably a 
certain amount of undermining by the British may be listed as reasons 
for General Spaatz' present situation. 


. 4. The present theory and persistent practice definitely 
delineates vetween tactical and strategic employment. The problems of 
each are so distinct that it is believed the time and distence factors 
in the situation under diecussion preclude efficient direct control of 
all Air Forces - particularly when the interests of our Allies must be 
considered. This will become even more true upon establishment of a 
tactical Air Force - the 9th - on the Continent. 


5. General Spaatz believes that strategic bombing can 
win the war and undoubtedly would like to attempt to prove it. This 
belief lacks historical basis and is thought not susceptible to proof. 
Even if the AAF were desirous of attempting it the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff would undoubtedly object violently to such a proposel. Similarly, 
it is felt that the British Chiefs of Staff would bitterly resist con- 
centration under one head of all U.S. Air Forces in Europe for any 
purpose, 


6. Even under the assumption that the arguments listed 
above could be voided, it is felt that our present proposal before 
Congress for the consolidation of all Armed Forces into one department 
renders the moment inauspicious for a proposal to consolidate all our 
Air Forces in Europe. 


7. General Spaatz' arguments contain one exceptionally 
valid one - the division between administrative and operational control. 
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Our experience has forever been that such division leads to ineffi- 
ciency, apparent though understandable favoritism, personal difficulties 
between commanders, and trouble in general. The reason for this is 
obscure, since the Navy appears to make such a system work, but may 
possibly be due to the heterogeneity of our Air Forces. No matter 

what the reason may be, the fact remains that administration and 
operations ere eternally wedded and as separation is a maceshift 

measure it can only mean a deterioration in efficiency. 


III. Conclusions 


It is concluded that concentration of the AAF in Burope 
under one head is not feasible. 


IV. Recommendations 


That it de suggested to General Spaatz that he review, 
in the light of CCS paper 400/2, his present recommendation, bearing 
in mind the operational limitations which have led to the present 
situation.

British based heavy bombers, tarret conditions are assumed to be essen- 
tially the same. 


Bases 


BRITISH BASES: Weather conditions in the British Isles are extremly 
lecal and occasions when all bases are inoperative are infrequent. Low 
stratoform cloud and poor visibilitices are prevalent but are generally 
confined to specific arcas of the British Isles dependent upon the 
Synoptic situation. It is true that there are relatively few days in 
which there ere no weather restrictions to flying, but contrary to popular 
opinion, there are likewise few days in which minima flying conditions 
do not exist... Icing conditions in the British Isles are very rare from 
June to September but during the winter months » perticularly Jamary and 
February, icing occurs quite frequently. The frecsing level during these 
months is generelly 1500 to 3000 feet and the most severe icing, other 
than frontal, occurs in the layer of prevalent stratoform cloud which is 
rarely more than 1000 to 2000 feet thick. 


TTALIAN BASES: In general, Italy and the nearby Mediterranean Is- 
lands have excellent flying weather, The majority of poor flying weather 
occurs during the winter months, but even then the cloud is well broken 
and the visibilities are better than 2 miles except in the north of Italy 
(The Po Valley). Areas further to the south in Italy rarely report ceil- 
ings below 2000 feet, 


Por bases in the north of Italy, the problem « visibility immediately 
arises. The entire Po Valley (see Map E)-is subject to extensive visi- 
bility restrictions in the form of fog and haze, This fog and haze is 
generally 1000 to 2000 feet thick which tends to improve rapidly during 
the morning, but frequently there is little change during the day. Visi- 
bility restrictions in the south of Ttaly are rere; although exact figures 
are not available, it is safe to say that visibilities rarely drop below 
2 miles for any period of tim, 


The freezing level over Italy varies rapidly end over a considerable 
range, generally being 4000 to 7000 feet in the winter and 10,000 to 12,000 
feet in the sumer, Icing is not a very great problem, but icing can be 
expected when flying in clouds at freezing levels. 


Routes 


ENOM BRITISH BASES: It is readily realised that route flying conditions 
are necessarily controlled to a great extent by the limitations placed on 
base and target conditions, but nevertheless vith the range over which 
missions are now conducted, route conditions frequently present 2 definite 
problem, whose only solution lies in extreme latitude with which the route

may be chosen. In choosing routes from the British Isles, detailed infor- 
mation is available on the intensity and vertical extent of all frontal 
systems as they pass the Sritish Isles. 


Icing hasards over the routes from British bases may be treated in 
@ similar manner as the bases. 


Pau ITALIAN BASES: It is assumed thet the majority of the German 
targets from Italian bases wili lie directly over the Alps. This presents 
a definite problem in that altitudes of 25,000 to 30,000 fect will have 
to be attained both in winter and summer in order to get over the extensive 
high cloudiness. This cloudiness is at maximum intensity during the day 
time, especially during the surmer months when there is marked convective 
activity and thunderstorms. Coupled with this cloudiness, the freezing 
level in the Alps is generelly 10,000 to 12,000 feet, making it necessary 
for aircraft to fly above the cloud in order to avoid the moderate to 
severe icing conditions. f#outes to Cerman targets from Italy are normlly 
parallel to the fronts moving across Europe so the necessity of passing 
through a front is minimized, 


Conclusion 


1. Im order to take advantage of improved base conditions in the 
Italian area, the bases will heve to be located south of the Fo Valley. 


2. AS long as & limiting criteria of 5/10 or less total cloud is 
placed on the target, base conditions do not affect greatly the number of 
operational days, 


3. With the present and proposed operational base criteria in the 
U.K., only a few more operational days may be expected by operating from 
Italian bases. The base conditions will, however, be better in Italy. 


4 Since the majority of missions from Italian bases would be con- 
ducted cver the Alps, route conditions in general would not be as favorable 
as those from the British Isles, 


5. In general, the same German targets will be available to aircraft 
from either bases, The advantage to Italian based aircraft would lie in 
the fact that a few additional targets in enemy occupied territory with 
relatively scod weather could be reached.

This diagram shows the frequency with which meteorological 
conditions, poor visibility, low cloud and strong winds, are 
likely to hamper landing of aircraft in the early morning. At 
night these conditions would be more difficult owing to darkness 
but during the afternoon the meteorological conditions wouid 
improve; the extent of the area of very great frequency would 
contract and become centred around the smoky areas of Milan and 
Verona.

DISCUSSION. 


a. A study by Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, of the 
potentialities of the CROSSBOW threat indicates the following facts:

From a phot graph out- 
linning tis target area, its value was estimated as close to 900,900 
sq- ft.

A recent summary shows that 8,544 tons of bombs have been dropped 
om 83 sites, placing 23 of these in category A. 


Is this in line with other experience in doabing? 


If these were all 500 1b, bombs, then the total number dropped was 
34,176. If these were all 1000 1b. bombs, the total number dropped 
was 17,088. If three quarters of the weight was in 500 1b. bombs and 
the remainder in 1000 1b. bombs, then the total number dropped was 
29,904. For the purposes of comparison it will be assumed that 70,000 
bombs were dropped. 


On the basis of 6710 sq. ft. of vital target area (see page2) and 
a@ circular probably error of 1200 ft. for the bombing groups, the 
probability of any one bomb hitting any of the vital buildings and so 
placing the site in category A is about .00093. 


If further bombing of a site ceased the instant any one of the

Sufficient quantities to meet any war demand. The capacity for the pro- 
duction of Phoszene, (876 metric tons in 1934), can be, considerably in- 
creased without any change in existing equipment; Army and Navy arsenals 
equipped to produce diphoszene from phosgene and chlorine; 150,900 tons of 
chlorine can be produced per annum; ethylene and hydrochloric acid are pro- 
duced by many companies, and sulphur exists in large quantities-thus pro- 
viding a plentiful sipply of the necessary materials for the manufacture 
of mustard gas, 


The arsenals are equipped to mix agents, load shells, bombs, etc. 
Large reserve supplies are stored underground at Kokura Army Arsenal, 


3. New War Gases Available: There is no information on hand regard- 


ing any new war gas available to the Javanese. Through their connection 
with Germany, it may de possible for them to obtain the formula for any new 
gas which their ally may have, The reported activities of a number of 
German chemists in Japan indicate that the Japanese may be expected to 

have some, if not all, recent German developments in this field, 


4, Weapons: Information received indicates that the Japanese have 
developed the following types: 


Chemical Mines, Aerial Bombs - mainly 50 kem, charged with mustard 
(HS) and Lewisite (MI) mixture, phosgene (CG) and siphosgene (DP), Also 
15 kem. bombs charged with explosive and toxic irritant, 


5. Capacities of Air Forces: No information is available regarding 


the number of planes, if any, which have been fitted with spray tanks or 
attachments, Although in theory it is possible to fit any airplane with 
spray tanks, in sctual practice a considerable amount of research and 
experimentation is necessary, There have been no indications of such 
preparation, although the possibility mst not be discarded, In this 
Cconeideration should be given that with their ability to drop aerial 

bombe it would be very easy for them to carry chemical bombs in the 

same manner and have good results, Japanese aircraft have been known to 
lay smoke screens for surface vessels during maneuvers, but no reports on 
their use of this method have been received since the veginning of the 
war, In this connection chemical spray missions conld be used in the same 
way as their screens during maneuvers and it would require little effort to 
convert this aircraft to chemical warfare, 
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"JAPANZSE CAPABILITIES" 


B; AIRCRAYT CARRIERS 


1. The Japanese are capable of launching attack aeainst the United 
States with carrier based aircraft and/or seaplanes. At the present 
time the Japanese have available 12 aircraft carriers and 4 auxiliaries 
converted to carriers, (See attached tabulation). It is believed that 
they will be willing to risk 2 of such carriers, with an average carry- 
ing capacity of 45 aircraft each, Of the ninety aircraft on two carriers, 
probably two-thirds will be dive or torpedo bombers and the remaining 
fighter aircraft for the protection of the carriers and accompanying craft. 


2, The aircraft which would be most likely used by the enemy for 
accomplishing attack acainst the U.S. would be the Nakagima type 97/3 
torpedo bomber (Kate) or the Aichi tyve 99 dive bomber (Val), The range, 
speed, and armament carrying capacity of the two aircraft are as follows:

The enemy may chéose to make a so-Called "suicide" attack on the United 
States, that is, launch his planes from carriers at their maximum rane 
without expectations of their return, thus increasing his chances of 
saving his carriers ani accompanying surface craft, In this case the 
enemy might launch his aircraft at a point approximately five to six 
hundred miles off the ‘nited States, which would proceed to attack 
selected targets alone the west coast, 


3, Rather than using his carriers, the enemy might attempt to 
accomplish an attack against the U. S, by use of seaplanes. In this 
case he would attempt to sneak two or three seaplane carriers, each with 
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a-Carrying Capacity of from ten to thirteen aircraft, to within striking 
iistance of the States, The relatively inferior speed, range and bomd 
carrying capacity of these seaplanes would naturally reduce the expecta- 
tion of success in such an attack, It is doubtful, therefore, whether 
the enemy would employ seaplanes only. He miceht, however, use a combina- 
tion of carrier-based aircraft and seaplanes; using perhaps one carrier 


and one or two seaplanes for this purpose. 


4, The probability of a Japanese attack on the J. S. at the present 
time is limited by the following factors: 


a. The fact that the enemy is using or has apparently committed 
all of his available airersft carriers for operations in other areas, 


b, Recent heavy losses by the Japanese naval air force in both

1, Another capability is for the enemy to use two or three of his 
large submarines, which carry one seaplane each, and launch these sea- 
Planes in a "suicide" attack against one of the vital coast installations, 
The limited number of planes and small bomb carryine capacity of the air- 
craft which would be used for thie purpose would reduce the chances of 
success of a mission of this kind to a minimum. 


2, The crews of Japanese submarines are made of picked officers and 
men, the best in the service, These men are in top physical condition 
and are picked due to their superior ability and to endure hardships. The 
use of submarines is fitted to the Japanese temperament. He is patient, 
believes in waitine for a favorable opportunity to take the offensive, 
understands the value of surprise attacks, and is determined to die rather 
than surrender, 


3. The submarine would be a very capable weapon to either bomb or 
shell the West Coast in an all-out effort to "save face" or to do as much 
damaze as possible when defeat is certain, Suicide attacks could even be 
made by loading up with TNT submarines of all classes to include midget 
submarines, or submarine aircraft to hit certain targets within the U.S, 
The freighter type submarines which are capable of carrying from 50 to 
100 men and 15 tons of equipment might be used as a last phase of their 
fight or to help in building up the morale of the people at home or for 
propaganda purposes by making suicide landings in the U. S, The enemy 
submarines could also be used to surface and shell the various cities 
along the coast. Mine laying subs could be used to mine our harbors and 
home waters, 


4, Submarines Available. As of the 10th of August 1944, the Japs 


has 65 subs which were operational. 22 were being built or getting ready

Data and Possibilities of Flying Bomb and Long Ranze Rocket.

1, Although no startling developments have occured in the 
German flying bomb and large rocket situation, it is felt that a con- 
densed report in the neture of a summary of activity would be appro- 
priate at this time, 


2. a. Flying Bomb: 


Since the beginning of operations on 12 June up to 
23 July, the enemy has launched a total of 4416 flying bombs. These 
bombs were directed at London from launching sites in the Calais and 
Somme-Seine areas, The total launched were accounted for as follows: 


Incidents in London:

The discrepancy in percentages is accounted for by the fact that some 
of the destroyed bombs have landed on English soil and have been so 
reported as incidents, 


Total casualties for the same period amount to 30,254 
of which 4,036 have been fatal. The average has been 1 death, 2 seri- 
ously wounded, and 3 lightly wounded per launched bomb, The greater 
number of casualties, of course, has occurred in London proper, many 
being due to flying glass and debris. 


Although military damege has been negligible, the morale 
effect on the English worker has proved tremendous, Loss of efficiency 
with some consequent effect on production is to be expected, 


The weapon is strictly one for attack of densely populated 
critical areas. Present lack of accuracy prohibits its use against pin 
point targets, Neither would it be sufficiently effective for battle 
field use. 
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The weapon is not radio controlled; its line of flight 
being pre-determined and controlled by autogyro monitored by maznetic

To date no long rance rockets have been fired against 
England, It is known that the enemy does possess rockets of 38 foot 
length and 6-8 foot diameter, Best estimates on the warhead of rockets 
of similar design run from 2 to 10 tons for rockets of 15 to 60 tons 
respectively, Extensive studies on possible long ranze rockets have 
resulted in statements by aualified scientists that a rance of 500 miles 
will never be exceeded with even more efficient fuele than now known and 
improved design; further that no development can be foreseen anytime in 
the near future which will permit a missile without wings to cross the 
Atlantic Ocean, 


3. It is desired to point out that attacks by either of these 
weapons could be made against the United States at ranges of 150 miles 
or so only from the decks of ocean vessels. This is by no means an 
impossibility but the attendant difficulties involved in such a procedure 
render it highly improbable as an actuality. One, more probable, possi- 
bility that should not be lost sight of it the equipping of a long range 
bomber, similar t> the HE-177 as a flying bomb, Such a plane, minus 
pilot, could be radio controlled across the ocean by several means such 
as a chain of submarines or other ships spotted in a line across the 
oceank or by an accompanying lone range plane on a "suicide mission", 
The radio controlled plane could, however, be directed in such a manner 
against a fairly laree target, It is emphasized that while attacks such 
as discussed above are possible under extremely difficult conditions 
with every factor working out as planned by the enemy, the probabilities 
are very remote owing to factors with which you are familiar, including 
the tremendous output of effort of all kinds for a relatively unimportant 
result, 


4, The proper authorities both in England and in the United States 
are exerting every possible effort to obtain complete information concern- 
ing the laree rocket; likewise every possible defensive measure against 
the flying robot bomb is being exploited. If any further information is 
received which may be of importance to you, it will be sent promptly, If 
there is any further information you jesire, every effort will be made to 
obtain it.

Subject: German Capabilities for Attack on Continental 
United States 


A. Conclusions: 


The likelihood of a German attack on the Continental United States 


is negligible. 


Air attacks on the United States by the GAF are possible. It is 
believed, however, that the cost to the enemy in relation to results 
achieved will deter the enemy from such efforts. Attacks by rocket 
bombs are not considered possible. Attacks by navel vessels are possi- 
ble but not probable. 


B. Capabilities for Attacks by Aircraft: 


1. Attacks on the East Coast or Great Lakes area of the United 
Stetes could be lamched by the GAF. A one-way sacrifice flight could 
readily be made. In the event such attacks are launched, moreover, 
successful defense is doubtful, for radar coverage is incomplete and 
US fighter end anti-aircraft defenses have been practically stripped 
plong the East Coast. 


2. A two-way flight by the GAF is theoretically possible with 
a modified BV 222, Ju 290, or other types carrying a nominal bomb load. 
As a practical matter such a threat can be disregarded. 


3. It is possible thet the enemy might seize one or more Allied 
air beses in remote areas of Canaia, Labrador or Newfoundland and use 
such bases for attacks upon the United States. Such bases, however, 
could shortly be neutralized. An organized fifth colum might seize 
lending fields, but this possibility appears remote. The building of 
bases by the enemy in isolated parts of Cenada or Greenland would 
appear to be an insuperable task, particularly at this stage of the war. 


4. Attacks might be launched from catapult ships or seaplane 


tenders, but it is doubtful if even smell forces of such ships and 
planes could elude Allied patrols in the Atlantic. 


CON PIDENTIAL 
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5. Launching of planes from submarines appears feasible, as 
demonstrated on the West Coast earlier in the wer. The weight of such 
attacks would be insignificant, however. 


C. Capabilities for Attacks by Rocket Bombs! 

1. There is no reliable evidence available that Germany has 
developed rocket bombs capable of spanning the Atlantic. 
Dd. Capebilities for Attacks by Naval Vessels: 


1. Isolated attacks might be made on coastal areas of the eastern 
US by submarines. Such attacks would be so hazardous and ineffective, 
however, that they are not considered probable. 


E, Sabotage: 


1. An organized sabotage effort is always possible. However, 
US wer production has reached such proportions as to offer no hope of 
significant results. The fact that previous efforts have been frustrated, 
together with the fact that the country is solidly behind the US war 
effort, should be sufficient to discourage a large scale sabotage effort.

1, Confirming some of the matter discussed on the occasion of 
your visit on 17 August, and expanding on our letter of 25 July, 
herewith are a few more facte on the large rocket, or Y-2: 


a. Latest information, although inconclusive, indicates 
Germen production of about 1000 projectiles. It is considered with- 
in the German capabilities to launch a limited attack by the V-2 
apainst the United Kingdom at any time, 


vb The projectile itself is expected to be from 24 to 3 
tone overall weight, consisting of a 4 to 6 ton chassis (vody, radio, 
gyros, turbine, etc,), 16 to 22 tons fuel (liquid oxygen and ethyl 
alcohol), and a 4 to 7 ton warhead. Lenrth of rocket - 46 feet, 
diameter of body - 6 feet, diameter of fins at rear end -12 feet, 
maximum range 150-200 miles.

ce, The bulk of evidence now points to a simplified launching 
site, The "large" sites previously associated with the launching are 
now considered to be no more than storage warehouses and possibly to 
provide for assembly and test of the rocket. The simplified site will 
consist of merely a flat concrete surface bearing a cusnodial support 
upon which the end of the rocket will sit, the rocket being hydreutically 
raised to a vertical position on the support. At this stage it will be 
complete with the exception of the fuels. These will then be pumped 
into separate cavities from special mobile tanks, It seems possible that 
the firing unit is a troop handling three rockets. While these are veing 
erected, the necessary radio control gear to serve the three rockets 
in turn will be brought up and erected. A turbine driven by a mixture 
of hydrogen peroxide and permanganate (400 lbs) forces the two fuels 
(liquid oxygen and alcohol) into the burner where conbustion ensues, 
Burnine time will be on the order of 49 to 60 seconds, during which time 
the rocket by means of carbon vanes projecting into the cas stream 
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from the venturi can be puided and st-bilized by radio control, Under 
these conditions, using initial syrosconic control, there is no reason 
why the rocket shou}d not start quite gently from rest in a vertical 
direction under its own power, The expected thrust should be from 50 
to 100 tons, Altitude reached will be on the order of one-fourth the 
horizontal range, The whole process from time of arrival at the site 
should consume from two to four hours, The troop can then move on to 
another site and repeat the performance, 


ad, From the sbove, you can appreciate the probable futility 
of countermeasures. The one offering most success appears to be jamming 
of the radio control frequency, 

2. I hope this information will serve t> alleviate fears of large 
rocket attacks against our eastern seaboard. The possibility of ship- 
borne launching is, of course, always present, tut the vrobability is be- 
lieved most remote,

SUBJECT: Japanese Rocket Projectiles. 19 AG 1944 


1. Ci-IN-10728, 12 August 1944, from Commanding General, 
Fourteenth Air Force, to War Department contained report of photo 
pilot who, while flying at 30,000 feet over Canton on 2 August, 
reported a weaving projectile emitting gray-black smoke approaching 
his plane from astern. Pilot reported that he made e sharp right 
bank with projectile passing under his left wing 150 feet away. Wo 
explosion was seen but concussion was felt and right belly tank fell 
off of plane and right engine ceased to function. Pilot used cloud 
cover to escape. 


2. This report is incomplete, unsatisfactory, and does not 
contain enough data for evaluation or positive identification of 
missile reported. The reference to absence of explosion but presence 
of concussion with resulting damage to plane is obscure. 


3. Om the basis of the limited information contained in cable 
and intelligence data on file in Tactical and Technical Branch, the 
following possibilities are offered: 


a. Projectile reported may have been a ground-fired aerial 
rocket such as those employed by the Germans spasmodically from August 
1942 to date, These have been reported as attaining an altitude of 
3,000 feet although the observed maximum has usually been between 
18,000 and 22,000 feet. Upon reaching the top of their trajectory, 
these rockets appear to fly horizontally for a short period of tines 
before exploding, generally with a large burst of flame. It is 
possible that the Japanese have secured comparable ground rockets 
and are launching them experimentally at Allied aircraft in China. 


b. Projectile may have been a Japanese Mark IV airborne 
rocket bomb which is described in Informational Intelligence article 
to be published 30 August 1944. Data on this rocket is based on 
document captured at Kwajalein, which reveals continuous Japanese 
experimentation from August 1941 through 1942. It is reasonable to 
suppose that these airborne rocket bombs have been perfected suf- 
ficiently to allow them to become operational. Intelligence reports 
from the Thirteenth Air Foree for the period 17-23 July 1944 reported 
that on three separate occasions 5-24 pilots over Yap observed what 
appeared to be rocket—type projectiles which were launched from under 
the wings of Japanese fighters accompanied by a red flash. The fact 
that photo pilot refers to the presence of clowd cover in his narrative 
suggests that the missile reported by photo pilot was something comparable 
t é = ; ij iN :

4. The proposed article on Japanese rocket bombs for next 
issue of Informational Intelligence Summary will contain « specific 
request that accurate and complete details on all sightings of Japanese 
rocket bombs by our pilots and any other intelligence on the subject 
be dispatched immediately to this Headquarters, 


5. It is not believed that any information other than that 
contained in cable referred to above could be secured from the Fours 
teenth Air Force on this incident.

1. Response is made herewith to Paragraph 2.a, b, c, d, e in Comment 1, 
in sequence: 


ae Since June 1942, following the occupation of Attu and Kiska, the 
Jepanese have made no promises whatsoever of conducting attacks upon the 
UeSe mainland. Their entire propaganda to their own people has been defensive 
in character. While the theme that they would eventually win the war has not 
been abandoned, the possibility of implementing such a victory has been limited 


to the claim that the Japanese were luring the enemy into a trap and would strike 
and annihilate him at the proper time. Recently the major emphasis has been upon 
the extreme seriousness of the Japanese position and the need for a complete 
mobilization of the resources of the country for its ultimate defense, 


b. Obviously, the psycholozical reaction on the Japanese pecple would 
be extremely favorable if they knew or believed that successful attachs had 
been made upon the U.S., and that they could be contirmed on an appreciable 
scale. 


ce. ‘The response to this question is contained on map attached as 
Inclosure l, 


d. In general, there are no indications that the Japanese have made 
any progress in developing secret weapons of any importance. The four-engins 
land based bomber which has been reported by PW's and tentatively sichted on 
several occasions has never appeared in combat, and it is now believed that it 
will be used entirely for transport purposes. _No information whatsoever is 
availeble on stratosphere rockets, buzz bombs launched from submarines or any 
other weapon of this type. The nearest approach to any such indication is the 
vague and unconfirmed report received from the CEI recently that an airplane 
was chased at high altitude by a projectile, which was apparently launched from 
somé unidentified source. It is knom, however, thet many German technical 
developments have been made available to the Japanese. ‘The possibility cannot 
be dismissed, therefore, that the Japanese may eventually be able to bring some 
of these German weapons to an operational status. 


e. The lack of Japanese ageression outside of the combat areas since 
the termination of their offensive operations can be readily explained by 
their air and naval inferiority relative to the Allied forces opposing them 
and to their consequent need for conserving their strength for defensive pur- 
poses. ‘They have been unable to use their submarines for attacks upon shipping 
lanes off the Pacific Coast because such forces rere required to supply their 
outlying positions in the Central and Southwest Pacific, for recormaissance, 
and to cover naval operations. air recornaissance over Oahu has been a very

restricted capability confined to small planes launched from submarines which 
would have been incapable of effective offensive action. It is not believed 
that sneak carrier attacks have remained in any sense 2 "strong" Japanese 
capability. The Japanese have not been in a position to afford the loss of 
even a single carrier, their carriers have frequently lacked trained air 
complements, and their chances of penetrating our warning nets or screening 
forces would have involved risks incommensurate with the damage which might 
have been inflicted upon us by the small ferces available for such an operation.
